Some Information Direct From 


the West Front 


A letter from Edward Chance, of 
Mt. Lake Park, now in France with the 
Division of Engineers, was received a 
few days ago by his sister Miss Louise 
Chance, which The Republican is per- 
mitted to publish. 


FRANCE, April 20, 1918. 

I received another letter from you 
yesterday. Was certainly ary, to 
hear of Edward’s illness. Hope he is 
well by this time. 

I have not written you for a long time 
but I assure you it has not been because 
I didn’t want to write. We have been 
on the go some, believe me. 

We were building bridges across the 
Somme when the big drive started and 
of course most of our work was de- 
molished. When we quit work and jom- 
ed the retreating British we could heir 
the machine guns pumping. 

Our real thrills, however, came a few 
|days later. We had just been joined by 
B Co., and the balance of our own com- 
pany when another order came to move 
and this time we stopped in a large 


field and started digging trenches. We 
jarrived about three o’clock and con- 
‘tinued to dig until three thirty next 
morning. Our Lieutenant told us that 
| we would occupy the trenches for four 
‘days and if the Germans came in the 
meantime of course we were to stop 
them. At seven that morning we 
| were digging again and putting up wire 
lentanglements. We worked until three 
‘when another order came to move and 
| this move brough' us up in trontof a 
| battery of English artillery in action. 
A few German shells landed near, by 
‘that time we were feeling pretty 
lshakey. We were told to dig again and 
believe me we did dig, even though we 
were all in.

and why should we do it? 

We are called upen to do it because, 
as President Wilson says, this is a wer 
of nations, not of armies, and everyone 
in the land must do his share. So far 
more than 2,°4'),000 men have gone into 
the Army and Navy and 1,(40,000 more 
are to join before August 1. There 4,- 
v0U,000 men give themselves as their do- 
nation tothe war. The remaining {7,- 
400,000 people left at home must yive 
something else as their share. 

This eavings pledye gives the stay-at- 
homes an opportunity for service, We 


and economize, to use labor and ma- 
terials only as necessity demands, and 
to inveet our savings in War Savings 
Stamps. 

The Government asks us to do this 
because the amcunt of labor and ma- 
terials in tha country is limited; there 
is not enough of either to permit us to 
use it in the sam: free way as we did in 
peace times and at the same time to 
leave enough in the markets for the use 
of the Government.

There are lots of things I should like 
to tell you that would be interesting 
but will save them until | see you. 

We are now back at our old job, 
bridge buiding, and I don’t think we 
will have to enter the trenches ayain. 
We went in before in a case of real 
emergency. 

We were congratulated and thanked 
by the General of the oth British army 
for our work in the lines, both by tcle- 
gram and in person, later.

Ina letter to his mother, Mrs. PB. J. 
Garrett of Deer Park, her eon Robert, 
now in France, tells of the country he 
hus seen. 

France, May 12, 191s. 

Dear Mother:— We have been hearing 
a great deal here about ‘*Mother's 
Day,’ and eyerybody has been urged 
to write home on that day. Thev tell 
us that letters written todav will be 
treated as ‘Special Delivery,’’ and that 
being the case, I will send a few lines 
for luck. By this time there ought to 
be tucked awaylin Box 50, or some- 
where else enroute (mest -of them 
somewhere else, I juess), about 5ix 
lettcrs, which 1 have written at yarious 
times since landing in France. Hoy 
haven’t gotten any mail since your letter 
of March 27th, but am looking for 
some anv day. 

We have been pretty busy since com- 
ing out here, and do not get much time 
to wet around anywhere, although there 
is no great hardship in that, as all you 
can see is a lot of little towns, each one 
just like the next. From a distance 
they make a pretty picture, but as you 
get closer they don’t look quite so 
beautiful. All the buildings are of stone 
covered with a kind of stucco or cement. 
I have not seen a wooden building in 
France. At home only the best houses 
have tile roofs, but here every kind of 
stable, chicken hous? and dwelling is 
roofed with one variety of red tile. It 
is rough-looking stuff, though, ard 
looks almost like it was home-made.

It looks funny to 
see the old women here walking around 
with a laundry basket full of greens, cr 
clothes, or hay, or almost anvthing, 
balanced on their heads. They turn 


around, or stoop and pick up something 
off of the ground with no more concern 
than if they were carrying a bucket of 
water in their hands. l'sually they 
have a goat or two with them also. 

There are lots of ox-teams, and even 
John-teams, too. I have noticed a 
number of big white cows, yoked to- 
gether in teams, and pulling a big cart. 
I auppose that was about all they were 
good for, too, as none of them would 
have yielded more than about a pint of 
milk, apparently.

The board desires that all tuberculosis 


patients make application tor disinfec- | 


tants and sputum cups. The use of | 
typhoid vaccine, which may be obtained ' 
from the state free of charge, is also; 
urged and may be procured by making: 
application to the health officer or hisi 
deputies, 

All cases of infectious diseases must 
be reported at once by the attending 
physician of the householder, the latter 
being equally liable with the physician 
who neglects or refuses to comply with | 
this section of the law. 

The law also prescribes penalties for : 
failure to secure burial permits. These : 
may be secured from the registrars in| 
the various districts in the county upon 
application. 

Itis the intention of the board of 
health to strictly enforce every section 
of law pertaining to health. Garrett 
county is now extremely healthy and 
occupies a position relatively better 
than any other division of the state in 
this respect and it is the desire of the 
officials that this high rate be maintain- 
ed, hence the members of the board 
will appreciate greatly reports upon the 
laxity of physicians or householders in 
observing the law in this respect. 

Plans were also adopted for the erec- 
tion and maintenance of sanitary out- 
buildings. No pits will be permitted, 
These plans may be secured upon ap- 
plication to the health officer or any of 
his deputies. It has been found that 
where directions and a true observance 
of health laws are observed tew or no 
typhoid fever cases result. 


YOU MAY CHOOSE 
Work or Fight Order Has Been 


Promulgated 


The local araft board has received in- 
structions for the new ‘‘work or tight’’ 
movement which the board will proceed 
to enforce immediateiv atter uly 1, 
when tt becomes a law. 

The instructions now in the bands ot 
the local draft board distinctly lists the 
following, all of whom will be affected 
by the new ruling: 

Idiers—Gamblers, employes of race 
tracks, bucket shops, fortune tellers, 
clairvoyants, palmicts. 

Non-Productive—(a) Persons enag- 
ed in the serving of food and drink, or 
either, in public places including hotels 
and social clubs. 

(b) Passenger elevator operators 
and attendants; and doormen, footmen, 
carriage openers ard other attendants 
in clubs, hotels, stores, apartment 
houses, office buildings and bath houses 

(c) Persons, including ushers and 
other attendants, engaged and occupied 
in and in connection with games, sports 
and amusements, excepting actual per- 
formers in legitimate concerts, operas 
or theatrical performances. 

(d) Persons employed in domestic 
service. 

(e) Sales clerks and other clerks em- ' 
ployed in stores and other merchantile 
establishments. 

Immediately after July 1, the local 
draft board will yo over its Classes one, 
two, three and four lists and select the 
men who are not engaged in productive 
employment. Cards will be made out 
and sent to these men asking them to 
appear before the local draft board on 
acertain designated day and present 
proper affidavit showing that they are 
engaging in productive employment. 
The local board will then decide on the 
various cases and make recommenda- 
tions to the district draft board, which 
board will finally pass on each case. 

All men who are found to be idlers or 
engaging in non-productive employ- 
ment will be placed in Class 1 ready for 
immediate military service. Their 
order numbers will be taken fromthem, 
meaning that they will be ineldded in 
the various next draft calle that are 
received by the local board.

LIEL TENANT WILLIAMS 
WAS DECORATED 


Marvlander Rewarded for Gal- 


lant Conduct. 


Mrs. W. W. tirant, a resident of 
Second street, has received a letter 
from her brother, Lieutenant W. F. 
Willams, Unitel States Medical Ke- 
serves, attached to the 5lst Division, 
Gordon Highlanders, saving that he has 
been decorated by the British govern- 
ment with the military cross. At the 
time of his enlistment, in May, 1917, he 
was an interne, assisting Dr. Gordon 
Wilson at Bayview Hospital. He de- 
sired to be put into active service at 
once, and was soon taken overseas and 
placed with the famous British fighters, 
the Gordon Highlanders, who are more 
familiarly known as the Ladies from 
Heil.

actual fizhting, that he was decorated 
‘‘for valor in saving wounded men.’’

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TEACHER FINED 


Assessed $10 and Costs For Viela- 
tion of School Law. 


On Wednesdavy of the past week eight ' 


cases were heard at Crellin, and fines 
and costs collected aggregating $3.25; 
one case was heard from Long Streteh, 
the partv found guilty, and upon rc- 


fusal to pay his fine and costs was com- ; 


mitted to jail; and on Thursday thirteen 
cases were heard at Kempton, when 
lines and costs collected aggregating 
$106.75; and at Johnson School one case 
with fine and costs aggregating $8 25, 

The basis of all these proceedings 
were violations of the school attendance 
law and vaccination law of the State. 
The cases were all heard before Magis- 
trate West of Oakland, the State heing 
represented by State’s Attorney E. R. 
Jones, 

Several cases yet remain to be heard, 
the warrants having been issued some 
time ago. The school authorities are 
now going over the records of all schools 
in the county with a view to further 
prosecutions as the attendance and vac- 
cination laws must and will be enfurced. 

On last Saturday one of the teach>rs 
who tau.ht a school in Diatrict No. © of 
thgs county during the past schoul vear, 
was taken before Squire West, charg- 
ed with having permitted children who 
were not yaccinated to attend her 
school. Upon trial this teacher was 
found guilty and sentenced to pay a 
fine of $10 and costs. 

This case should serve ns a warning 
to all teachers in Garrett county, as the 
law prohibits anv child from attending 
school without previously having been 
vaccinated and if a teacher allows a 
child to attend schoul without such vac- 
cination such teacher becomes guilty of 
a misdemeanor and subject to a fine of 
#10 for each and every offense. 


The County Board of Education has 
been notified by the State Superintend- 
ent ot Schools that the summer schools 
at Frostburg and Ocean City will con- 
tinue only five weeks, with six school 
days a week, instead of six weeks with 
only five school days a week, as origi- 
nally planned.

God is always ‘‘at home’’ to sinner 
as wellas saint.

In nearly 
every country on the globe our workers 
are telling them the way to salvation 
and it isinteresting to know something 
of their success. Have you ever heard 
ofgThe Dark Continent? I wonder who 
can tell what country is meant and find 
I think I hear some of 
that 


it on the map? 
why, is Africa. I 
It’s a 
it? Nearly 
one fourth of all the land in the world 
isin Africa. If you travel around the 
coast of Africa, you will trayel as far 
as it is around the world and that is 25,- 
000 miles. One out of every eight of 
the people who live in the world is in 
Africa. 

There are 943 languages and dialects 
spoken in that country, but only a few 
of them have been reduced to writing. 
It has 40,000 miles of rivers and lakes, 
navigation and water power ninety 
times as great as our mighty Niagara. 
But it isn’t all and it is as large as all 
of South America. To put it in another 
form its area is as large as the Urited 
States, Europe, India, China the British 
Isles and the Argentine Republic. 

That’s some country isn’t it? Nearly 
all of Africa is owned in Europe. Only 
one twenty-ninth of it is owned by na- 
tions, that is Abyssinia and Liberia, or 
39x,000 square miles, out of a total 11,- 
622,619 square miles. Germany had a 
larger track of Africa than she owned 
in Europe, at the beginning of the war, 
but she has lost it all. Liberia is a 
black man’s republic. You know a bit 
ot the work that is being done by some 
of our good missionaries. Many years 
ago a young man with his wife, whom 
1 know quite well, went to that field. I 
talked with him a year ago, when he 
was here on his vacation. He had to 
send his wite and two boys to this 
country for the lads must be educated. 
The war kept him here longer than he 
intended but finally he got back to his 
tield of labor, of which I shall tell you 
presently. 

Like many other boys, when war 
broke out they enlisted, and are now 
with Uncle Sam’s boys, at the front. 
When the missionary went back after 
his visit home, the people were so glad 
they cried out ‘‘akwa Zambe,’’ which 
meant ‘‘thanks be to God.’’

All 
look upon him as their friend and want 
to tellhim what has happened since he 
went away. Look! here comes a wo- 
man running through the streets of the 
village. She must have important 
news. ‘Oh, white man,”’ she cries, ‘‘I 
am a woman of th? Zambe tribe, come 
save myfchild my husband has sold her to 
the chief for his wife. (He has thirty 
already) and she ia only 10 years old. I 
want her togo to school, 1 don’t want 
her to be inarried to the old and wicked 
chief. I want her to marry one of the 
tribe of Zambe.’’ Thatis she wanted 
her child to be a Christian and marry a 
Christian. The chief is to come to- 
morrow to take her away. The next 
morning he called the girls father to 
the palaver house, that is where they 
meet to talk over all things that con- 
cern them and settle all disputes. They 
meet together and Minisi, that is the 
name of the missionary, tells the father 
that he should not do so. as he knows 
better from the teachings he has heard.

While they are talking a string of 
forty men come into the village. Each 
one carries abig load, They have been 
to the coast and are bringing back bolts 
of cloth, iron pots, bags of salt etc. 
Each carries 65 pounds and they make 
fifteen miles a day. They are the freight 
train of the black man. It would take 
125,000 of them to carry what one of 
our big freight trains haul oyer thé 
railroad. They are tired but as they 
lay down their packs they say, we want 
to see ‘‘Zambe’s Man.’’ Well the next 
day Minisi starts to meet the chief. 
By and by I'll tell you some of the 
things he saw. We are anxious to 
know how he makes it with the chief 
who is coming for his ten year old wife. 
The children cry out here comes the 
chief for little Bilok, the ten year old 
girl. Ihave arrived said the chief to 
Minisi. Why did you summons me? 
sent for you regarding the dowry you 
paid for little Bilok. 

It is true Mimisi. I paid four goats, 
three iron pots, two bags of salt, ten 
loin cloths, a coat, a hat, two native 
dogs and one big dog of the white mans 
breed and today she is to return to my 
town. But you should not have taken 
this dowry to her father. Her mother 
wants her to be a Christian, as she be- 
tongs to the tribe of Zambe. Why 
should she go to school, said the chief, 
How will school help her to care for 
my gardens and cook my food? She 
will not want to obey my commands 
any more than a goat if she goes to 
Such is not the talk of the 
white man Japlied Minisi. Zambe has 
made us all of one blood. In Zambe’s 
tribe men and women are equal. This 
is strange talk, Minisi, said the chief. 
It will turn the heads of the women 
and soon instead of regarding them- 
selves as stupid as hens as they are, 
they will want to rule the village. But 
chief is this the case with the women of 
your village who are members of Zam- 
be’s tribe. They are the best you have. 
They do not run away, nor steal, nor 
lie. They care for your gardens and 
are faithtul to their \usbands and their 
children. It 1s true, said the chief, 
they are better than others. It may be 
well for Bilokto go to the Christian 
school for she will then make me a 
better wife. If the dowry is returned 
she may go to school. That evening 
the chief went back to his village tak-

THE MONTHLY SUGAR KATION A 
NECESSITY. 


A good many housekeepers may feel | 
amazed in contemplating the monthly | 
allowance of suger but upon reflection’ 
every person sinccrcly interested in the 
welfare of the country and sensible of 
what is good for themselves as well as 
tneir neighbors will cheerfully co-oper- 
ate with the food administration in this 
asin other things. It is better to cur- 
tail in the consumption of sugar now 
than it would be to do without any later 
on. This is what will happen if the 
people either voluntarily or from com- 
pulsion do not save in the use of this 
commodity now. This is entirely apart 
from the fact that if the civilians at 
hon.e do not use less sugar there will be 
less for the fighting men. And where 
ia the American worthy of the name 
who will murmur against doing without 
a little sugar in order that a soldier at 
the battle front may be supplied? 

An editorial writer in the Baltimore 
Sun recently discussed the sugar con- 
servation order in the following optim- 
istic and vely logical statement: 

"We believe there are very few per- 
sons who will not follow Mr. Hoover 
cheerfully to the last ditch of conser- 
vation, and who will not accept without | 
murmuring the short allowance of sugar | 
which went into effect on Monday. | 
Three pounds per month for each per-| 
son is forty-eight ounces per capita, or | 
twelve ounces a week, and less than} 
two ounces u day. ‘There is not mu:h| 
sweetening in that, and if we use more | 
than our allowance on any one day, it} 
meane a sugariees day later. This does | 
hot include sugar to be used by house-| 
keeping in canning or preserving, as 
we understand it, but sugar for these 
purposes cannot be sold, except where 
the dealer ia sure that it will be honest- 
ly applied to those objects. 

“The signed pledges which are to be 
asked from purchasers are probably de- 
signed more to enable the Food Ad- 
ministration to keep unconscientious 
dealers up to the mark than to keep 
tab on consumers. Such pledges would, 
unless tbey had a legal consequence, 
exert little moral influence on some 
people. Persons dishonorable enough 
to violate their words would not hesi- 
tate to violate their written pledges, if 
they thought they would not have to 
suffer for it; the written pledge, how- 
ever, will have the effect of creating a 
certain smount ef fear in the hearts of 


would-be hoarders, and will tend to 
bring home to the honorable a keener 
sense of former obligation. 

Whether the candy and the ice cream 
makers should not be reduced to a still 


lower allowance, or put out of business | 


altogether, is a question that will 


_| inevitably be raised by those who are 


‘not connected with those industries, 
| and who are not particularly fond of 
| eandv and ice-cream. It resolv:siteelf, 
in the last analysis, to a question of 
essentials to what would be to the 
greatest good of the greatest number. 
In general, candy and ice cream are 
luxvries and do not form a part of the 
daily menu of the vast majority. And 
many simple desserts, such as bread 
and rice pudaings, which the thrifty 
housekeeper often compounds from left- 
| oyers, would be tasteless and unpalata- 
ble without sugar. On the other hand, 
there is no doubt that the household 
‘ consumption of sugar has become large- 
ily a matter of habit rather than of 
Necessity, and that we can educate our- 
selves to do with much less of it with- 
out injury. 

Anyhow, that’s what we’ve got to 
do, and we’ll make it all the easier for 
ourselves by making believe that we 
enjoy it. If we can’t get sugar, we 
can supply a sweet temper that will 
largely neutralize the bitter in our daily 
bill of fare. 


GIVE THE BABY A CHANCE. 


There are mothers who foolishly as- 
sume that Uncle Sam has some sinister 
and selfish motive in instituting a baby 
weighing and measuring campaign. 
Some of them are so illinformed as to 
belfeve that babies are being registered 
for the wars of the tuture when—bless 
bis kind old heart!—Uncle Sam has had 
Nothing else in mind but the welfare of 
the mothers and babies. He believes 
that the best way to find out whether a 
baby is as wellas he ought to be is to 
weigh and measure him, for, if a baby 
is very far below the standard of weight 
and size for his age, there is something 
the matter with that baby. 

The Children’s Bureau is taoulating 
the weighing and measuring cards so 
that it can obtain a survey of the na- 
tion’s baby health and can therefore in- 
struct the mothers of the United States 
more effectively and intelligently in the 
care they should giye their babies. 

No mother of a child under six should 
neglect this opportunity to do herself 
and,the little one a favor, but should 
sccure a card from the Women’s De- 
fense Council, 200 West Saratoga 
street, at once, fillit out, and mail it 
back to tne Council, who will forward 
it to Washington.

Help by Having Your Child 
Weighed and Measured. 


The children’s Bureau of the United 
States Department of Labor and Child 
Welfar. Department of the Woman's 
Committee of the Council of National 
Defense are therefore calling upon the 
people of the United States to heed the 
experience of Europe and to make the 
second year of the war in fact as well 
asin name, a ‘‘children’s year’ thro: gh- 
out the country. 

Weight and height are a rough index 
of the health of growing children. 
When these are found to be seriously 
below the average, whether in individ- 
ual cases or in certain sections of the 
community, the test should be fol- 
lowed by intensive care. 

Everyone can help not only mothers 
and fathers, teachers, physians, infant 
welfare nurses and other social workers 
who have to do with chddren, but men 
and women experienced in organization 
and young people with leisure and good 
will; in fact all who want to do their bit 
in ‘‘children’s year’’ will find some way 
to serve their local committees. 

Program for Child Welfare Cam- 
paign for July: Each district chairman 
of committee will arrange the day best 
suited to her locality during the month 
of July.

NEW BOAT FLEET FOR 
c. & O. CANAL 


Twenty Additional Carriers to Be 
in Service This Year. 

A tig fleet of new boats ia to be put) 
in cperation on the Chesapeake and: 
Ohio canal next month. | 

This became known Thuraday last, 
following an inspection trip made over 
the canal by President [tanicl Willard 
of the Baltimore ‘and Ohio Railroad 
Company, which controls the waterway 
linking Washington with the coal fields 
at Cumberland, Md. 

The increased tonnage will be pro- 
vid:d as a result of co-opreration be- 
tween the government and the canal 
company. It 1s understood that twenty 
additional boats will be in cperation be- 
fore the end of July, and that the ton- 
nage will be still further increased dur- 
ing the season and next year, until the 
canal becomes a much greater factor in | 
supplying the coal needs of Washington 
and the government. 

Representative Zihlman of Maryland 
recently wrote Secretary McAdoo urg- 
ing the placing in service on the canal 
of an increased number of boats. Mr. 
Willard left Cumberlandin a launch and 
spent three days making the trip to 
Washington. No formal announcement 
has been made as to the plans for in- 
creased utilization of the canal, but it 
is known that they provide for increas- 
ing shipments of coal to Washington by 
several thousand tons.

Herbert Corey Tells How One 


Regiment Reached the Front 
By HERBERT Corey. 


Just Behind tne Somme Front (ty 
mail).-- Hiking is something more than 
&@ word to me now—for ! have hiked. 

For days we had awaited the order to 
etart for the front. Officers and men 
were alike impatient te get away. 
Thev have all wanted to get into the 
fight as soon as possible. The word 
had come that at last the fighting was 
to be of the semi-open order. At last 
they began to grumble. In spite of 
maneuvers and drills and inspections, 
time hung heavily on their hands. 

One night those of headquarters were 
@rouped about a blazing fire in the 
tower room of the old chateau in which 
the colonel’s household was quartered. 
The day’s work was done, except that 
an army’s work, like a woman’s, is 
never done. Orders are always coming 
athours which the recipients declare 
are ridiculous and absurd.

By sun- 
rise all was well, The rhythmic tramp 
had become almost musical. Shoulders 
swinging under 58-pound packs, instead 
drocping weakly forward. The fine old 
army jests, which have been handed 
down through generations of soldiers, 
were being bandied about. 


By ten o’clock, after six hours of 
marching, the column was silent. One 
began to look forward to the 10-minute 
rest which is allowed at the end of each 
fifty minutes of hiking. At the rests 
the men threw themselves prone on the 
ground, or dropped in their tracks on 
the road and rested their heads upon 
their mountainous packs. They com- 
pared their lot bitterly with that of the 
French and British soldiers, who ‘‘do 
their hiking in trucks,’’ according to 
their angry complaining—and who very, 
very frequently do that very thing. 
Now and then a mule gave out because 
feed has been short lately, and once a 
wagon broke down, and the wagon mas- 
ter seemed to think that such a thing 
had never happened in any other army. 
The men came into town after fifteen 
miles with heads hanging and sweat 
streammg down their faces. 


Yet twenty minutes later the streets 
were alive with soldiers, running busi- 
ly to and fro, laughing, arguing, hunt- 
ing eggs. Half an hour later the crap 
games began in every sunny corner, 
sheltergd from the searching winds of 
Northern France. An hour later the 
rolling kitchens were billowing smoke 
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wnd flames ard Jeng lines of men, myex 
| hits in hand, were waitirg for their 


beans. They chaffed each other with 
army candor. Waves of laughter swept 
down the lines, The day’s hike was 
through.

The latter read it hasti- 
ly, ‘‘the battle is won,’’ failed in conse- 
quence to see the need of stopping 
Blucher and tke history of the world 
turned a new page. Christ lived ma 
speaking instead of a reading world 
when he said, ‘‘Take heed how ve hear.”’ 
If the year bad been 1918 He would 
have said, ‘‘Take heed how ye read,’’ 
for all the machinery that covers the 
world daily with its printed blanket, all 
the felling of trees and making of pulp, 
ell the mining of metals for tvpe and 
press, all the army engaged in the 
various processes involved and all the 
educational forces are existent for the 
gake of the reader. The African Kraal 
knows nothing of them. The reader is 
the most sought after man in the world. 
And when he is:the Christian with the 
greatest message that the world holJs 
well it ia to ‘‘Take heed how ve read.’’ 
The 165 various denominations in the U. 
S. all have read the same message but 
with varying meanings. Catholic and 
Protestant gather diverging ideas from 
the same page. Autocracy and Demo- 
cracy turn to the same chapters, claim- 
ing to obey God in the resultant act. 
May we know the truth after all? Is 
there any use in reading the Bible for 
ourselves? Certainly. If all unbiased 
we will read all the Book with all our 
mind and al! our will we shall know the 
truth, and the truth shall make us free. 
Come to the reading in an unhurried 
epirit eager to know its teaching and 
not seeking to prove somethmg that we 
desire. Let the mind be sc open that 
even what we have been taught is truth 
shall not govern our impressions. And 
we should not be content with less than 
all the Book. The ‘‘Slay utterly,’’ of 
Samuel is modified by the ‘‘Love your 
enemies,’’ of Jesus. Nor shou!d we be 
content to use less mental energy with 
these lines than we would in interpret- 
ing Shakespeare or Virgil or in solving 
an example in mathematics. Then we 
must will to carry its teaching, thought- 
fully, prayerfully and open-mindedly 
discovered, into the practice of our 
lives. So read the Bible will be found 
“profilable for teaching, for reproof, 
for correction, for instruction which is 
in righteousness: that the man of God 
may be complete, furnished completely 
unto every gcod work.”’ 

THE KEADING. 


The lessoa states certain principles | 


and then gives an iilustratiun from life. 
The section of the Psalm declares that 
God's words are perfcct, sure, right, 
pure, clean, true and righteous. This 
makes the Bible, in the words of Bish- 
op Quayle,, ‘‘the Pivotal Book, the 


Heart Book, the Life-that-now-is Book, | 


the Life-that-is-to-come Book, in a 
word it is THE BOOK.’’ President 
Cross writes, ‘‘In the hour of trust it 
voices our confidence, ‘The Lord is my 
Shepherd! In the dav of trouble it ex- 
ultsin the great consolation, ‘God is 
our refuge and strength! In the high 
noon of joy it gives us our song, ‘less 
the Lord, O my soul! In the yalley of 
depression it breathes our prayer, ‘Un- 
to Thee, O Lord, dol lift up mv soul. 
In the gathering darkness it voices our 
triumphant cry, ‘The Lord is my light 
and He is become my salyation! In ap- 
proaching death it whispers, ‘in my 
Father’s house are many mansions!’’ 
Such is the testimony of the Book to 
iteelf and of others to it. Turn to the 
picture and two men are seen each giv- 
ing his attention to the Book. One is 
the Treasurer of Ethiopio, the title but 
not the name of the ruler being given as 
Candace, who has been visiting Jerusa- 
lem, possibly on business for if his title 
is correct he would nut have been ad- 
mitted even as a proselyte of the Jew- 
ish faith. Probably he had heard of 
Jesus as the fultiller of the old Prophets’ 
speech and having plenty of money 
bought a copy of Isaiah to read for him- 
self. Hewasan outsider who wished 
to know the truth and open-mindedly 
read to discover it. The other man is 
Philip, the insider, who reads that he 
may interpret the meaning for the 
other he had read these words carefully 
and thoughtfully before they were 
thrust under his eyes in the chariot. 
Would the claims of the Book be veri- 
fied to these readers. 

THE RESULT. 

The Psalm declares the result shall be 
restoratiun of soul vigor, enlightenment 
for the mind, joy for the heart, vision 
for the eyes (Matt. 5:8) quickening of 
conscience and soul riches. And it 18 
all true. What appears in the picture? 
What had it done for Philip who had 
had long experience in its pages? It 
had made him large in his aympathies 
for he had been preaching to the hated 
Samaritans. It had given him an 
understanding of God's strategy in the 
Kingdom for when he heard of the 
vieit of this prominent foreigner he 
understood God well enough to know 
that he was to waylay him during the 


It made 
bim alert to seize a way of approaching

the man when he had found him so that 
even though a stranger he got an invita- 
tion to ride in the chariot with him. He 
knew his book so that there was no 
rambling speech in response to the 
question which greeted him and even a} 
traveled business man guide of the 
finances of an empire, found in him a 
worthy leader tor his own thinking. 
Most of us are floored by the Mormon 
Elder, the Christian Scientis, the 
Millennial Dawnist or any of a dozen 
others because they have outread us in 
our own Book. And he won his man, a 
thing that would have been impossible 
if he reading had not led him into the 
heert of that old Book where liveth 
Christ. What did the reading do tor 
the Eunuch? It brought him under the 
notice of both God and Philip. He be. 
came a “‘prospect’’ for the Kingdom. 
It enabled him to ask a thoughtful ques- 
tion about the Book which some of us 
teachers frequently fail to do. It 
brought him a friend for I’m sure he 
never forgot Philip. It led him surely 
into the committal of his life to the 
keeping of Jesus and the acceptance of 
baptism as an outer mark of that com- 
mittal. It sent him on his way rejoic- 
ing because of what it bad brought into 
his mind and heart. So much grew out 
of the reading. 


THE PEOPLE’S FORUM. 


Dear young Friends. 

In mv last I told you of the mission- 
ary getting the chief of the tribe to 
give up Bilok, the ten year old child he 
had bought. One morning soon after 
his return to the Compound in West 
Africa, he was walking along the street 
of the village, when something at- 
tracted his attention. In front of a 
low hut made of bark, where lived one 
of Zambe’s men, he saw a stake driven 
in the ground and on it was a bundle of 
fetish medicine to keep thieves away. 
Just beyond this a string is stretched 
across the village street. To this is 
tied a corn stalk, some plantain leaves 
and several articles which flutter in the 
wind, All of these are fetishes to ward 
off evil and bring good luck to the vil- 
lage. Just then he met a young man 
named Ze, who said, ‘‘Good morning 
Minisi, we welcome you back to the 
black man’s town.’’ Thank you, Ze, 
Iam glad to return and tell you the 
good news of Zambe, But, Ze, 
why do you wear that charm on your 
wrist? ‘It is a lovetoken, Minisi. You 
see it is this way, Iam seeking a good 
wife and | hope this charm will give me 
favor in Avoto’s eves, and enable me to 
pay her father a good dowry for her. 
When the moon is full each month I 
pour some chicken blood on ic to make 
it work well. All my friends who have 
not joined the tribe of Zambe, use such 
charms.’’ He meant that all who were 
not Christians used them. Oneof them 
has a charm that makes him invisible, 
so he can listen to conversations with- 
out being se.n and enter places that are 
Do you belieye that? Sure 
| do and Satur has acharm that pre- 
vente evil spirits from jumping down 
your throat. You see it takes some 


time for these poor ignorant Africans 
to get away from all their old eupersti- 
tions, 

So it docs many in this country. 
Don’t you know, that some people here, 
want to see the moon over the right 
shoulder. Or if they drop a knife some 
one is coming to eat with them, or if 
their nose itches that is a sign of a 
visitor coming. Just about as silly as 
the poor Africans belief, that a charm 
will keep evil spirits from slipping down 
his throat. 

As Mini i continued his walk he saw 
atthe end of the town a new made 
grave with a picket fence around it. 
He examined it more closely and tound 
inaide the fence a lot of clothes, fetishes 
and food for the use of the spirit of the 
dead man. Close by there was a log 
stuck upright in the ground. There 
was a hole cut in it, and he found in the 
hole, bits of the skin of a python, that 
is a huge snake, bits of the skin of a 
monkey, of a leopard, with some dried 
herbs, and shelis, and some powdered 
bark. He knew that was a fetish, but 
he did not know what it was for, so he 
asked his friend Ze who told him that 
Biang had put it there to ward off sick- 
ness from the yillage, but he said if 
anybody brought anything into the vil- 
lage tied in a tundle, the charm would 
not work. 

Weil, it evidently did not work for a 
man was dying in his hut. Now Biang 
was the witch doctor, aasida spell was 
upon him. He said also, that some of 
the women of the tribe had caused his 
sickness and he must find out who is 
guilty, and no one could tell what the 
punishment would be, but it would be 
plenty. So all the women of the village 
are called together, and there they are 
huddled ina bunch, while the men look 
on in silence. That is a serious hour tor 
them. Some one of them may lose her 
life. You can see how anxious they 
would be. At the appointed hour 
doctor Biang comes out. He is master 
of the situation and his word must be 
obeyed. He orders a narrow trence 
about a foot wide and a foot deep to be 
dug. Then sticks are laid across it and 
the women muat sit on them as close as 
they can get together. 

Biang then tells them that this man’s 
sickness has been caused by evil spirits 
which are in vou women. Someone of 
you has violated a taboo— that is what is 
forbidden. Now vou must confess open-

Then 
Biang said, much evil has been abroad 
in this village it must be driven out. 
Bring me a goat. Biang then ap- 
proaches the women in the trench, 
deftly cuts the throat of the goat as it 
was held by two men and then they 
passed down the line and sprinkled some 
of the blood on each woman. Then 
Biang sprinkles each woman with liquid 
from a jar that has bits of weed, bark, | 
and leaves covered with water, and as 
he sprinkles them he says ‘‘now may 
this evil spell be removed and all be 
cleansed.’’ He then orders them all to 
go down to the river and bathe. When 
they come back, Biang says the spell | 
is lifted. Minisi, chanced we would say, 
to$pass that way and saw this perform- | 
ance so be summoned both men and 
women and began to speak. He said 
something like this. My mouth is full 
of words to speak to you. I am Zam- 
be’s ambassador. I have never been 
here before, but I find Satan has been’ 
possessing the hearts of your women. 
Biang has done, what Zambe (God) 
long ago said should be done when peo- 
file are unclean. Then he told them 
that the soul that sinneth shall die, but | 
God does not want any to die. He} 
wants to forgive if the sinner will turn 
from his sins, Zambe commanded that 
blood and water should be sprinkled on 
the sinner, It was not the blood of the 
goat that could make the sinner clean. 
The slain goat was in place of and 
pointed forward to Zambe’s own son, | 
Jesus whom He promised to send later | 
for our sins. 

Jesus shed His blood for us, to cleanse | 
us from all our sins. Today confess to) 
God your sins and the evil you have 
done, as He wants you to forsake sin 
and become a member of his tribe. 
Thus the minister preached the gospel 
for the first time in that heathen village. 
That was in 1906. 

To-day there are in that village many 
who have joined the tribe of God, 
there is a chapel and scoool and a na- 
tivegevangelist instructing the people, 
daily in the truth of the gospel.

Perhaps the acme of German prepos- 
terousness was reached in the giving 
out by the German admiralty of a state- 
ment denying that a Hun submarine 
torpedoed and sank the Canadian 
hospital ship Llandoyery Castle. 

“Apparently no one observed a sub- 
marine. The cause mav be attributed 
to a British mine,’’ says Berlin. 

And this despite the fact that several 
survivors of the Llandovery Castle 
were taken aboard the submarine and 
interrogated including among them the 
captain and second officer of the 
hospital ship; despite the tact that the 
submarine cruised amid the wreckage, 
apparently intent on ‘’sinking without 
trace;’’ despite the fact that a conversa 
tion took place between the U-boat 
commander and the captain of the 
hospital ship! 

There can be but one explanation of 
such infernal and prima facie falsifica- 
tion of facts: Germany has been cor- 
vineed that she has gone one step too 
far in brutality and ruthlessness. 

Possibly the Prussian war lords are 
beginning to fear the effect of such 
atrocities on public opinion at home. 
Killing doctors and nurses is a game 
two can play at. 
unlikely that the allies’ reprisals will 
take this inhuman form, the German 
mind can conceiye of no reason why the 
allies shouldn’t commit the same crimes 
their own people do. 

There is no weak defense of the sink- 
ing of the Llandovery Castle such as 
Germany offered for the Lusitania 
crime. There is only blind, obstinate 
denial in the fact of facts. 

The Huns can make their own people 
believe in their denials—they will be 
lieve anything the kaiser tells them. 

That’s why the Germans call them- 
selves ‘‘Michels’’—in plain English, 
BOOBs. 

These ‘*Michels’’ will pat themselves 
on the back and say: 

“There! We Germans aren’t so atro- 
cious after all!"' 

But German opinion and world opin- 
jon are as separate as the two poles.

A reduction of 40,000,000 bushele in 
the Department of Agriculture’s esti- 
mate of the wheat crop as of July 1, 
due to less favorable weather in June, 
is disappointing but not surprising.

FOUR MINUTE MESSAGE 


The President’s Fourth of July 
Address to America. 


The Republican has been furnished 
for publication by Mr. Gilmor S. Hamill, 
chairman of the County Council of De- 
fense, the four minute message of 
President Wilson which was delivered 
to thousands of Americans on July 4th 
by thirty-five thousand ‘'Four Minute 
Men.'’ The message follows: 

FOUR MINUTE MESSAGE FROM PRESIDENT 
WILSON. 


You are met, my fellow citizens, to 
commemorate the signing of that De- 
claration of Independence which mark- 
ed the awakening ot a new spirit in the 
lives of nations. Since the birth of our 
republic, we have seen this spirit grow. 
We have heard the demand and watch- 
ed the struggle for selt government 
spread and triumph among manv peo- 
ples. We have come to regard the 
right to political liberty as the common 
right of humankind. Year after year, 
within the security of our borders, we 
have continued to rejoice in the peace- 
ful increase of freedom and democracy 
throughout the world. And yet, now, 
suddenly, we are confronted with a 
menace which endangers everything 
that we have won and eyerything that 
the world has won. 

In all its old insolence, with all its an- 
cient cruelty and injustice, military 
autocracy has again armed itself against 
the pacihc hopes of men. Haying sup 
pressed self-government among its 
own poople by an organization main- 
tained in part by falsehood and treach- 
ery, it has set out to impose its will up- 
on its neighbors and upon us, QOne by 
one, it has compelled every civilized nc- 
tion in the world either to forego its as 
pirations or to declare warin their de- 
fense. We find ourselves fighting 
again for our national existence. We 
are face to face with the necessity of 
asserting anew the fundamental right 
of free men to make their own laws and 
; choose their own allegiance, or else 
permit humanity to become the yictim 
of a ruthless ambition that is deter- 
mined to destroy what it cannot master. 

Againet its threat the liberty -loving 
people of the world have risen and al- 
lied themselves. No fear has deterred 

them, and no bribe of material well-be- 
ing has held them back. They have 
made sacrifices such as the world has 
never known before, and their resist- 
ance in the face of death and auffering 
bas proved that the aim which animates 
the German effort can never hope to 
rule the spirit of mankind. Against the 
horror of military conquest, against 
the emptiness of living in mere bodily 
contentment, against the desolation of 
becoming part of a State that knows 
neither truth nof honor, the world has 
so reyolted that even people long domi- 
nated and suppressed by force have 
now begun to stir and arm themselves. 

Centuries of subjugation have not de- 

stroyed the racial aspirations of the 
many distinct peoples of Eastern 
Europe, nor have they accepted the 
sordid ideals of their political and mili- 
tary masters. They have survived the 
slow persecutions of peace as well as 
the agonies of war, and now demand 
recognition for their just claims to av- 
tonomy and self-government. Repre- 
sentatives of these races are with you 
today yoicing their loyalty to our ideals 
and offering their services in the com- 
mon cause. I ask you, fellow citizena, 
to unite with them in making this our 
Independence Day the first that shall 
be consecrated to a declaration of inde- 
pendence for all the peoples of the 
world.

WHAT KANSAS DID. 


Athletic Club Made Muscles Hard 
for Farm Labor. 


One of the war necessities this year 
has been for able-bodied town men to 
volunteer for farm work in their coun- 
ties or communities during the harvest 
or other periods when emergency sup- 
plies of farm help are needed. For 
months the United States Department 
of Agriculture has been urging this) 
program in every part of the United 
States. 

This plan was put into effect in every 
town and city in Kansas, in order that 
sufficient harvest hands might be se- 
cured for the war-winning wheat crop. 
It was suggestedthat the town men, be- 
ing unaccustomed to bard physical work, 
would not be of real assistarce in the 
harvest until they had been on the 
farm long enough to ‘‘get the kinks out 
of their muscles.’’ 

‘That’s a good point,’’ somebody at 
the Kansas City Athletic Club said, 
‘*Let’s start a training-class movement, 
and get the kinks out of every town 
volunteer’s muscles before he gets to 
the tarm. Then he can go right to 
work—bing!—as soon as he lands in the 
field.’’ 

So the Kansas City Athletic Club or- 
ganized a ‘‘Loyal Physical Fitness 
Class,’’ for the purpose of hardening 
city men for work in the harvest fields. 
Under the direction of professional in- 
structors this early morning outdoor 
class was attended regularly by many 


business and professional men of the) since 


city for some weeks prior to wheat har- 
vest. 
Fat was sweated away. Office men got 
themselves fit. This physical-training 
plan was taken up by many towns and 
cities of Kansas. Not only were town 
men asked to volunteer for work in the 
harvest ficlds, they were expected af- 
tea volunteering, to fit themselves for 
effective work by faithfully training in 
one of the physical classes. 

Various organizations of business and 
professional men in Kansas entered 
whol-heartedly into the spirit of the 
farm-volunteer movement and conduct- 
ed, among their memberships, vigorous 
and successful campaigns for farm 
workers. For instance, the Kansas 
City Bar Association sent to each mem- 
ber a folder urging him to ‘'Join the 
Loyal Physical Fitness Class at the 
Kansas Cty Athletic Club from now to 


harvest time so you will become physi-| 


cally fit. No initiation fees. No dues. 
Just to win the war.’”’ 

Submitting an estimate of the crop 
to be harvested the folder asked: 

“If this were in Germany woulda 
bushel be lost? Men can save this 
wheat hers. Are you a man <“! 
loyal city people are asked to help in 
the fields. It iz time for you to get in 
condition. Remove that bustle from 
your front, so you can harvest wheat.”’ 

And they did yet into condition and 
harvest the wneat! The business ard 
professional men, town residents gen- 
erally, did it all over Kursas. 

By the way! Other crops are t. be 
harvested. This Kan3zas City ‘Loyal 
Physical Fitnes3 Club gets results. Why 
not start one in every town? Why not 
start one in your town? In fact why 
don't you start it? All you need is a 
lot of *‘pep’’ and a big back yard or 
vacant lot and a leader who knows the 
“setting up’’ or other physical ex- 
ercises.

To find workers with farm experi- 
ence to help farmers hurvest the 
Wheat crop town frrginizations, in- 
cluding In many cases those which so 
suecessfully conducted the third Lib- 
erty Loan and the second Red Cross 
eampalgns. are pow uniting their ef- 
forts, 

if the wheat is to be saved, and oth- 
er needed farm work done, there must 
be closer co-operation between the 
town and country. Nonessentlal indns- 
tries must permit their employees, who 
have had farm experlence, to go to 
the country and help during the har- 
vest senson. 


| 


Spend Vacation on Farm. 

Commercial organizations should se- 
cure pledges from men who are willing 
to devote a few davs or weeks of their | 
vacation In the hurvest flelds, and 
should see that these men are placed 
when and where they are most needed. 
City Y. M. C. A’s, athletic clubs and 
country clubs should open their doors 
to these men and give them an oppor- 
tunity to tuke physical exercise that 
will prepare them for labor In the 
fields. And women’s organizations 
should volunteer to go to the country 
ind help prepare meats for the army 
of harvest laborers, and in other ways 
lighten the tasks of their rural cous- 
ins. 

The plan which is to be followed Is 
to bring xnbout co-ordination of effort 
on the part of every agency engaged 
in securing farm labor, At a meeting 
held in Kansas City recently, which 
was the first of a series: planned by 
the department of agriculture, m com- 
mittee was appointed to formulate 


pluns and policies for the organization 
of the various forces In the state so 
that the needs of the farmers may be 
Inet In an adequate way, 

It Is recognized that many men how 
in offiees, stores and banks and en- 
gaged in other city work would In 
thelr present condition be unable to 
go into the fields and withstand se- 
vere Inbor. It was therefore proposed 
and arrangements were made at the 
Kansas City conference for all such 
men who register fer farm work to 
take a special course In training under 
the direction of the Kanens City Ath- 
letic club. Here is an opportunity for 
shinilar clubs, Y. M. CC. A. and coun- 
try cluhs of other cities to render detl- 
nite service in connection with the 
farm-labor problem. 

Prepare Meals for Workers. 

When this army of harvest lnborers 
Is tuken from the cities to the harvest 
flelds a large ndditional force will be 
needed In the farm homes te prepare 
meals for them. It Is estimated that 
in Kansas alone 80,000 men will be 
taken to the harvest fields, With this 
In mind it was recommended at the 
Kansas City conference that a cain- 
paign be waged to enlist women of the 
villages, towns and cities to go to the 
country and assist the farm women in 
thelr work as men are assisting the 
farmers. It was felt by all that It 
would be possible to secure the se rv- 
Iees of many thousands of women to 
assist in this big work. In many tn- 
stances there are school boys uncble 
to pitch wheat, who could be used to 
peel potatoes, carry water, wash 
dishes and help In other ways, and [ft 
was planned to enlist n large nunder 
of such beys to assist In this worl.

Men of America to the People 
of France. 


Liberty has two birthdays, one in the 

New World, and one in the Old. One 
is marked by the anniversary ot our 
Declaration of Independence on July 4th 
1776. Itis the birthday of a nation in 
the New Western World dedicated to 
the proposition that all men are created 
tree and equal. Its cradle was Inde- 
pendence Hal! in Philadelphia. 
+ That nation has become a great 
people which has gathered to its ideals 
the seif-governing nations of the two 
Americas, and now fights for the pre- 
servation of its life, that governments 
of the people, for the people, and by 
the people ehall not perish from the 
face of the earth.

MAIL FOR SOLDIERS 


If you really want to help the soldier 
from home write him letters —not 
grumpy, sob letters about your trials 
with the latest cook, or the unpleasant 
neighbors who moved in next door; but 
funny, interesting letters with the 
latest news from home that will keep 
him from worrying and cheer him up 
for days. This, in effect, is the advice 
of the War Department. : 

A glance at the mail of any one of 
our large cantonments would indicate 
that this advice 1s scarcely needed, for 
approximately 150,000 letters are sent 
and received a day at each of the divi- 
sion camp post offices. Besides this 
heavy correspondence, from ten to fif- 
teen tons ot packages are handled in a 
day in one of these camps. The total 
for a camp of about forty thousand men 
is equal to the business of the post of 
fice in Pittsburgh or Baltimore, cities 
of nearly six hundred thousand popula- 

on.

One of our generals at the front says, 
“Nothing keeps the boys in good spirits 
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makes writing home as easy as possible 
for the man in service. Paper, pen, 
ink—everything except ideas are fur- 
nished in the ‘‘Y’’ huts which follow 
the soldier to the firing line. 

The most important factor about a 
letter or package toa soldier is the ad- 
dress. The full name, company, and 
regiment of the man addressed should 
always be given, followed by the name 
and location of hiscamp or the words 
‘American Expeditionary Forces,’’ as 
the case may demand. American Ex- 
peditionary Forces should always be 
spelled in full as A. E. E. may be tak- 
en to mean Australian Expeditionary 
Forces. The soldier is also advised to 
avoid other abbreviations and initials in 
the addresses, to write clearly and in 
ink, and to place his own full name and 
address in the upper left hand corner 
of the envelope. Envelopes and wrap- 
ping paper of good quality should be 
used, especially if the mail is going 
overseas, as cheap paper tears easily! 
and does not retain the address so clear- 
ly. 

All these instructions have been print- 
ed many times and posted in conspi- 
caous places. Yet thousands of let- 
ters incompletely addressed are sent out 
trustfully to the soldiers every dav. 
Some of these finally reach the ad- 
dressee after much trouble and delay to 
the government. Those not deliverable 
which bear the sender’s address are re- 
turned. But many unfortunate epistles 
and gifts can neither be sent on nor re- 
turned, and these find lodging in the 
dead letter office. Some of the lost 
packages have been turned over to the 
Red Cross or military hospitals for use 
by 11l and wounded soldiers and sailors. 

The bulk of mail properly addressed 
reaches the soldier in this counrry with. 
out delay and an immense part of over- 
seas mail gets to France for delivery in 
seventeen days after leaving Chicago 
or New York. Thirty days should, how- 
ever, be allowed as the approximate 
time needed to send a letter to a soldier 
abroad. Delays in delivery abroad may 
be due to any of a number of possible 
causes. Mail is dispatched once or 

|twice a week according to sailings. 
| Thus a letter may be heldupfrom three 
to seven days in waiting for a steamer 
‘or transport. Then it may be sent ona 
steamer taking twenty-one days to 
‘cross, instead of one taking twelve 
! days, or a French liner taking only ten 
idays. Whenit reaches port it may be 
carried immediately or it may be held 
some days before cars can be released 
to handle mail. 

When we opened the postal service in 
France, any part of the American lines 
could be reached in two days; now it 
takes three, and will probably take six 
to distribute mail to the farthest Ameri- 
can lines. If the soldier 1s away from 
his company on detach duty or has been 
transferred to another organization, his 
mail must go to General Pershing’s 
headquarters to be readdressed. In 
these and other ways letters may be 
delayed in reaching their destination 
even if addressed fully. This should be 
kept in mind by the sender who expects 
an answer in two weeks and is anxious 
because John writes that he -does not 
hear from home often enough. A dozen 
of John’s letters may reach him all at 
once. 

It costs the government $100,000 a 
month to maintain the postal service 
for soldiers in France alone. It is ex- 
pected and desired that friends and 
relatives write to the men abroad, but 
the generosity and lavishness of Amer- 
ica made the problem of gifts for sol- 
diers overseas a desperate one. Thou- 
sands of tons of packages loaded down 
the transports and crowded out guna, 
soldiers and rations. At Christmas 
time no limitations were attempted 
The Post Office Department accepted 
cheerfully the responsibility of ninety- 
| four cargocs of presents and delivered 
‘ninety of the ninety-four on Christmas 
| morning. Rut after the Christmas 
‘rush, when sympathetic friends insisted 
fon sending chewing gum and candy 
across in the delusion that France did 
not produce such articles, the War 
Department requested the Post Office 
Department to ask the public to re- 
trench. 

The result was the order issued this 
spring to the effect that no packages 
can be mailed to forces overseas ex- 
cept those accompanied by a aspecitic 
request for the article enclosed, writ- 
ten by the man to whom the package 
is addressed, and approved by an officer 
of rank not lower than that of major. 
This ruling, designed to cut down the 
sending of unnecessary gifta, has re- 
duced parcel post shipments to almost 
nothing. The ruler does not discrimi- 
nate against the enlisted man in favor 
‘of the officer. A major wishing an

Carolina the ast of a Quartet of Ships 
That Seemed to Be Doomed 

to Misfortune. 


“The sinking of the Carolina by s 


| German U-boat removed the last of 8 


quartet of ships that have had a tragic 
history,” remarked Brooks Amlss of 
Baltimore, a former resident of Wash 
Ington, at the Willard, according to the 
Washington Post. “The Cnrotina was 
formerly the Grand Duchess, bullt for 
the Plant line in 1896. She made het 
first trip from Boston to Halifax and 
two years later she was taken over by 
the government to be used as trans 
port In the Spanish-American war 
Her malden veynge In the transport 
service was from Charleston, S. ¢, 
carrying a regiment of Wisconsic 
troops and high army officers to Porte 
Rico. 

“General Miles a short time before 
had been placed In command of the 
American army and he left Washing 
ton with members of his staff early Ir 
July. At harleston General Miles 
went on board the Yale, which had 
been the City of Paris of the Amerl 
can line. He left Gen. Roy Stone of 
his staff at Charleston to recruit 9 
gang of Inborers for the army In Porte 
Rico, General Miles proceeded te 
Cuba on the Yale and ofter staying 
there a few days went to Guanica on 
the southern coast of Porto Rico. It) 
was while he was lying In the wonder- | 
ful little harbor of Guanica on bonrd | 
the Cherokee, the Yale being too large 
to enter the harbor, that he was Joined | 
by members of his staff who had sailed 
on the Grand Duchess. The Cherokee, | 
another Plant liner, took the staff to 
Ponce, and among others on that ves- 
sel was the late Richard Harding Da- 
vis, who had salled from Cuba on a 
dispatch boat. The Cherokee arrived 
off Ponce the next morning to find that 
the city had been taken the previous 
day by an easlgn of the navy In a dis 
patch yacht. 

“A few days later the protocol end- 
Ing the war was declared and most of 


| the members of the Miles purty sailed 


back for the States on the Obdam, a 
transport that had been purchased 
from the Holland-American line. 

“The curlous part of the thing Is 
that the Yate was sunk In some man- 
ner; the Obdam run ashore off the 
const of Cuba while in the transport 
service; the Cherokee foundered some- 
where In the Atlantic and now the 
Grand Duchess, rechristened the Caro- 
lina, has been sent to the bottom by 
a German U-boat.”

Interest haus been aroused by an ap- 

Paratus that has lately been develop -d 
ty save ocean vessels from. sinking 
after being torpedoed or damaged by , 
collision. The contrivance, which Is 
ehown In) Popular Mechanles Maga- 
rine, comprises a laminated steel disk, 
to the center of which is attached n 
series oof rubberized canvas cone 
shaped buckets, In use, the end cone 
on the chain would be lowered Into 
the water in the vicinity of the hole 
ina ship's hull. Upon belng enught by 
the Inrnshing water, It would be pulied 
through the opening. The whole string 
of buckets would then be lowered along 
with the disk so that the latter 
would be pulled In place over the 
break, The cones, being of flexible ma- 
terial, would be able to pass through . 
an aperture, regardless of Its shnpe. 
The disk, once ta place, would be held 
by the pressure of the water against 
the hull, 


Improved Soldering Process.

The soldering pistol does 
not require the compressed alr jet, a 
the fuel-gas used Is under pressure 
and gives the flame sufilclent driving 
force to spread the solder over the 
strfaces to be soldered.

age diseases. For gost of the Insects 
and for the diseases spraying with 
bordenux mixture and arsenate of lead 
Is recommended, but for leafhoppers

We just got back here Friday from 
maxing a delivery of trucks to ore of 
the U. S. Bascs. Part of our company 
went to a seaport and drove forty- 
three Ford end seventeen G. M. C’ 
through.

Had geod roads all the way, but picked 
up los of hob nails ard had plency of 
punciures. I used seven different in- 
nertubes and 1 don’t know how many 
patched on my Ford in one day. At 
night we had hay to sleep on in the 
back of our cars. We drove over Mt. 
Blanc on our way. Were within about 
sixty miles of the front and could hear 
the guns on quiet mornings. Stayed in 
acamp there after our trip and got 
some of the finest, big, black, sweet 
cherries there, ate so many I was al- 
most sick. It was the first fruit we 
had geen for some time, except out of 
csns, and it was hard to quit eating. 
We are all leaining a little French as 
we go along and have a chance 9 study 
it here at this place. 

Saw a hotel on our tnpiun by some 
Monsieur DuBarry, don’t know whether 
he is any relation or not, 

The French women seem to be doing 
most of the farm work. They are 
making hay and cultivating crops all 
along the country we came through. 
Sometimes a few German prisoners 
would be working too, withcut any 
guards, but whenever they were in num- 
bers there were several guards. We 
als» hal the honor to get to sleep in one 
of Nupvokon’s horse stables while 
trayeling.

THE FacT OF GROWTH. 

We never grow out of anything we 
are nor into anything we are not. Birds 
may cover every branch of a tree but 
no branch ever grows into a bird nora 
bird into the squirrel which chatters 
from another limb. Ifthe child grows 
into manimess it is because it was 
germinant in the child and Godliness 
carries the same fact with it. This fills 
eyery life with radiance and crowns it 
with glorv for there is no limit to its 
development except that imposed by 
ita nature. The history of human pro- 
gress pictures what goes on in a per- 
son’s soul. God gave man his hand but 
he soon grew dissatisfied with it and 
began to add to its reach and the force 
of its blow in sword and sling until the 
Kaiser’s stretches its forceful fingers 
75 miles into Paris. As his muscles 
were weaker than his will he grew 
engines in addition. As his feet were 
not swift enough he added locomotives 
and Liberty moters. The telescope is 
only an extended eye, the wireless an 
ear and the telephone a tongue. He has 
enlarged his personal contacts with na- 
ture and the world. And there is limit- 
less growth for the soul until we reach 
the fullness of the stature of Christ. It 
will be an eternal thing so that growth 
will never be a thing of the past and 
thru all eternity progress will be the 
accompaniment of life. Love and faith 
bloom richest when the soul’s house has 
grown rickety with years; thru the

If 
there is no attractiveness for the boy 
inthe church then either he or the 
church is sick and it’s more likely that 
the boy is normal. If the Christian 
does not delight in worship there is 
peril in the condition that should arrest 
both the church and the individual lhke 
analarm bell. Worship is as natural 
as hunger but if we can kill one with 
candy it’s likely that the other may be 
dwarfed also. The home was the oth- 
er institution that Jesus used. The 
fact that the only name He could find 
for Heaven was ‘‘My Father's House’’ 
shows what sort that Nuzareth hume 
wasandthe attitude of the Boy to- 
ward it. And any failure in atmosphere 
registers itself in the character of the 
occupants and if these are not what is 
desired than another clamant wataing 
sounds In our ears.

who puts his energies freely into his 
games finds his muscles harden under 


his enthusiam. The same eager atten- 
tion to study carries with it menta) 
power and equally so does one find soul 
growth in proportion to the intentness, 


the diligence, with which justice, fair- 
ness, honesty, reverence, generally and 
other attitudes are put into the institu- 


tions in which he tinds himself. It is 


not that one deliberately sets out to 


make additions to his store saying, 
“Well, I’ve some faith so I am going 
in for virtue now and after that I'll try 
a little knowledge."’

SUGAR CONSERVATION 


Why It Is Necessary To Save All 
That Is Possible. 


Mrs. J. L. Pollock, Chairman Council of 
Defence Division of Home Cons2r- 
vation and Home Economics. 

It is necessary to conserve sugar 
during these conning months because: 

(a) We need the ships which bring 
| sugar from a distance into this country 
for other purposes. 


(b) Some of the countries closest to 
us from whom we might import have a 
small sugar yield this year. 

(c) Our own domestic sugar crop is 
smaijler than we expected. 

(d) The submarine has sunk ships 
containing sugar. 

In order to take care of the needs of 
our Army and Navy and to give to our 
Allies the amount they must have, which 
is leas than we keep for ourselves, these 
things are necessary: 

(a) No person should use more than 
3 of a pound of sugar a week. This in- 
cludes sugar used in all forms of food. 

(b) The canning and preserving in 
the household should be done in such 
a way as to use the least possible 
|amount of sugar. 

Unless we are careful we may have 
a sugar shortage. This csn be pre- 
vented only if each individual uses no 
more than his share of sugar. Some 
must use even loss than a full share. 

If we think our allotment of sugar 
small, let us compare it with the allot- 
ment of other countries. 

We may have 3 pounds of sugar 
apiece each month. 

The English may have 2 pounds of 
sugar apiece each month. 

The French may have 1 pound of 
sugar apiece each month, (when they 
can get it.) 

The Italians may haye 1 pound of 
suger apiece each month.

The following rules have been made 
to help in a fair distribution of suvar. 
Will you give your aid to make them 
effective. 

(a) Retailers may not sell at any one 
time more than two pounds of sugar to 


any town customer nor more than five; 


pounds of sugar to any country custo- 
mer. The latter may be varied by the 
locul Administratur to petsons remote 
from town.

(b) Retailers may not sell at present 
mure than 25 pounds of sugar to any 
household forhome canning upon the 
householder’s certifying that he has 
not bought elsewhere and agreeing to 
return any balance unused for this pur- 
pose. The householder 
more than 25 pounds upon approval of 
local Administrator, if supplies are 
available. 


It will be seen by this plan that there | 
is no direct rationing of the householder. | 


It would cost the Government $5,(HN),- 


(HH) to put the householder on a ration | 


card and would take the services of 1(X),- 
(4) people to carry it out. We cannot 
afford the labor or money and if house- 


holders will cooperate it can he avoided. | 


We need only enough sugar to make 
our meals palateable. One and one 
half ounces or about three level table- 
spoons of sugar or its equivalent in 
honey, molasses or syrup a day for each 
person will do this. This includes the 
sugar or sugar substitutes used in cook- 
ing. 

How sugar may be sayed:— 

By using sweet dried fruits as dates, 
raisins and figs to sweeten desserts and 
cereals and in place of candy. 

By using honey, syrups, maple sugar 
and molasses to sweeten deserts and 
beverage, in making cakes, cookies 
frosting and as fat as possible in can- 
ning and preserving. 

By canning fruits without sugar and 
by making fruit pastes where the 
natural sugar will give most ot the 
sweetness. 


Kv omitting sugar from tea, coffce 
and cereals or if it is used by mixing it 
72s al with the food and eating all 
of it. 

If a recipe calls for 1 cup of sugar use 
in its place any one of the following: 

1 cup of honey or 
14 cups of corn syrup 

If honey or syrupare used the amount 
of liquid called for in the recipe must be 
reduced 3 cup for every cup of honey 
or syrup used.

“THE FRENCH VILLAGE OF THE FRONT.”’ 

“What a marked change has come 
A long 
winding street was about all the bust, 
ness thoroughfare the village could 
boast of in peaceful days. From all 
outward appearances the dressing of 
lumber was the chief industry, along 
with agriculture. These people are by 
nature and choice an agricultural one. 
Great farms stretch out on al) sides as 
far as the eye can reach until they final- 
ly lose themselves mid the great, ghost- 
ly mountains on the easteia horizon. 
And egain you are struck speechless by 
the charge in the general order of 
things. Gray concret2 homes with iron 
fences and court speak of respectability. 
Off on the brow o1 a hi!! lict what re- 
mains of the home of a peace loving 
faimer. War carght hitn unawares. 
His household effects ere a wreckage 
now from fire and German shells. Tne 
apple orchard still remains, the trees in 
full bloom, end vou notice a swallow’s 
nest in a crack in the masonry just 
above the top or one of these trees, 
and here is tne little schcol where rosy 
echeekrd children receiy-d the rudiments 
of education from a pretty little school 
‘“‘marm.’’ TI.> achool house is a kitchen 
now where ‘‘chow”’ is cookcd tor the 
American colcier. Nothing is left of 
the church but four shell-beaten walls, 
walls that once echoed t» the prayers of 
some kind old priest who received 
flowers from there same red cheeked 
children on Sunday morning. 

‘Ine ‘‘Muire’s’’, office where all legal 
questions were setticd is now the post 
of cormand fora high officer of ‘‘les 
atnies Ameuicaine.’’ Upon the rise of 
a small hill back of the village lies a 
gr. »p of willows that was once a meet- 
ing place for a pu r of lovers on a warm 
Sunday afternoon. Here the two plan- 
n-d and dreamed of the future. What? 
The boy went to the war and that is all 
that | know. The grove now conceals 
a battery of 75 men guns, manned by 
Yarkeea, stripped to the belt, sending 
death pills to tne Hun. Fine old homes 
are billets for the soldiers of the in- 
fantrv working in perfect harmony 
with the artillery. It is night now and 
the distant hoot of an owl adds to the 
loneliness of the place. The dull walls 
resound with the hollow foot-beats of 
the reli¢f on its way to “stand to’’ in 
the ditches for the night. You drop be- 
hind them as you have important work 
for yourself that night, and you wish to 
conter with their commander. On the 
way out you pass what remains of a 
cemetery. It was so cared for in other 
days but now a mass of wreckage as a 
result of Hun shelling. You grow sick 
at the sight. “War,’’ it is said goes, 
‘thand in hand with civilization.’” You 
shudder. War does not even respect 
the sacred dead does civilizatien? And, 
you pass on to report to your command- 
er who has important things tor you tu 
do during the night. This is a typical 
picture for the environment of a war- 
ridden Frenen village. It has its pur- 
pose though; it brings to the American 
soldier the firm determination to stop 
the spread of the tires of Prussianism 
before they reuch oyer the Atlantic. 
Heconsecrates his fe that America 
and its peovle shall not suffer as her 
sister republic has. He grips the butt 
f tas gists! at the thought of it all, and 
wetand«od. but keen for the possi- 
bilities of the nizht, he falls in line un- 
lil he sees the dawn of a new day 
brightening the rky in the east. His 
wll myht vigil is at an end and he turns 
his tace toward his billet, where he will 
have his bacon, bread and cotfee, and a 
sleep that knows nothing of the pity of 
war. 

I am now a sergeant, second in com- 
mand of what is known as the Battalion 
Intelligence Detachment of some thirty 
men. Our work consists in sniping and 
other individual means of harassing the 
enemy, and to keep the commander in- 
formed as to all things necessary to a 
co-operative fighting. It is a great 
work, highly interesting t». say nothing 
of exciting. Iam very much pleased 
with the men I have and they back me 
to the end. 

My last trin to the front added a page 
to my life’s history in large type. In 
quest of a German sniper, | led a patrol 
into ‘‘No Man’s |.and’’ near the enemys 
lines. He Jired at me three times, each 
shot nearly reaching its mark. My 
blood boiled and 1 was determined to 
get him for his discourtesy. On the 
way to him 1 was caught in a double 
shelling of artillery and machine gun 
fire with no protection, a blinding rain 
anda pitch black night. And through 
it I led or better crawled my patrol 
through mud, water and wires without 
@ man receiving so much as a scratch, 
after having ducked shell and lead for 
seven hours. It was some experience, 
but will go through it again to get that 
German aniper and put him away for 
once and for all. 

Bully for the Third Liberty Loan— 
knew you good folks back home would 
do that little thing in grand style. It 
is in things like that which make your 
boys appreciate just how serious Ameri- 
ca has become in a successful fighting. 
It stimulate the morale of the men, puts 
food in our ever craving stomachs and 
pice up missives of steel for us to de- 

iver with Uncle Sam’s_ compliments to 
old boy Fritz Kaiser. Weare, m turn, 
endeavoiing to -how you how effective- 
e we can bear up our end of the bur- 

len. 

I feel all confidence in America and 
as sure as the sun rises in the Eastern 
sky, we shall bring Germany to her 
knees willing to make all concessions to 
insure a permanent peace and a return 
of happiness to these saddened people. 
Good is mv health and enormous my ap- 
petite and, with the exception of long- 
ing for a big, healthy meal, I have no 
wants.

HASKIN’S LETTER 


Government Establishes Bureau 
For Women Engaged in 
War Work. 


Washington, July 29—A new branch 
of goveinment machinery has been 
created for the benefit of the American 
working woman. It is known as the 
Woman's Division of the Department 
of Labor, and it came into being last 
week when Miss Mary Van Kleeck and 
Miss Mary Anderson moved from the 
large wooden shack that houses the 
Ordnance Division to the Labor De- 
partment Building. 

Thege two women have been running 
the woman's branch of the industrial 
division of the Ordnance Department 
for the past year, and they were suc- 
cessful in settling many difficult prob- 
lems arising from the employment of 
women in the governmental arsenals. 
Now under the new woman's division 
they will have a sort of supervisory in- 
terest in every woman worker on a war 
contract. They will investigate and 
study her industrial life, her health, her 
eocial diversions and her future, not 
from any sentimenta) desire to help the 
working woman herself, but from a 
practical desire to help win the war. 

Both Miss VanKleeck and Miss An- 
derson are particularly well fitted for 
thig work. Before her appointment to 
tie Ordnance Department Miss Van- 
K'cock was with the Russell Sage Foun- 
dat.on. She is inclined to view the 
whole labor situation with an unpre- 
She says, for example, 
that labor is never so blind as when it 
Opposes the introduction of labor-sav- 
ing machinery has never failed to mean 
an increase in jobs,’’ she declares. 
“‘Machinery means the expansion of an 
industry, and the expansion of an in- 
dustry means the employment of more 
workers.’’ 

Capital she regards as blind to its 
ow.) interests when it opposes the pay- 
ment of a wage that will insure healthy 
living conditions for workers. For the 
production of a factory depends upon 
the efficiency of its employes, and the 
efficiency of its employes depends upon 
the state of their health, as Miss Van- 
Kleeck is ready to pruve by an over- 
whelming amount of evidence. 

Miss Anderson has gained her ex- 
tensive knowledge of labor conditions 
through first-hand experience. Of 
Sw dish birth, she came to this country 
at an early age and entered a Chicago 
shoe factory, where she stitched shoes 
for 18 years. The greatest part of this 


| time she was president ot the local boot 


and shoe worker's union, in which ca- 
pacity she dmft-d into farger labor 
circles and became familiar with in- 
dustrial conditions in all parts of the 
country. Miss Anderson declares that 
conditions in shoe factories are especial- 
ly good - that wages are high end the 
workrooms pleasant but she has not 
the same to say for other industries. 

“The greatest problem the new wo- 
man’s division will have to deal with 1s 
that of securing equal pay for equal 
work by men and women,”’ she says. 
“In scores of factories women are now 
doing men's work for less than men are 
paid. We must focus attention on auch 
things as this, and on the 10-hour shift 
that prevails in some factories, both day 
and night."’ For this reason Miss An- 
derson believes that the government's 
labor standards should be written into 
all gevernment contracts. 

As the war progresses an amazing 
number of women are being absorbed 
into industries which formerly employ- 
ed only men. ‘Thousands of women em- 
ploved on war contracts, for manv con- 
cerns filling government orders have 
made it a apecial practice to advertise 
for women workers, preferably women 
with relatives at the front. This is 
where the government's interest begins. 
It has been found that the employes in 
certain factories are much more etti- 
cient, producing a much greater quan- 
tity and a higher quality of work than 
those in other jfactories. A superticial 
investigation indicates that factory con- 
ditions, which vary greatly, are re- 
sponsible for the difference in output. 
For example, 4 factory in Cleveland, 
which works its emploves eight hours a 
day for only tive days a week, is filling 
its war orders with much greater ra- 
pidity than other factories having much 
lorger hours of work. The excellent 
cafateria maintained in connection with 
its workrooms and a recreation park 
established for use during the noon 
hour are also believed by experts to 
have something todo withthis factory's 
tremendous efficiency, 

Now if the conditions existing at this 
Cleveland factory are those which bring 
the greatest production, then the 
government is interested in seeing those 
conditions established in every factory 
filling war orders. The government 
cannot enforce such conditions. It can 
only advocate them by presistent propa- 
ganda and through the co-operation of 
state labor departments. This is how 
the new woman’s division hopes to im- 
prove labor conditions for women. 

But, fortunately for the rapid ter- 
mination of the war, manufacturers are 
themselves awakening tocertain mis- 
takes that have been made in employ- 
ing women, At the beginning, for ex- 
ample, a manufacturer was apt to ex- 
claim: ‘We can’t get the men, 80 we'll 
just employ 300 women for this job.’’ 
And thereupon 300 women, of ages, 


nationalities and varying workirg 
capacity, would be brought in and put 
to work inthe sanguine belief that by 
some marvelous faculty they could per- 
form jobs that men, of much greater 
strength and years of experience, had 
done. Foreman spent whole weeks in 
training female recruits for work to 
which they were obviously unsuited. 
Large quantities of valuable material 
were wasted. Then and only then did 
the manufacturers come to see the er- 
or of their ways. 

Now, in most factories, women are 
employed only after careful examina- 
tion. An employment manager ex- 
amines them as to their mental qual- 
fications, and they are given a physical 
examination by the factory medical in- 
spector. After which they are not 
escorted up to a machine and told to go 
to work, but they are sent to echool. 

The factory training school is prac- 
tically a product of this war. Great 
Britain is supposed to have discovered 
it after trying various other methods of 
training prospective workers, At any 
rate, the so-called ‘‘vestibule’’ school is 
now in vogue in every British munition 
factory, andit is gradually being in- 
stalled by American concerns. It is 
merely a room set aside in one part of 
the factory where the beginner may 
practice her job, under ‘the supervision 
of a trained foreman until she becomes 
perfect. This takes, as a rule, any- 
where from three to ten days, during 
which time she works ‘on old material 
of little value. A Buffalo factory is 
now training about 30 men and women 
a day in its ‘‘vestibule’’ school. 

Every manufacturer you meet these 
days has his own ideas about the em- 
ployment of women. Some assert that 
there is very little difference between 
the sexes, while others are apt to ex- 
aggerate their contrasting character- 
istics. One emyloyer recently declar- 
ed that the contentment of a woman 
employe depended one-third on the 
amount of her wage, one-third on her 
living conditions and one-third on her 
opportunities for amusement. 
ments facilities, he believes, ure one 
of the chief tactors in solving the prob- 
lem ot a labor turnover. Women will 
stay where thev can havea good time 
outside their hours of work and you 
can’t make them leave, even for high- 
er wages. 

Thus, such amusements as bowling, 
tennis and dancing should be stimulated 
in factory towns, this manufacturer be- 
lieves; card clubs should be encouraged 
among the women and moving pictures 
provided. Care must be taken not to 
meddle with the class distinctions 
raised by the women or to supervise 
their amusements inany way. Neither 
must they be offered as a charity. Wo- 
men like to pay for what they get, like 
to be independent and hate to be dis- 
turbed inthe formation of their own 
cliques or social sets 

Another manufacturer believes that 
attractive living accommodations will 
hold women witha greater surety than 
anything else. Give women comfort- 
able clean humes, with day nurseries in 
the case of married women with child- 
ren and opportunities for securing good 
food and you need not worry about them 
developing the wanderlust. 

One other problem that still remains 
to be settled in employing women in the 
places of menis that of her suitability 
to the task. Are women suited to ran 
street cars, to work in railroad yards, 
to lift heavy pieces of machinery and 
to endure night work? Miss Van Kleek 
and Miss Anderson answer these ques- 
tions with the counter-questions: ‘*Are 
these occupations altogether desirable 
for men either, and could thev not be 
made suitable and desirable for both?’’

To the Editor of The Republican. 

Marvland is suitably adapted to hog 
raising and instead of buying pork, as 
is how being done, the State should be 
raising a surplus to sell to the country 
at large, Muarviand has a climate that 
a Western farmer weuld consider idea! 
for raising hogs. In many parte of the 
State corn can be raiscd te advantage 
and forage crops can fhe raised more 
economically than in seme farming 
districts of the West. 

The best sack in which to market 
these crons is the pig skin3; but that 
great enemy of the -wine raiser, 
hog cholera, has discouraged Maryiand 
farmers from trying to raise hogs. To 
assist the farmersof Garrett count: in 
overcoming this handicap, the [exten- 
sion Division of the Maryland State 
College of Agriculture, the State Board 
of Agriculture, and the Umted States 
Bureau of Animal Industry, cooperat- 
ing, have arranged to send a spevialist 
into the county to work with the county 
agent and further assist the farmers. 
The campaign will be started next 
week when meetings have Leen arrang- 
ed as follows:

The Fare to Tarshish. 


The tinie was when our nation could 
have pu’. the ban on Mormonism, but 
for political reasons it was not done. 
The call to duty was not heeded. Law- 
makers and potiticians looked at pre- 
sent condilions and legislated for per- 
gona! advantage. Right was ignored. 
God's law waa disregarded. The best 
interests of society and slate were sac- 
rificed. Compromises with eyil were 
made. Corrupt slliances were entered 
into and wr js the case always, evil fol- 
lowed. The government became weak- 
er mornily, instead of stronger. She 
paid the fare to larshish but her voy- 
age has been stormy. Ambitious men 
were scized with the idea of rulership. 
Inflated with pride they would erect a 
world wide aristocracy. The military 
spirit was fostered; it spread; it in- 
creased in its power. The minds of 
children and youth were poisoned with 
the obnoxious principle of Prussianism. 
Might was elevated to the place of 
right. Emperors usurped the authority 
of God; subjects were downtrodden, 
oppressed and treated as vassals, The 
divine right ot kingS was promulgated 
and enforced by brute force. Weaker 
nations were conquered and their God giv" 
rights were wiested from them. Mur- 
der ran riot, fraud prospered, lying was 
their chief virtue, deception was suc- 
cessfully practiced and took the place 
of statesmanship; while individual na- 
tional rights were disregarded. 
this was costly fare toa forbidden Tar- 
shish, and as may be expected the voy- 
age is fearfully rough. The storm 
rages now, and such a storm the world 
has never seen. It rocks the deep with 
its;submarines; it rends the heavens 
with airplanes; it pillages the earth and 
red banded butchery runs riot while hu- 
man blood flows like a river. 

This waris the logical result of a 
widely diffused materialistic philosophy 
studiously spread abroad by Germany. 
The destructive critics in pulpit and 
schools prerared the German people for 
the awful carnaye uf today. This un- 
dermined faith in the Bible as the word 
of God, sneered at miracles. denied in- 
spiration, rejected the divinity of Christ 
in ehert it huneycombed the Christian 
region with ateeism, skepticism and 
materialism. Preachers in the state 
chur: h can preach, just what the Kai- 
ser permits. He is the ecclesiastical 
cers'r, His subjects must imbibe 
the doctrine of the evolutionists. They 
must believe that this race is on the 
way up. Yes, thev are so far up that 
they nave arrived at the ferocious stage 
of the tiger. 

They must be taught to feel that ir- 
reverence for humanity, of which men 
ure capable, when they conclude they 
are a well developed race of apes. That 
teaching has made the German soldier 
what he is today, viz: a furious, merci- 
less demoe, the dread of the world, the 
heartless butcher of unarmed men and 
helpless women with their babes in 
their arms. 

American uniyersities, colleges and 
theological seminaries went daft over 
this kultur. It appealea to the natural 
man and made it easy to get away trom 
personal responsibility to a personal 
God. 

Our schools and churches have be- 
come saturated with the hellish virus. 
Sccrety has fallen into the trap and for 
years, we have been going from bad to 
worse until the fundamental doctrines 
of the zospel have been relegated to 
the rear anda eocial Christianity has 
been emphasized and substituted where 
it is possible. Sabbath desecration has 
increased due in part to the introduction 
of the automobile. 

Practical infidelity has been in the 
rampage, people’s hearts are failing 
them because of fear. We have for- 
gotten the living God; we have deliber- 
ately disobeyed Him; we have gone con- 
trary to His teaching and now the na- 
tion is plunged into the valley of Bo- 
chine, for our boys, the best and truest 
of the land have been called to suffer 
hardships, we cannot conceive, and to 
give their lives to rectify the result of 
the teaching of the last half a century. 

It’s a costly price to pay fora ticket 
to Tarshish. Itis drenched in blood— 
the best blood of America. But the 
Lord cares for his people. He will pre- 
serye them. Thev will learn the lesson. 
Fish university is neither a healthy or 
pleasan® school, but its course is won- 
derfully thorough and complete. Isn’t 
it time for the church to get on her 
knees, to fallon her face before God 
and with her hands to her mouth, cry 
unclean? 

Out of the ashes of humiliation she 
will arise to shine as never before and 
to go forth asa chastened and purified 
messenger to carry the message of the 
Lord unto the ends of the earth. When 
peace comes, as it will probably, though 
temporary, the church will be more 
missionary than ever before. The Lord 
ssid to the church, and to the world too 
for that matter, give me the tithe for 
my work, 

But she could not see it in that light, 
ao she robbed God of His portion, to 
spend it on herself or to gratify a world- 
ly, pleasure seeking disposition. She 
could spend any amount to go to Tarsh- 
ish but to Nineveh—well Nineveh is 
such a depraved and godless place, it 
will not be comfortable to go there. We 
would hardly be in the swim for it 
would not be fashionable. The Lord 
says, the eilver and the gold are mine.

turated too. We must support the gc v- 
ernment and he is in spirit at least a 
slacker, a traitor who will not cheer- 
fully do this to the extent of his ability.

He declared that in God’s purpose! 
He was using two instrumente, the 
primary one being His own Son, Jesus 
Christ, but the secondary one, the Na- 
tion of Israel. This latter has failed 
in being a national witness to Him be- 
fore the other nations of the earth, 
with the result that not one of these is 
living subjugation to Him and Israel 
herself, is scattered among them all, 
persecuted and suffering, but the time 
is coming when she would te returned 
to her own land, at first in unbelief, 
but through purifying judgments she 
will in penitence at length receive 
Jesus as her Messiah, and then take up 
her testimony to}! Him through whom 
the nations would be brought unto Him 
in the age to come. This was in effect 
the setting up of God's kingdom in the 
earth, as foretold by all the prophets, 
including Jesus Christ Himself. Dr. 
Gray does not think that this present 
war is the last conflict among the 
nations, but he believes it will result in 
a realignment of the European nations 
that will make for what the Bible speaks 
of as the Battle of Armageddon later 
on. 


Dr. Gray believes the allies will win, 
indeed one lecture scheduled in his 
course this week, has the title ‘‘Why 
Germany Cannot Rule the World,’’ but

PROPOSING AN AMENDMENT TO THE 
CONSTITE TION OF THE STATE, Pho 
VIDING FOR ABSENT VOTING. 


WHEREAS, AT THE JANUARY SESSION 
OF TiTE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
MARYLAND, HELD IN THE YEAR 1918, 
A BILL WAS PASSED, TO WIT: CHAP- 
TER 20 OF SAID ACTS, PROPOSING AN 
ADDITIONAL SECTION TO ARTICLE 1 
OF THECONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND, 
TO BE KNOWN AS SECTION 1A AND 
RELATING TO ABSENT VOTING, AND 
WHICH SAID BILL IS IN THE WORDS 
AND FIGURES FOLLOWING: 

CHAPTER 20. 


An Act to propose an amendment to 
Article }. title “Elective Franchise, of the 
Constitution of the State of Murytand, by 
adding a new section thereto. to be known 
as Section 1.\, the same relating to absent 
voting; and to provide for the submission 
of sald amendment to the qualified voters 
of this State for adoption or rejection. 

Section}. Belt enacted by the General 
Assembly of Maryland, three-fifths of all 
members of each of the two Houses concur- 
rlug. That the following new sectlou be 
and the same is hereby proposed as an 
Amerdment to Article 1, title “Elective 
Franchise.” of the Constitution of the State 
of Mars land, to be Inserted after Section 1, 
and tu be known as Section 1A; the same, if 
adopted bv the legally qualified voters of the 
State as herein provided. to become a part 
of Article 1 of the Constitution of Marvliand. 

Section 1A. The General Assembly of

THE TEST. 

The new Browning gun that is the 
standard automatic fire-arm in our 
armies fired 39,000 rounds without mis- 
bap and was then treated with a sand 
blast more severe than any exploding 
shell will ever give it and was ordered 
to fire a hundred shots. Clogged and 
fouled it still pumped on where every 
other gun failed to act. The criticism 
that we had ‘‘bought a blue-print in- 
stead of a gun’’ was shot to pieces on 
the proving ground. Jesus is just as 
careful about life as we have been about 
guns. Specifications are never enough 
with him. Church attendance is not 
His final requirement. How does your 
religion work under thé racking tests 
of the street is far more a concern with 
Him than its behavior under the sooth- 
ing solaces of song and sermon.

Blood and foulness and 
risk and inconvenience were flung in 
their faces along with human need and 
their religion ceased firing under it. 
There is a chill significance in the phrase 
that they were ‘‘going down.’’

The implication is that be had an 
interview with the Lord of the church 
and the deposit from it was part of his 
life which functioned perfectly under 
the test in which the others failed. His 
sympathy was arroused, his skill en- 
listed, his fear that the robbers might 
return mastered, his time given, his 
money shared and the blood that stain- 
ed bis garments marked him for all 
time as a member of the Red Cross.

Is it good-will? Is it Christ? For 
whatever is the object of our supreme 
desire that isthe law that determines 
all our life. Christ was mastered by 
love (and unless it serves we must give 
it another name) so He gave His best 
to every one He touched. The Samari- 
tan was in the same glorious company 
with Paul and the rest. Notice that 
the law lifted the load and shared its’ 
weight but the clear thinking Apostle 
in the fifth verse explains very clearly 
that each man must carry his own 
equipment, accoutrement, that which 
his life was meant to carry, that he is 
not expectedto ask another to lug his 
rifleon the march. The law of service 
has no room for slackers.

“Tip burn,’’ and not blight, is caus- 
ling most of the trouble at the present 
time. 

Mr. C. E. Temple, the State Plant 
Pathologist and County Agent Middle- 
ton visited quite a number of the po- 
tato fields in Garrett county the past 
i week. The deadning of the vines, as 
in most cases, is being caused by what 
is known as tip burn. This is not a dis- 
ease, but is a condition brought about 
by dry, hot weather at the time the 
potatoes are settlng their tubers. It 
was noticed that the tip burn did more 
damage to the potatoes that were hill- 
ed up than it did on potatoes where 
level cultivation was practiced. It was 
also noticed that the carly plants suf- 
fered more than the later plants.

Army Makes Record Meat Purchase. 

Chieago.—The largest sligle order 
for bacon and canned ments In the 
history of the — world-—99,500,000 
pounds of bacon and 134,000.000 pounds 
of canned meat—has just been placed 
by the Quartermuster's [hepartment, 
U.S. A., for the American Army over- 
seas. 

Louls F, Swift, in commenting on 
this today, sald the order will take 
the bacon from approximately  1,900,- 
OW hogs, and If other ‘work were 
dropped to produce It, would be equlv- 
alent to the total bacon production of 
the five largest Chleago packers for 
nearly five weeks, However six months 
will elapse before delivery Js to be com- 
pleted. Mr. Swift said: 

“At the current prices on the day, 
Inst week, when the purchase was 
made, fhe packers would jiny the live 
stock producers about $80,000,000 for 
the nevessary hogs and over $50,000,000 
for about 900,000 cattle required. The 
eattle will cost us twice as much, and 
the bogs two and one-halt’ times as 
much as in the pre-war period. 

The whole order will be made up be- 
fore the tirst of the year, despite the 
fact that, even before this purchase, 
one-fourth of the packers’ facilities 
have been devoted to tiling military 
demands. In order to get out the 
eanned goods the packers will find It 
necessary to employ night and day 
shifts of canners. Notwltbstanding 
the fact that the products are belng 
rushed forward thus hurriedly, not a 
single complaint has been recelved on 
meats delivered to the armies abroad. 

The tive packers are now KIIIng 
nhout 3b0,.000 hogs weekly to keep 
abreast of martial and domestic needs.”

The fact that the State failed to com- 
ply with that provision of the law to 
furnish the tags at a specified time 
does not in any way operate to relieve 
dog owners from complying with the 
law. Getthe tags at once and place 
them securely off your animals.

FROM OVER THERE 


Corp. P. P. Kildow's Experience 
at the Front With the Marines 


Mrs. William Kildow, of Oakland, re- 
ceived the following letter from her 
son, Corporal Proctor P. Kildow, who 
is with the Marines in France and we 
are permitted to publish it herewith. 
The letter is interesting in the extreme, 
giving as it does, an insight into condi 
tions surrounding the fighting ‘‘Yanks”’ 
at the front and the stages of rest they 
are permitted to enjoy at intervals. The 
letter was written somewhere in France 
and was received by Mrs. Kildow Tues- 
day. Corporal Kildow belongs to the 
73rd Co., 6th Regiment Marines: 

‘lam writing this June &th, but do 
not know when it will be mailed. Will 
fill in date whenever I send the letter. 
At present we are bivouacing in a small 
wood close up to the front. In my last 
letter I stated we were a little further 
back. At that time we had just come 
back from the frunt line where we had 
been for fourteen days. Then it look- 
ed as though we would be relievcd, but 
a few days afterwards we were order- 
ed back again, in support, so am taking 
this opportunity to write, trusting to 
luck to get it censored and mailed. 

“You have by this time no doubt, 
read of the marine’s go:d work durirg 
the first of the month, and all month 
for that matter. Our company was in 
at the start, and then sent to the rear 
after two weeks’ or more of front line 
duty. Things had quieted downa whel? 
lot by then. Now we are practically in 
again. 

We have been among the bursting 
shells for one month’s time now, and at 
no time were we out of reach of the 
big Betsy’s. Shells are so mommon 
now that the boys pay no attention to 
them, unless they are bursting right 
around us. At this minute they are 
going over my head, from both our, 
and the Dutch batteries. The biggest 
ones make a noise like a sudden rush of 
wind and the smaller have a whine to 
them like the wind cutting around the 
corner on a winter’s night. Have had 
the chance to expcrience what it must 
be like to be in tront of the business 
end of one of our machine guns. That 
is judging from the way the little slaps 
the Dutch machine guns send over 
sound. Itis nota whistle, nor whine, 
but as near as 1 can say, they sound as 
though thcy were throwing a whole 
flock of young chickens at you. Pee- 
pees, youknow. At that though it is. 
not as plesant as the same music, when 
you are among the cows and chickens 
wav back on the farm. That’s all the 
more reason why we should do our work 
well, and have the thing over with as 
soon as possible. Then we can, and 
will be able to enjoy and appreciate’ 
peace. ' 

It is a bright sunny day. The trees; 
that are not shell torn are green and, 
the country all around about is beauti-; 
ful. If it was not for the constant rush | 
ot shells overhead, and the drone of; 
the aeroplane motors, one could hardly 
imagine the world at war, because na- 
ture seems so peaceful, and all the boys 
are so accustomed to this sort of thing, 


that you could well imagine yourself in 
the open for a summer days outing. 
This isa beautiful country, even though 
you can see a ruined village in most any 
direction you choose to look. As I said 
before, but for sights of this kind, ruin- 
ed villages, shattered trees, and the 
ground pitted by shell holes, you'd not 
be able to realize what apparent quiet 
there is whan the shells are not burat- 
ing right around you. 

That, I guess is enough of that line 
for this time. So will close with all 
love for yourself, and father, and a sin- 
cere hope that the good work goes on, 
and that we can help Uncle Sammie 
make his hand rest, none too light, upon 
cousin Willie, across the Rhine.

CHAUFFEUR ARRESTED 


Driver of Automobile Hela for 
Passing Army Truck Train 

A telegram dated at Grantsyille Aug. 
6th, appearing in the Pittsburgh 
Gazette-Times yesterday murning, 
said: ‘Claude Jackson, negro chauffeur 
of Fairmont, West Va., who drives for 
Dr. Hugh H. Carr, is being held at 
Fairmont for action of Pennsylvania 
authorities for driving past a train ot 
Army trucks at a speed greater than 
eight miles an hour on the National 
pike, west of here. One of the soldiers 
with the trucks, Private William John- 
son, stepped out into the road and was 
struck by the speeding automobile. He 
was hurled 15 feet and his skull fractur- 
ed. The automobile was stopped, but 
was allowed to proceed by the officer 
commanding the trucks after he had 
ascertained the name and destination 
of the driver. Mrs. Carr and a woman 
guest were occupying, ths automobile.

USEFUL IN SPUTTING TANKS 


Pick Up Hun Bombing Planes at a 
Distance and Keep Them Con-° 
stantly in View—Equipped 
With Sound Detcctors. 


New Vork.—Last fall, when fhe Aus- 
frinns were driving the Itallan  sol- 
alers from their hard-won mountain 
fortresses, the defeated army had one 
Keupon whieh It constantly used to 
harass and impede the foe. This wus 
the electric searchlight, a neweomer 
on the field of battle. 

Pawerful Ughts were trained every 
nalght upon the advancing Austrians 
nhenever they came to a river cross- 
fing or whenever they were ohllged to 
halt for another reason. This ham- 
pered and trrituted the enemy ¢x- 
ceedingly. It was not only that se- 
sions danger attended any disclosure 
of their) operations. They suffered 
elso from nerves when the long feel- 
ers of light brushed over thelr faces 
and hands and revealed every detall 
of the work upon whieb they were 
enzuged,

In battletield Geminatlon, The 
sclieme was to throw fight upon the 
opposing battle Tne and show  ad- 
tancing companies of Infantry the 
kind of ground over whieh they had 
to go, Another plan was to have 
rows of searchfights parallel with the 
trenches ant sweep the terrain be- 
fore them, lighting up othe barhed- 
wire entanglements Inld by the foe 
and exposing parties of enemy sol- 
dlers at work repairing them, How- 
eyor, neither of these uses turned out 
fo be especially sienftiennt. The dlf- 
fleulty was that, as soon as the Hehts 
sere in operation, they were easily 
picked off by the enemy's guns. in 
the same inanner, they contd not) be 
peeed nlong the Tne of trenches 

More reeent experiments have dem- 
onstated thet there fs areal nseful- 
mess for field searelizghts. They are 
tow befhe employed to spot the en- 
emy’s tank advanees.  Tustend of he- 
fn hanled by horses, like the first fletd 
sourchilghts, the newer ones are 
mounted on motor trueks. They ure 
flashed for only a minute or two ata 
fine. and are Instantly shifted to an- 
ether vantage point. This affords 
them ono greater mensure of self-pro- 
teetion, 

The antinireraft seareliticht Is the 
most valuable type of Tidhit now used 
by our soldiers, It Is our most) ef- 
fective defense ngalnst the tow -tlying 
hicht-Dombing plune of the Germans. 
Antlalreraft) guns have proved nlmost 
hopelessly Inadequate in eapins with 
Richt alr ratds, and Uf it were not for 
the long pointing fingers of the seareh- 
Uight the foe would lee able to effect 
gotne Very dendly work Ino nisht nt 
tacks npon supply depots and anmuni- 
tion dtnmps. 

The methed Ie to piek up on hostite 
hembing plane when [ft Is about five 
miles away from Its objective. For 
this purpese the searchlights sre lo- 
ented at points Wkely to be attacked, 
They are sunk tn holes in the ground 
andiare honvifly sandbagged.

Fitted With Sound Receivers.

discovering the position of the plane. 


Usually ft ean be loented within a few 
degrees, The light fs not turned on at 
all until the alrplane is practleally lo- 
eafed. Then it is suddenly flashed on 
the craft. Onee no homhlug pline is 
found tt Is hard for It to get away from 
the inexorable peneil of light. Bomb- 
Ing planes ure not like battle planes; 
they must fly Jo comparatively 
strrlght lines and are not free to 
twlst and turn so as to wriggle out 
of range of the Nght.

Washington.—Amld the many easy 
triumphs whieh enabled the Teutons 
this yeur to slice greut sections from 
the map of Russia, Ike coupons from 
n bond. Germany and Austria both suf. 
fered one frightful disappointment. 
And the pang was In the wenkest part 
of their political nnatomy—the collec- 
tive stomach of thelr peoples. 

The grain of which the two Kalsers 
expected to plunder the Ukralne was 
hot there--at fenst there was so Httle 
of It that Germany had to lower her 
bread rofon, while Austrian continued 
to starve a bit more rapidly. The sup- 
plies had been burned. 

These fires were ghted, with a kind 
of poetle Justice, by the remnants of 
the Czecho Slovak army: deserters 
from the Austrian ranks and invet- 
orate enemies of the Hapsburgs, who 
bad been reconstituted fnto  Russtan 
miflitury units under the Kerensky 
regime and fought so splendidly for 
Russin before the whole nation col- 
lapsed from the gnawing of the bol- 
shevikl. 

Fortunate for the Allies. 

Until Mareh of this venr this Czecho- 
Stovak army had been stationed fn the 
Ukraine -50,000 men in Tine and 0,000 
more In reserve, Then bolshevlk rep- 
resentatives dissolved their organiza: 
thon and took away thelr arms, though 
about 20,000 refused to part with their 
weapons. They were given promises 
that they would he aflowed to leave 
Russin for the United States, but, of 
course, ne means of transportation 
were provided. And so they remained 
where they were.

The enlisted soldiers of that day were 


almost without exception foreign born 


Brigadeer General Horatio Ganes 
Gibson, the oldest living general of our 
Civil War, recently celebrated bis, 
ninety-first birthday. He is tbe only | 
surviving member of the class of 1847 
of the West Point Military Academy, 
which furnisbed many gallant and no- 
table officers to both sides of the con- 
flict. He was the close friend of 
Hooker, McClellan and Burnside and of 
the confederates, J. E. Johnson and 
Bragg. He was the acquaintance of 
Meade, Sherman, Grant, Custer, Fre- 
mont, Douglass, Buchanan and Scott. 
He is a veteran of two wars and has 
lived through§four of them. He has! 
seen the advent of the railroad, the! 
steam-ship, the telegraph. the electric | 
car, the automobile and the aeroplane. | 

in the second year of the administra- | 
tion of President John Quincy Adams, | 
General Gibson was born at Baltimore. 
His father was the Rey. John Gibson | 
and his mother Elizabeth Jameson Gib- 
son, a member of the old Maryland 
family. Young Gibson was named for 
General Gates, the hero of Saratoga, a 
friend of some earlier members of hie 
mother’s family. Most of his boyhood 
—except for a year in Cincinnati— was 
spent in Baltimore, and with an uncle 
who lived or the eastern shore of Mary- | 
land. As far as the General can recall 
the pastimes of that day consisted of 
hunting, fishing, marbles and ‘‘Town 
Ball.”’ ‘“‘Town Ball’’ or ¢‘‘Three old 
Cat’’ was the embryo of modern base- 
ball. 

Young Gibson attended a private 
academy at Long Green, Maryland, a 
suburb of Baltimore. From the very 
first the idea of being a soldier attract- 
ed his imagination, and shortly after 
his twelfth birthday he announced it 
would be a military career or nothing 
for his. Those were the times when, 
on festive occasions, the famous Rin- 
gold Battery paraded the streets of 
| Baltimore resplendent in red coats and 
waving plumes. Gibson’s admiration 
| for this organization was such that he 
made the further decision to become an 
artillery officer. His mother encourag- 
ed him in this and in 1843— when Gibson 
was sixteen—obtained for him an ap- 
pointment to West Point. 

The General’s recollection of his ca- 
reer at the academy seems rather 4 
clear one. He remembers during his 
| first days as a ‘‘plebe’’ to have seen a 
| rather untidy looking upper classman 
ride into the parade ground on horse- 
back. He was hailed by the rest of the 
cadets as ‘‘good old Sam Grant.”’ 

“The next time I saw Grant,’’ says 
the General, ‘‘ways in California. He 
was out of the army and in disgrace. 
When | saw him again he had redeem- 
ed himself and made his way to a high 
command. I talked with him last as 
President of the United States. On all 
of these occagions but one he was on 
horseback.”’ 

The roster of the Military Academy 
at that time was to become one of the 
most illustrious,injthe history of the insti> 
itution. It contained such names as Mc- 
Clellan, Grant, Hooker and Meade. 

‘*At graduation’’ remarked the Gen- 
eral, ‘‘l stood between Ambrose Kurn- 
side and Ambrose P. Hill (of the Con- 
federacy). Each of them has a dozen 
statues now, but I haven’t one.” 

After graduation Gibson was made a 
second lieutenant in the second artil- 
lery. Shortly afterward war was de- 
clared on the Republic of Mexico and 
Lieutenant Gibson went with his com- 
mand to the border. He was with Gen- 
eral Scott in the occupation of Vera 
Cruz, Pueblo and Mexico City. ‘There 
he became acquainted with Franklin 
Pierce who was at that time an officer 
of General Scott's statf. 

The commander of Gibson’s battery 
was Captain Martin Burke, frequently 
mentioned in the memoirs of Grant and 
Sherman. Captain Burke was a gradu- 
ate of the War of 1812 and more than 
seventy years of age. He was an 
avowed antagonist of moderr. warfare, 
and stubbornly refused to learn the 
factics of Scott and Hardie, though 
they had been made the regulation 
ones. (Captain Burke continued to drill 


of Baron von Steuben, The Captain 
had a special aversion to the breech- 
loading musket which was coming into 
use about that time. 

“‘What!—load a gn from the wrong 
end!’’ exclaimed Burke in_ horror. 
“‘Why you may a8 well teach a baby to 

| walk on its head!”’ 

After the fall of Monterey and the 

| subsequent surrender of Santa Anna, 
| Lieutenant Gibson was returned with 
his regiment to Fortress Monroe. He 
valunteered for Western service and 
was assigned to San* Francisco under 
command of Braxton Bragg, afterward 
distinguished as a leader of rebel] forces. 
Gibson remained at San Francisco dur- 
ing the rush which followed tbe gold 
discoveries of ’49, 

Some years later be was sent to the 
territory of Waahiegtom to escort a 
party of engineers. On ita return, the 
escort Was attacked by Indians, and in 
the encounter the Lieutenant was 
wounded in the thigh. This was the 
only wound be received in his many 
campaigns. 

Later the Lieutenant was sent into 
Soutbern Caitfornia to establish a mili- 
tary poet. This garrison to which he 


his men in the close order furmations . 


—Germans and Irish for the most part. 
The Irish, the General recalls, made 
wondorful soldiers. They could under- 
go the hardships of any sort of cam- 
paign without complaint. The Gar- 
mans, though they did well enough in 
the drills, were virtually worthless in 
action. They lacked stamina and were 
unwilling to gofor long on short rations. 

Among the younger officers with 
Lieutenant Gibson in California were 


three whose names were to become 
famous. Thev were Crook, Sheridan 
and Hood. 


“‘Crook’’, says the General, ‘‘was the 
only one who gave indication of a great 
future—and that only as an Indian 
fighter. Sheridan was an educated 
Irishman—a good soldier because he 
was Irish and a better one because he 
was *2ucated. wes a pleasant 
fellow, but displayed httle gemius.’’ 

The news of the attack on Fort 
Sumpter came as a shock to California. 
Gibson, with a number of his comrades, 
volunteered for active service in the 
East. He was made a Captain and 
given commana or a battery in tbe 
Army of the Potomac. He served the 
army under three successive command- 
ers and was on intimate terms with 
each of them. He gives rather inter- 
eating sidelights on their characters. 

McClellan, the General thought, was 
the best soldier of the war with the 
possible exceptions of Lee and Sher- 
man. ‘‘Though a politician he never 
allowed politics to conflict with his 
duty as a soldier.’’ General Gibson 
says. When he was relieved of com- 
mand, the spirit of his troops was badly 
damaged. 

Hooker was a good soldier, but 
scarcely a good Lieutenant General. He 
could command perfectly a corps of 
brigade, but an army was too much for 
him. He was a man of ‘‘free and easy”’ 
temperament and much admired by his 
young officers. 

Burnside was classmate and a close 
friend to Gibson. A man of much learn- 
ing, gentle, courteous, brave, he lacked 
the directing power of military genius. 
In spite of his many defeats he man- 
aged to keep the regard and respect of 
his officers, 

In the early part of 1863, Gibson was 
made Colonel of a regiment of Ohio 
volunteers. He wasin command of a 
thousand men when he surrendered. A 
short time before he had been breveted 
a brigadier-general. He had been com- 
mended for bravery at Fredericksburg, 
Antietam, South Mountain and Wil- 
liamsburg. The remainder of his mili- 
tary life was spent in the serene at- 
mosphere of Atlantic fortresses. He 
was retired from the active list in May 
1x91, Through his membership in the 
Aztec Club he made the acquaintance 
of General Joseph Eggleson Johnson, 
against whom he had fought in many 
engagements. A sincere friendship was 
formed between the Union veteran and 
the old Confederate which lasted until 
the death of the latter. 

Considering the fact that he lacks but 
a few years of the century mark, age 
has but lightly touched the General. 
He says of himself, ‘‘I look like a young 
man of sixty-five, but I feel nearly as 
oldasIam.’’ After his morning walk, 
he spends most of the day upon his un- 
published manuscripts or in reading. 
Once a week he reports at the Armv 
Medical Dispensary to be looked over 
by a surgeon. Each year he 1s given 
“‘orders’’ by the Secretary of War to 
report at the Commencement Exercises 
as West [oint.

OVERSEAS SUPPLY IS SHORT 


Washington—To meet the needs of 
the Arcrican and Allied Armies and 
the c‘villan populations of Franca, 
Great Britain and Italy the American 
people is asked by the Food Admin- 
istration to place themselvee on a 
limited beet allowance until Septem- 
ber 15. 

Householders are requested not 
‘under any circumstances” to buy 
more than one and one-half pounds. 
including the bone, for each person 
In the household. 

Hotels and restauranta are asked 
not to serve boiled beef more than 
two meals weekly, beefsteak more 
than one meal weekly, and roast beef 
more than one meal weekly. 

“The demand for beef for our 
Asmy, the armiee of the Allies and 
their civilian populatione for this 
summer,” says the Food Administra- 
tion’s announcement, “are beyon! our 
present surplus. On the other hand, 
we have enough Increased supply of 
pork this summer to permit econo 
omicai expansion in its use. It, there- 
fore, will be a direct service tn our 
armies, and the Allies if our people 
wil] in some degree substitute fresh 
pork, bacon, ham aad aausage fee 
beef products. 

“The public will realize that the 
changing conditions of production 
from season to season, the changing 
situation in shipping, and, therefore, 
of the markets available to the Allies, 
and the Increasing demand for our 
growing Army, with the fluctuating 
supplies of local beef in France, all 
make it impossible to determine poll- 
cles for a long period In advance. We 
have recently asked for economy in 
all meat consumption; we wish now 
to emphasize further reduction of 
beef by the substitut?on of pork. It 
{a anticipated that this program will 
hold good until September 15. and the 
co-operation of the public is moet 
earnestly requested.”

WHEREAS, AT THE JANUARY SESSION

An intensiv@ campaign to arm the 
people of the United States against 
pro-German propaganda will commence 
on August 17th, to continue for two 
weeks. Forty thousand Four Minute 
Men will take active part in the work 
ot warning the people against the pro- 
German propagandist, explaining his 
methods, and furnishing a weapon with 
which to combat him. 

In the bulletin of information issued 
for the use of Four Minute speakers by 
the Committee on Public Information, 
it ia stated, on the authority of a high 
official of the Department of Justice, 
that nine-tenths of all German plotting 
against this country has taken the form 
of printed and spoken propaganda. 

In this work full advantage has been 
taken of statements made by German 
sympathizers of American birth, the 
propagandists realizing that greater 
consideration might be anticipated for 
such workers than for material origi- 
nating from more obviously prejudiced 
quarters. 

The bulletin for speakers quotes an 
example of this type taken from an ad- 
dress by an American minister who 
was very much of a ‘‘militant pacifist.’’ 
wReprinted in pamphlet form bv the 
Germans, the more bitter and denunci- 
atory parte of this address have been 
since repeatedly scattered over the 
American and British lines by German 
aviators.

DEADHUNSLITTER 
PICARDY FIELDS 


Enemy’s Casualties Eight to Ten 
Times Greater Than Allies. 


WITH THE BRITISIE ARMY IN 
*RANCE, Aug. 10--From early this 

rning until noon I walked oyer the 
Picardy battlefield, including much of 
what yesterday was No Man's Land 
and the forward German irenches. One 
could stray over the great deserted 
plain while the guns thundered inter- 
mittently and airplanes buzzed over- 
head. 

The chief impression oe gets is the 
great number of Germ:a dead. We 
know our own casvalti-: are light. 
From indications the eneniy’s are the 
heaviest in any battle thas far fought. 
I saw so many German dead on that 
part of the field I traveried that 1 am 
not exaggerating when I say that there 
were from cight to ten enemy dead for 
eyery one of our own. I regret that I 
did not take time to make an actual 
count, but men engaged in salvage 
work tell me their inipre-sion was the 
same as my own. 

The battlefield, which includes vir- 
tually all ot the Santerre plateau, is 
an extraordinary sight. It is a wide, 
level expanse of farm land. destitute of 
trees or hedge. The crops already 
were m the ground before the German 
advance in March drove the cultivators 
away. Lacking attentien the grain 
grew and ripened, much freer of weeds 
than one would expect. There are 
fields of wheat, barley, wats and rye. 
now ready to harvest and well worth 
harvesting. Many acres of clover 
should have been cut before this, but it 
is still in bloom and swarming with 
butterflies, especially swallow tails, 
pale clouded yellows and painted ladies. 
There were many patches of potatoes 
andIsawa number of Canadians de- 
tailed to dig them. They found an ex- 
cellent yield, with five cr six big tubers 
in each hill. One man already had har- 
vested two big sack fuls. 

All this was ground which yesterday 
was well behind the German lines. The 
growing fields of grain are intersected 
by paths made by soldiers going to and 
from their trenches. They are pitted 
with shell holes and scarred by trench 
lines and machine gun positions, while 
yesterday our tanks broke great trails 
through the fields of waving grain. 

Undoubtedly there 1s some stern 

rk ahead between the Ancre and the 

nme, as the Germans are sure to 
aught desperately to hold the heights on 
the north side of the Somme. 

One hears some wonderful tales of 
fighting by the cavalry, which ranged 
allover the open country during the 
night, capturing villages and rounding 
up prisoners; of whole batterics of ar- 
morcd cars thrusting along the roads 
far in advance of the intantry, surpris- 
ing the Germans in places from which 
they thought the battle was far remov- 
ed. 

The crew of one car said they met a 
German transport which tried to turn 
around to escape. Four mounted of- 
ficers came galloping up to see what 
had happened and all were shot from 
the car, which then procceded to round 
up the personnel of the transport. At 
several places our armoured cars over- 
took both mechanical and horse drawn 
transports along the roads and after 
shooting the horses took the men pris- 
oner. At one place the crew of armor- 
ed cars stopped a railway train and set 
it afire. At another place the cars 
drove through a village, where the 
people were still asleep unaware of 
danger. The car drove through, shoot- 
ing into windows. Inone house ollicers 
were just preparing to sit down to 
breakfast, but their mea! was interrupt- 
ed by a hail of bullcts. 

One car near Framerville found itself 
among a group of hutments, which it 
discovered to be a corps headquarters. 
It shot down some corpse sta‘f officers 
and poured bullets into the huts. The 
crew then heard that part of the corps 
crew had escaped toward Terrone, 80 
began a chase which soon overtook the 
fleeing officers. When they saw the 
car coming they took to the woods, but 
many of them were shot. What hap- 
pened to the corps commander is not 
known. 

One of our army corps had more than 
4,600 prisoners in its cages before noon. 
I visited one big cage at dawn, and 
found the staff had been at work all 
night. They kept clearing them in 
batches all morning and stil! the prison- 
ers kept coming.

I went there was shell hole after shell

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prisoners, including 500 Saxons, who 
were caught ona train which was in- 
tercepted on its way to the front. All 
the prisoners I have seen are a good- 
looking lot of men, above the average 
of those taken recently, although con- 
taining a fair proportion of extremely 
young men and weaklings. 

Of the booty captured it 18 useless to 
try to make an estimate, for guns, ma- 
chine guns, ammunition and stores of 
all kinds are scattered all over the 
battlefield. 

The Germans expended an immense 
amount of labor in their efforts to make 
the generally flat ground in this section 
defensible. The trenches, however, are 
mostly poor, far inferior to the aver- 
age German trenches. There were 
many machine gun posts and rifle pita 
and posts for snipers. Some of the 
dugouts are not more than three feet 
deep, and in these the snipers lived and 
evidently slept. Some ot the dugouts 
were hidden by pieces of corrugated 
iron; others had pieces of painted can- 
vas stretched over the top. Some of 
the gun pits were so shallow that a 
man hardly could stand erect in them. 

All was of a makeshift character, 
but there was a tremendous amount of 
it, so much that the labor of thousands 
of men must have been required. 

Everywhere over the battlefield was 
evidence of the completeness of the 
enemy’s rout. In all the machine gun 
pits the guns still remain, but with 
them in virtually every case were fron 
one to ten dead Germans. The amount 
of material left behind is enormous. In 
some of the wooded sections our men 
found whole batteries of heavy guns 
that had been deserted by the Germans 
in their mad flight. Cases of ammuni- 
tion stood ready for use. Along the 
roads were overturned lorries and the 
carcasses of horses that had been hit by 
our shells. Everywhere there was the 
plainest evidence of the intensity of our 
artillery fire. On the roads over which

TO OUR CONSUMERS: 


Owing to the reduction in pressure and depletion of 
our gas fields due to the continuous drain upon our wells, 
we will not have as large an available supply of gas dur- 
ing the coming winter as we had during the winter of 1917 
and 1918, notwithstanding our continued efforts to in- 
crease the supply. 


We anticipate that during periods of extremely cold 
weather the supply will not be sufficient to meet all the 
demands of our consumers. This is a condition confront- 
ing practically every community depending upon natural 
vas for light and heat, and is not limited to the com 
munities served by us. 


It should be remembered that during the past winter, 
cities relying exclusively on coal for heating purposes, suf- 
fered inconveniences eual to, if not greater than those 
depending upon gas. 


During the average winter months the domestie con- 
sumption is about four times that of the summer months 
so it can readily be seen that although we have a surplus 
supply of gas during the summer months, which cannot 
be conserved for domestic use during the winter months, 
and which we dispose of in limited quantities for com- 
mercial use, there is no assurance that we can meet all de- 
mands during the coming winter, notwithstanding the 
fact that commercial deliveries will be curtailed as the 
weather grows colder, and such service wiil be entirely 
discontinued by November Ist. 


Since we are operating in two states we cannot as we 
would like to, make uniform regulations limiting the maxi 
mum amount deliverable to any single consumer, and of 
necessity, the consumers at a considerable distance from 
the field are the first to feel the effects of a shortage. 


As the decrease in the supply of gas is beyond our 
power to remedy, we earnestly ask the cooperation of all 
our consumers in our efforts to diminish the inconvenience 
experienced during the periods when the supply is insuf- 
ficient to meet all demands, by complying with the follow 
ing recommendations: 


1. That all consumers provide themselves with a sup- 
ply of other fuel, and not depend solely on natural 
gas during the winter months. 


2, That those using gas in furnaces for heating pur- 
poses, be prepared to substitute other fuel after 
December Ist, and entirely discontinue the use of 
gas in furnaces between December lath, and 
March lsth. By discontinuing the use of furnaces, 
a larger supply will be available for cooking and 

lighting purposes, and less inconvenience experi- 

enced by all.

and Ohio railroad tracks on Second 
street. 

As the flag was going to its place the 
Arion Band of Frostburg, played the - 
Star Spangled Banner and it was dur- 
ing this period of the ceremony of dédi- | 


cating not only the National colors. but 
also a service tlag, a Red Cross embtem ' 
and the Third Liberty Loan flag that 

the troops went whirling through town. 

Many in the large audience were from 

nearby points in Maryland, Penney! | 
vania and West Virginia. 

The ceremomes were opened by an 
invocation offered by the Rev. A. D. 
Appleton, pastor of St, Matthew’s P. E.

On one point at least the peace terms 
of the Allies remain vague and unsatis- 
factory. No spokesman for our cause 
has given any hint as to what is to be 
the policy of the Entente Powers with 
regard to the Kaiser, the Crown Prince, 
Tirpitz, and other German leaders who 
are particularly responsible for the be- 
ginning of the war and for the murders 
and barbarities that have distinguished 
it from other wars of modern times. 
Yet there ig no point upon which gen- 
eral public opinion is more unanimous. 

The nations that are opposed to Ger- 
many, apart from their kings, presi- 
dents and milite~y leaders, believe that 
the Kaiser, Tirpitz and others ought to 
be made suffer in their own bodies, not 
only as a punishment for the crimes 
they have eommitteed, but as a warn- 
ing to others, the Toronto Mail and En - 
pire asserts. What the Allied peoples 
would like to see at the end of the war 
is an international court before which 
the Kaiser and his immediate accom- 
plices and advisers rhould be cited and 
trought to trial for their crimes, and 
if convicted upon unimpeachable evi 
dence, either hanged or punished in 
some other suitable manner. If this is 
not done, if the war ends and leaves 
ths Kaiser und his group either the 
rulers of russia or in the fabulously 
wealthy and dignified private gentle- 
men, it will end unsatisfactorily. 

We neyer had much patience with the 
cry that the Allies are not fighting the 
German people, but autocracv and 
millitarism and some other evil abstrac- 
tions. As far as we care to goin the 
matter of separating the Gcrman‘na- 
tion from its rulers is to suppose that 
we are in the position of a sheriff's 
posse that is seeking an outlaw, or 4 
band of outlaws. This band, consist- 
ing of the Kaiser and his accomplices, 
is being defended by the German na- 
tion. We are fighting the German na- 
tion in order that we may lay hands on 
this outlaw band and recover the plun- 
der that it has seized. But having at 
tremendous sacrifice overcome the op- 
position of the nation that is harboring 
the outlaws, and got hold of the fugi- 
tives from international justice, what 
are we going to du with them? Surely 
weare not going to hand them back 
without trial to those who have protect- 
ed them! Unless we are hypocrites 
and believe at heart that the Kaiser is 
simply playing a game with us, and that 
after it is over we should, like magna: 
Nimous winners, shake his hand and 
compliment him on having put up a 
good fight, we must make it clear now 
that the Karser 1s not to be treated dif- 
ferently frum any other accused 
criminal. The German people will 
fight no harder fur knowing what are 
our intentions regarding the Kaiser, 
anda definite statement would thiill 
every soldier in the armies of the Allies 
and bring comfort to every heart that 
mourns a lost one. 


THE |. W. W. CONVICTIONS. 

Four months were consumed in the 
trial of thove 100 members of the I. W. 
W, Atthe end, it took the jury just 
an hour and five minutes to pronounce 
the whole batch guilty. 

In noram! times such an affair would 
have attracted the attention of the en- 
tire country. But the crimes of which 
these people have been convicted were 
not of normal character. Also, any 
coterie of 100 persons that undertakes 
to disrupt plans on the pursuit of which 
100,000,000 haye set their hearts has a 
job too big for it. The efforts of these 
convicted people to disrupt the nation’s 
war effort created not a ripple. During 
the four months their trial has been 
under way the great wave has been 
sweeping On as evenly and resistlessiv 
and unmindful of their pitiful attempt 
to arrest it as does the ocean wave that 
hae passed a buoy.

the whole war effort had spread 
throughout the nation. As it is, 100 
misguided dreamers go to jail, for good 
long perios, we hope, not because of 
what thev did but for what thev tried 
to do. This 1s not the time to be leni- 
ent, not the time to make failure a 
palliative for treasonable attempt. 

The word ‘‘pro-German’’ has been 
rather loosely used at times. It means 
a sympathizer with the enemy. It also 
means a man who follows courses that, 
though his motives may merely be mis- 
taken, help the enemy by handicapping 
us. The amount of pernicious enemy 
propaganda still in the country is prob- 
lematical; it can never be exactly esti- 
| mated, nor can the positive enemy agent 
be easily differentiated from the ordi- 
nary miserable anarchist, industrial or 
political. Germany herself suffers as 
much from the machinations of these 
last as we do, and probably more. The 
| Haywoods are active in every country; 
| cowards, dreamers, iconoclasts. For- 

tunate the country that, like ours, 
| recognizes them for the pariahs they 
are and puts them away at public be- 
hest, not merely in arbitrary effort of 
| the Government to save itself from the 
fruits of the seeds of reyolution that its 
| own acts fertilize.

| THE AMERICAN SOLDIER. 


Everyone expected the American 
| army to put up a good fight. We knew 
| the caliber of our men. 

What we did not know was that our 
army would receive praise for qualities 
which Europe has never associated with 
Americans. The American in Europe 
has often been described as lacking in 
politeness and consideration; as being 
proud, in a half-baked, brainless way, 
of the accomplishments of his country 
end of his own ability. Our own writers 
have pictured Americans as mannerless 
and boorish and frequently offensive to 
their hosts. Wrote Kipling: 


“Calm-eyed he scoffs at sword and 
crown, 
Or panic-blindcd stabs and slays; 
Blatant he bids the world bow down, 
Or cringing begs a crust of praise.’’ 


But when the great test came, our 
army, fur whose hasty aid the Allies 
called frantically, was neither blatant 
in demanding that it be allowed to run 
the war nor did it cringe fur recognition 
of its valor. It is now being praised 
for qualities the opposite of those which 
Kipling saw. Says the Petit Journal 
of Daris: 

“But it is necessary to say emphati- 
cally that all that (brigading American 
troops with British and trench, and the 
like) would not haye been possible, ex- 
cept for the willingness of the Ameni- 
cans in their devotion to the common 
caus2, and their intelligence. It is, in 
fact, their initial abnegation which has 
resulted in such switt winning of 
laurels. All our general officers who 
have American units under their orders 
say it is not possible to he more valiant 
than their soldiers, to show more ardor 
in the work and more tact than their 
officers.’’ 

This 13 the purest of high praise. But 
it reveals that the American soldier has 
shown Europe for the first time what 
the American people are like.

ALL DRAFT BOARDS 
TO REGISTER SATURDAY 


Men Who Have Reached 21 Since 
June Must Report. 


Announcement is made by the draft 
boards that all young men who have 
arrived at the age of 21 years since 
June ;5 must register on Saturday, 
August 24, between the hours of 7a. 
m, and9 p.m. A proclamation was is- 
sued by the President to this effect and 
the order must be obeyed.

This registration has nothing to do 
with that to follow when it is proposed 
to change the age limit. This proposi- 
tion has not yet been passed upon by 
Congress, but is expected to be dispos- 
ed of by the end of this month. Im- 
mediately after the measure is enacted 
into law the President will issue another 
proclamation setting apart the day on 
which this registration is to take place. 
The Proyost Marshal General has stat- 
ed it willbe on a Saturday. Because 


of the great amount of labor involved 
in this undertaking the Governor has 
called dpon .the judges and clerks of 
elections in the state to assist the draft 
boards.

MEANS VICTORY 


European Shortage Places Prob- 
lem Before American Govern- 
ment—Farsighted Policy 
Adopted. 


NEED 75,000,000 BU. WHEAT. 


Food Administration Aake Ald of 
Every American in Gigantle 
Task of Feeding Milllona, 


It la the food problem over there 
that makes a food problem over here. 
If we wished to be supremely selfish— 
and supremely ahortsighted—we could 
go on eating as much as we like and 
whatever we like, without much difti- 
culty or interruption—at least, unti 
the Germans camel 

But we are not doing things !n that 
selfish and suicidal way. We are try- 
Ing to make a great common pool of 
all of our food, and all of the fvod of 
the allies, and all of the food we can 
get from South American and other 
neutrals, and dividing it up fairly 
amovg America, England, France, Bel- 
glum and Italy, 

This does not mean that all of the 
people in the grent pool are going to 
have the same ration, but means that 
we are trying to arrange to hnve 
enough for everybody, so that the sol- 
dlers—our soldiers and thelr soldiers— 
will be well fed, as they have to be 
to fight hard and continuously, and 
that the munitions workers and the 
workers In all the other necessary !n- 
dustries, and the men and women at 
home will all have enough to keep 
allve and well. It ts absolutely neces- 
sary to do this If the war !8 to he won, 
and we are golng to do It, but !t means 
planning, working, arranging, co-oper- 
ating, being careful, not wasting, sav- 
Ing. 

And !t means that each and every 
one of us has got to help, 

Now, we have enough and more than 
enough food for ourse!ves, and the 
Government !s8 golng to see to It that 
we keep here at home a sufficient sup- 
ply of every essential kind of food to 
support our people. But over there 
they simply have not enough, Lord 
Rhondda, the English food controller, 
recently cabled the American food ad- 
ministrator, that unless we can send 
the allles before the next  uropean 
harvest 75,000,C00 bushels of wheat in 
additlon to what had been sent up to 
January 1 of this year he cculd not 
assure the people of the allles that 
they would have a sufficient supply of 
food to carry on the war.

We «are lined up 
under the Flag as we have been at no 
other time in our history and every 
man’s utterance is listene:| to that his 
attitude toward it may be certainly 
known. Individual mob attempts to 
enforce loyalty are to bh» condemned, 
tar and paint are not to |: applied by 
irresponsible hands when # world will 
invoke the ordered processes of nation- 
al protection but we all want to know 
where each man stands upon the vital 
question of democracy. 4 he nation has 
called for witnesses and tl:-re has been 
cheering response. The Kingdom makes 
precisely the same dema::! and while 
the pagaentry of the one ia absent the 
necd is the same. The church, which is 
to the Kingdom what the government 
is to the nation, cannot uae its power 
unless there is the outspoken testimony 
to its worth, What would have been 
the effect upon the world if even half 
our people had been pro-German? Our 
whole machinery of government would 
have been rendered inctfective and suc- 
cessful intervention in behalf of hu- 
manity would have been impossible. 
And the church, so long «= @ majority 
of its adherents is careles:: about avow- 
ing enthusiastic loyalty to its Lord, is 
as helpless as the United States would 
have been under similar circumstances. 
Jesus struck the fundamentally correct 
principle when He insisted upon wit- 
nessing as the primary duty of His fol- 
lowers. One can afford to accept His 
leading even when the meaning is not 
fully clear to one’s own mind so keen 
and clear and sound is His judgment in 
in every case where we are in position 
to appraise it. But there is a deeper 
need in the individual life. Confronted 
by the moral issues of the present con- 
flict what must be the effect upon the 
man who is passively content to be just 
sufficiently loyal to escape interment? 
He becomes an object of suspicion to 
all and sinks into political decrepitude. 
Refusal to be outspoken to the chal- 
lenging call of Christ leaves the same 
impress upon the soul. Some churches 
have other odors than that of sancity 
anda life without a ventilation that 
pours God’s free air thru it becomes an 
unholy thing. We must speak or perish. 
THE THING TO Wiici WE WITNESS. 


Jesus promised that the impact of the 
witnessing life should be as wide as the 
world, in Jerusalem, Judea, Samaria 
and the uttermost parts of the earth, 
There are no unopened doors before the 
opened lips. They were to bear wit- 
ness to Jesus in His Lordship over all 
life. They knew Jesus, Personal ac- 
quaintanceship was at the bottom of ull 
their witnessing. Ard knowing Him 
God became real and man took on new 
proportions. They were explorers in a 
new world finding not an island but a 
continent that stretched in limitless 
prodigality beyond their farthest vision, 
The elation of discoverers was theirs. 
They held a certain relationship to 
Jesus for He had called them ‘‘friends."’ 
They were utterly loyal to Him; this 
was the second thing in their witness. 
Meeting a person is neyer the end, we 
relate ourselves in some fashion along 
the lines of attraction or repulsion to 
that person. And Jesus just now is 
hke the Flag in demanding the accept- 
ance of the full consequences of know- 
ledge. The third thing in the:r witness 
was the demand that the ideals of 
Jesus become controlling in their world. 
If He were Lord of their lives He had 
the right to be the Lord of all lives. 
God as revealed in the acquaintance- 
ship ia a present tact in His world and 
muat be taken into account tn all its 
life. Neither democracy nor religion 
can remain an abstraction. They chal- 
lenge the man and the man's world de- 
manding allegiance. 

THE PERIL OF WITNESSING. 

Germany is beginning to register & 
fear among her business men that is as 
yet scarcely articulate but must be 
fairly prevalent, What is to follow 
the war when the great mass of man- 
kind 18 asked to begin once more the 
purchase of gooda ‘‘made in Germany?”’ 
They have witnessed to the splendor of 
autocracy. They have financed its en- 
deavors. They have furnished the men 
They have built ite 

ymarines. They have shouted over 
lta Lusitania sinkings. They have de- 
rided democracy. What will happen if 
democracy should triumph? What will 
happen in that day if having been deny- 
ed betore men Democracy deny them 
before the rulera of anew world? Cer- 
tainly the peril ia a yery real one. And 
it ia none the Jess so for the one who 
refuses to witness his relationship to 
Jesus Christ inthe day of the King- 
dom’s triumph. There is the certainty 
that the position of a frenchman and a 
German will be different in the day of 
settlement and Jesus said that the same 
thing would be true when He came to 
Hia own. It is normal and natural.

lacka power. He who faila to witness 
ails to count. He faila likewise to 
share the joy of the emancipator of 
souls,

Newspapds, advert Sement 
clabs, large advertisement firms, mo- 
tion pictures and tour-minute men will 
carry the message of the Employment 
Service. What must cuncerns the 
government now is the elimination of 
the labor turnover which is believed to 
be interfering, more than any other 
factor, with the greatest efficiency in 
war work. Estimates of the Govern- 
ment show that the unemployed. as a 
result of the labor turnover, constitute 
25 per cent. of the total number of 
workers. If they can reduce ‘o the 
minimum the continual shifting of men 
from one job to another, the Depart 
ment of Labor believes the procuction 
of the U.S. can be increased i5 per 
cent. 

The idea is to keep men on the job. 
That ia when you get a man on 4 job, 
who is qualified for the place, keep him 
atit. Thetrouble is that- these men 
are working, have a good job and do 
good work, but they hear of another 
job, that may be wil! give them a bit 
Mic money, so they are off ard on 
ag 1, They are drifters. 

The government is spending large 
Money to induce men to come into 
Maryland and work on government jobs. 
ut they have no way of keeping the 
men after it zeta them here, if some la- 
bor agent comes along and offers a 
slight inducement for them to go some- 
where else. 

This state of things has caused Presi- 
dent Wilson to issue « proclamation 
patting the work of employing men in 
government planta or private estab- 
lishments working on government con- 
tracts under control of the Employment 
Seryice. 

This plan went into eifect the first o 
tbe month. After that no laborer, 
whether he is skilled or unskilled, can 
obtain employment ina war industry of 
any kind except through the U, S. Em- 
ployment Service. But the rule works 
both ways, and no employer ina war 
industry can obtain labor of any kind 
save through the Employment Service. 
This publicity campaign is expected to 
reduce the labor turnover to the mini- 
mum. It will also stumulate the war 
worker, through patriotic appeals to 
increase production and to induce la- 
borers now engaged in idustries that 
are not essential to forsake them and 
fill in the gaps in the big industries that 
are helping to win the war. |

Fresh fruits supply the place of sugar in the diet. They 


should be used freely. 


Desserts where sugar is scarce 


may be made of gelatins, Junkets, custards, puddings and 


cakes.

Food Administrator Writes Presi- 
dent America Conserved 141,- 
000,000 Bushels Wheat. 


CREDIT DUE TO WOMEN. 


Meat and Fat Shipments Increased hy 
834,660,049 Pounds. 


Conservation menrures applied by 
the Ainerican people enabled the Unit- 
ed States to ship to the Allled peoples 
and to our own forces overseas 141,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat and 844,600,- 
OW) pounds of meat during the past 
yenr, valued in all at $1,400,000,00v. 
This was accomplished In the face of a 
serious food shortage in this country, 
bespenking the wholeheartedness and 
patriotism with which the American 
people have met the food crisis abroad. 

Food Administrator Hoover, in a let- 
ter to President Wilson, expluins how 
the situation was met The voluntary 
conservation program fostered by the 
Food Administratlon enabled the piling 
up of the miillons of bushels of wheat 
during 1017-18 and the shipment of 
meat during 1017-18, 

The total vulue of all food ship- 
ments to Allled destinatlons amounted 
to $1,400,000,000, all this food being 
bought through or In collaboration 
with the Food Administration, These 
flzures are all based on official reports 
and represent food exports for the 
harvest year that closed June 30, 1018, 

The shipments of meats and fats 
(neluding meat products, datry prod- 
ucts, vegetable olls, ete.,) to Allled des- 
Unations were us follows: 

Fiscal year 1914-17... .2,166,500,000 Ibs. 
Fiscal year 1917-18... ..4,011,100,000 Ibs.

Our slaughterable animals at the be- 
ginning of the last flseal year were not 
Appreelably larger than the year be- 
fore and particularly In hogs; they 
Were probubly less, The Increase in 
shipments is due to conservation and 
the extra welght of animals added by 
our farmers, 

The full effect of these efforts began 
to bear thelr best results In the last 
half of the fiscal year, when the ex- 
ports to the Allies were 2,1338,100,000 
pounds, as against 1,266,500,000 pounds 
In the same perlod of the yenr before, 
This compares with an avernge of 
§01,000,000 pounds of total exports for 
the same half years in the three-yeur 
pre-war period,

shipments to Allied destinations have 
been:

In uad- 
dition to this we have shipped some 
10,000,000 bushels to neutrals depend- 
ent upen ous, and we have recelved 
gome Imports from other quarters, 

“This accomplishment of our people 
In this matter stands out even more 
eleurly if we bear in mind that we had 
avallnble in the fiscal year 1016-17 
from net carry-over and os surplus 
over our normal consumption about 
200,000,000 bushels of wheat which we 
were able to export that year without 
trenching on our home lonf,” Mr, 
Hoover sald. “This Inst year, however, 
owing to the large fallure of the 1917 
wheat crop, we had avallabte from net 
carry-over and production and imports 
only just about our normal consumy 
tion. Therefore our wheat shipments 
to Allled destinations represent up 
proximately suvings from our own 
wheat bread, 

“These figures, however, do not fully 
convey the volume of the effort and 
sacriflee made during the past yenr 
by the whole American people, Te- 
spite the magnificent effort of our agri. 
cultural population In planting a much 
increased acreage In 1017, not only wns 
there n very large failure in whent, 
but also the corn failed to mature prop- 
erty, and our corn {s our dumIinant crup, 

“Tam sure,” Mr. Woover wrote in 
concinding his report, “that all the 
milllons of our people, agricultural ns 
well us urban, who have contributed 
to these results should feel a very 
definite satisfnetion that In a year of 
universal food shortages In the north. 
ern hemisphere atl of thore people 
joined together against Germany have 
come through Into sight of the coming 
harvest not only with wealth and 
strength fully matntained, but with 
only temporary periods of hardship, 

"It Is dlilicult to distinguish between 
various sectlona of our people—the 
homes, public cating places, food 
trades, urban of agricultural popula- 
tlons—in axsessing credit for these re 
sults, but no one will deny the domk 
nant part of the American women.”

averaged 232 pounds each in-

The United States Food Ad- 
ministration, endeavoring to ad- 
just the International food bal- 
ance, promptly removed certain 
restrictions in this country on 
the use of meat and at the same 
time asked for a smaller con- 
sumption of brendstuffs.

Tuesday. We will have larger 
meat stocks for awhile, But

In altering its food conserva- 
tion program the Food Admins 
istratlon emphasizes that the 
food situation 1s of necessity, 
subject to radical changes, 
cuused by crop conditions at 
home and abroad and by the 
preenrious transportation prob- 
lem, both In ‘overseas shipping 
and in America’s overburdened 
transportation system. 

The Food Administration will 
keep the American people fully 
and frankly advised of each 
change in the developing situa- 
tion that they may know defi- 
nitely the part their food sac- 
rilices play ip the world war.

MEYERSDALE’S BRAVE SONS 


WON A CROWN OF GLORY 


THAT SHALL NEVER FADE 


Rev. D. LaViolette, Y. M. C. A. Secretary, Tells a Meyersdale 


Six Divisiona of the Kaiaer’a Army. 


MEYERSDALE, Pa., Aug. 23.— 
“History will lay upon the people of 
Somerset County and Now Brighton a 
evown of glory that shall naver fade 
away.” 


Such was the summing up of the 
message brought to the people of 
Meyeradale yesterday afternoon by 
Rey. F. A. LaViolette, direct from the 
battlefield of France, where Companies 
C and B of the 110th Infantry (the old 
@Fighting Tenth’’ of Pennsylvania) 
won everlasting fame on July 15th by 
holding at bay six divisions—no less 
than 100,000 men—of the kaiser’s pick- 
ed troops and blasted the Huns’ last 
hope to march victoriously into Paris. 

Dr. LaViolette, who was an eye wit- 
neaa of the great battle and with his 
own hands dressed the wounds of some 
of the Somerset county boys and helped 
to bury some of those who gave their 
liyea that liberty and democracy might 
not perish from the earth, declared most 
positively that the second battle of the 
Marne was absolutely the Huns’ last 
great drive on the Western front, and 
that to the boys from Somerset county 
and New Brighton belongs the credit 
for turning the tide of battle and start- 
ing a retreat by the invaders from 
which they will never recover. 

Dr. LaViolette was pastor of a Meth- 
odist Church in Seattle, Washington, 
when he offered his services to the Y. 
M. C. A., asa field secretary to accom- 
pany the American army to France and 
was with the 110th regiment from the 
time they landed over there until July 
25th, when he started on a furlough to 
his home in Seattle and stopped off in 
Western Pennsylvania enroute at the 
special request of Gen. Coulter to de- 
liver a message direct to the fathers 
and mothers of the boys who played 
such a heroic part in the battle that is 
considered the turning point of the war. 

Although under great nervous strain 
from the harrowing experiences he 
passed through, Dr. LaViolette has 
visited a number of the towns of West- 
ern Pennsylvania during the past week 
to proclaim the heroism of the 1(%th, 
110th and I1lth regiments, composed 
largely of men from the southwestein 
part of Pennsylvania, and especially of 
Companies C and B of the lluth, which 
stood the brunt of the Hun attack July 

He said he left what was left of our 
boys on the 25th of July, after the Huns 
had been driven back accross the Marne 
and® miles bevond the position they 
had occupied since July 1st and were 
still falling back as the result of the 
defeat they sutfered through the heroic 
stand made by the Pennsylyania boys 
and the Allied counter attack after the 
Huns had spent their fury in the first 
few days of their drive. 

When the full history of this yreat 
world War is written, he said, no other 
community will enjoy the peculiar dis- 
tinction that belongs to New Brighton 
and Somerset county. No distinction 
has come in all history to any people 
that will come to us on account of the 
part taken by our boys in the action 
which has resulted in descending Ger- 
man power and the waning glory of 
military autocracy. ‘'They shall not 
pass’’ was the watchword thas was 
given our boys when they were put out 
in front at the very point where the 
Germans had planned to break through 
on their way to Paris. 

He told of the Germans’ well-laid 
plana to break through. Their pro- 
gram was magnificent and their atrat- 
egy perfect. “I don’t know why it 
wasn't carried out,’’ he said: ‘'but 
there are two reasons: First, the 
Pennsylvanians were there, and God 
was there.’’ 

Dr. LaViolette gave a graphic de- 
scription of the battle that raged during 
the week of July 14-21, telling about 


the terrible gunfire started by the Huns: 


on the night of July lith along a 2m- 
mile front, with the little Pennsylvania 
battalion, chiefly composed of boys from 
Somerset and Beaver counties, lying 
out there in the very yortex of the 
malestrom of battle. For three days 


the German assault continued and the) 


thin line of Americans that was being 
pounded with all the might of the Ger- 
man hordes wondered why the reserves 
did not come and relieve them. But 
the French corps commander was bid- 
ing his time—that was part of the 
French strategy. Atlast the hour to 
strike back was made known in a very 
providential manner. 

Dr. LaViolette said on the night of 
the 17tb, when he was all worn out and 
filled with despair, he went back to his 
hut and drew himself on a cot fora 
little reat. Before he could close his 
ayes in sleep a poor little dove fluttered 
in at his open window and dropped on 
the window aill. With no thought that 
it wasa carrier pigeon, possibly with 


an important message, God put it into 
hia heart to be kind to the little be- 
wildered, battle-tossed bird, so he got 
op and took it in his band, and lo! 


fastened to its leg was a little tube! 


which he untied and opened, and found 
it contained a message written in Ger- 
man. He could not read it, but sensed 
that it might be important, so he gave 
it to an orderly, Ed. Baer, of Greens- 
burg, who, in company with a Frenc’ 
officer on a side-car motorcycle rushed 
it to the headquarters of the French 
Major General commanding, where it 
was translated as a German call for 
help, the message reading: '’'Unless we 
have immediate reinforcements cannot 
hold the line.’’ That was after Com- 
panies B and C and other co-operating 
units had held the overwhelming hordes 
of Huns at bay for three days. 

When the Germans considered them- 
selves fought to a standstili and were 
calling for help, seemed a good time to 
strike, so the French corps commander 
flashed the order along the line to ad- 
vance within a few minutes after the 
Germans’ call for help was delivered 
into the wrong hands bv a little bird 
which God somehow directed to fly over 
into the Franco-American lines instead 
of back to the German crown prince’s 
headquarters. . 

**And, my God, how they did strike!’’ 
exclaimed the speaker. That moment 
marked the time of the Huns.”’ 

He saw the tanks, the long lines 
of poilus and khaki-clad cavalrymen 
come swinging along at a brisk pace, 
and bv Thursday morning the Ger- 
mans, were in full retreat. By Sunday, 


July 21, one week after the Germans’ | 


last big drive was launched, the crown 
prince and his great general, Von 
Boehm, saw the last hope of the Hun 
hordes to tread the streets of Paris 
receding. 
Dr. LaViolette stated that the wound- 
ed men of Companies 8 and C began to 
come trudging back to the dressing 
| stations Monday morning. He helped 
to bind up their wounds and saw them 
sent back to the base hospital. 
On Friday the Americans began to 
' bury their dead and he helped to search 
| the ground on which our boys had made 
\tneir gallant stand, and found many 
| dead Germans, but comparatively few 
‘Americans. He personally helped to 
bury Serg. Herbert Hochard. of Somer- 
set, and H’rivate Clawson of Latrobe. He 
himself found these Iwo men where 
| they died back ot their machine yun, 
and around them a pile of empty shells 


| 


several inches high, with not one un- 
exploded cartridge among them. ‘'The 
story was there,’’ said the "‘Y"'’ man. 


“These two brave men had held off an 
entire company of German machine 
gunners for two hours with a sinyie 
machine gun. The sergeant had eyi- 
dently pointed the weapon while the 
private fedit. Their protection was a 
little bank of carth thrown up along the 
roadside. How they died none can tell, 
except that they died gloriously.’’ 

Company C, he said in his Mt. Pleas- 
ant address, lost 21 killed, five wound- 

ed, and four officers and 1t4 men mis- 
sing. 

To his Meyersdale audience, Dr. La 
Violette said it was his positive convic- 
tion that not one of the missing Com- 
pany C officers is dead. He said he be- 
lieved positively that Lieutenants 
Crouse and Schell are alive but pris- 
oners. He said every man found dead 
and every wounded man treated at the 
dressing stations had been reported 

, through the War Department. “Every 
man reported missing is most probably 
in Germany today and raising hob with 
‘the Germans over there this minute,’’ 
he said. 

The last time he saw Capt. Truxal, 
he said, he was lying in a gutter in the 
little village of Reuily, near Conde en- 
Brie, on the banks of the Marne, with 
the tube of a gas mask in his mouth, 
but his face not covered with the mask. 
He had been overcome by mustar¢ gas 
from German shells. He was glad to 
hear that the captain had since report- 
ed he was alive in Rastatt prison, where 
he will have a blistering time and scant 
rations, but will probably be put to 
work at farming, so that he will be a 
good farmer, according to German 
standards by the time he is released. 
| Dr. LaViolette stated that none of 
our boys were gassed with chloride gas 
Nothing but mustard gas was used 
against them, which is painful to the 
skin, but does not affect the lungs as 
does chloride gas. 

“If I didn’t come from the great state 
of Washington, I’d want to come from 
Pennaylvania,’’ the °’Y’’ man said, 
**where my good buddies come from, 
and I wish I could be with them over 
there this minute. They’re just like 
children over there. I was both daddy 
and mammy tothem. I am glad I was 
able to be there with them in your 
place.”’

In the proper manner when the bun- 
dies are pitched on promiscuously and 
at Irregular intervals. The governor 
which controls the feeder should be 
adjusted so that It will stop feeding 
nas quickly as possible when the speed 
is reduced belyw normal. By all 
menns It should be adjusted to act 
more quickly than the governor on the 
engine. If a reduction In the speed of 
the cylinder does not stop the feeder 
hefore the engine governor acts, the 
speed will plck up again and the bun- 
dles will continue to move Into the ma- 
chine without giving the separator 
time to clear Itself of the overload 
which originally reduced the speed. 

The bundles should be pltched on 
one at a time, with the heads toward 
the machine, and the distances be- 
tween bundles should be as nearly unk 
form as possible.

Probably more groin Is wasted from 
fallure to clean up at the end of a 
setting than from any other single 
cause, Just as much eare should be 
taken in cleaning up all the unthra@ 
ed straw und loose grain that has ae- 
cumulated around the machine nag is 
tuken with the rest of the fob. Even 
with the best of cure a considerable 
amount of unthrashed straw will ne- 
cumulate sround the feeder {nthe 
course of a day's work, If the straw 
Is very drv, considerable grain will 
shatter from the heads as it Is being 
pitched) fram the wagons or. stacks 
onto the feeder, Small plles of chaff 
and straw which eontaln a certain

A FRAUD AT WORK 
Collecting Penalties In Name of 
Food Administration 


To the Editor of The Republican. 

Several reports haye reached this of- 
fice that parties claiming to be repre- 
sentatives of the United States Food 
Administration have accused house- 
holders, boarding-house keepers, mil- 
lers, and others of violating the Food 
Administration regulations and kave 
collected some penalties. 

No representative of the Food Ad- 
ministration, other than the County Ad- 
ministrators and the Federal Adminia- 
trator or his deputies in the Baltimore 
office has any power to impose or 
recommend any penalty, and no money 
penalties are imposed either by County 
Administrators or by the Baltimore of- 
fice excepting in the form of a voluntary 
contribution to some one of the war 
funds. 

Any other person asking for money 
in the name of the Food Administration, 
isa fraud and should be immediately 
placed under arrest and turned oyer to 
the proper authorities. This office will 
make every effort to see that such an 
individual is put behind the bars, where 
he betongs. 

All friends of the Food Administration 
are urged to give this statement the 
widest possible publicity.

1 put on tull speed and signaled to the 
other planes to follow, They evident- 
ty dit not see my signal, for they 
didn't go dawn with me. When T got, 
foo meters from the Boche T started:

TP omust have 
zot him. bewever, with the fitst blast, 
for when T pulled up to make another 
live he was silent. 

“Then something happened that 
would moke the gowlest man on earth 
cuss, and as Dam not one of the best, 
you cnn Imiugine that T left Nttle un 
sald, Afy motor stopped nbsolutely 
dead. There was only one thing for me 
to do und that was to dive, lose the 

loche and try to volplane to the 
French lines. As T went past the Ger- 
man omachine ft Emmedintely came 
down and, putting some nice steel very 
close to him, T did all the nerobaecy I 
had ever learned. When T had finished 
1 found that { had come down from 
| 100 to 1,000 feet and there was no 
Boche In stght. 

“LT then looked around for a place to 
lund.

T then stepped 
out of the machIne—right on the face

of a dead German. It took moe amin 
Nite to realize what was happening and 
T awoke to the sound of bullets whiz 
zing past my head.

Looking tround, however, all I 
could see was dend Germans. [t sad 
deniy dawned on me that Dwas in Ne 
Man's Land. Of all the places there 
are to dand fn Vranee and Germany J 
had to land between the two. 

“Then T realized what a predicament 
T was in and began to think up some 
way to get ont of it. The thought came 
tome that If [was nearer the German 
lines than to the French, [ had better 
get rid of those incendiary balls In ny 
pocket, for if the Germans enteh you 
with them you ure shot at once. I 
climbed back into my mactdne to the 
fune of bullets and took out a load ol 
over 300 cartridies, threw them on the 
sround and then removed my compass 
and altimeter. 

“The first thing I struck wos a grave, 
untinished, with two of the enemy fn 
tt.) Lensed myself down Into It. lifted 
up one of the Germans and put the 
eartridges heneath hii. I started 
walking back to my machine. As 1 
get near It the Boche Hines started 
their mitrailleurs and rifles nt me, and 
the Freneh, unaware that [was one of 
them, also opened up. DP had to walk 
oOO feet between the lines and It was 
no joke with all that tire concentrated 
ta my direction, One bullet passed so 
close to my face that [really felt: the 
wind. T decided that Md have to go to 
one of the lines, enemy or friend, but 
just then T heard a machine overhead, 
[looked up and saw white puffs break 
ing out all nround ft. 

“Gn ahe way the tire got so hot I 
rell face down, tid f didn't 
neve tor, f guess, five ininutes. There 
being na yood renson for my beng 
shot like a deg.

Some are asking what will be the po- 
litical aspects; or what of the financial 
and military interests, while some are 
asking what is to be the fate of our re- 
ligion, and what shall be the attitude of 
faith. That will depend largely on the 
kind of religion we have. There is 
quite a bit of religiosity in the world, 
which may look well but has not the 
meat inside. Mere forms of religion 
may be demolished, and faith in phan- 
toms may vanish, but Chrietianity—the 
religion of Jesus Christ the Son of God, 
and faith in Him as the Saviour and 
King, will never fail.

They stand 
aghast, horritied, almost paralyzed at 
the thuu,ht of it and say how can we 
keep heart, or maintain faith in the 
face of all this. 

ut is Christianity a failure because 
it did not prevent this’ If se thenwe 
must count as failures all those agencies 
on which we depended to prevent the 
catastrophe. Theneducation is a tail- 
ure. From a religious viewpoint we 
may preperily condem war, but from 
the standpoint of intelhwence it 1s 
fuolish beyond all doubt, and the un- 
versities of the world have been in ex- 
istence long enough to have taught men 
the foolishness of war. But the schouls 
of Germany, from universities down, 
have for halt a century been teaching. 
the righteousness of war, on their jart 
at least, and the teaching of that 
country has been largely responsible 
for this blocdy war, 

If Christianity 1s a failure how about 
commerce. 

It promised tu bind the nations in a 
unit ev that what happened to one would 
happen to all and thus the race would 
be one familv. Jt was thought this of 
its self would demonstrate theumprotita- 
bleness of war and so make it impos- 
sible. But these economic bonds have 
proved to be a cause of strife. For 
years past the social idea has been gain- 
ing ground, and though not socialists in 
the technical sense, yet we counted in 
the socialist brotherhood uniting mil- 
lions of workmen in all countries in a 
league pledged ayainst war. Yet the 
voice of the socialists has been sur. 
prisingly weak against this awful war. 
International law tied its hand and in 
its conventions guaranteed to Belgiun 
her neutrality. What of those jeuar- 
antees? They are not worth the paper 
on which they are written. Military 
necessity knows nv law, and so haa torn 
to shreads the finest work of the hest 
interaational lawyers of the world. 
Must we then conclude that all of our 
ideal agencies have failed, and shall we 
cast them ande’ There wilicome a period 
of reconstruction—it can’t come too soon 
fur most of us,—a period when men will 
be :compelled to rely on these same 
agencies that some are ready to cde- 
nounce as failures now. They are the 
best hopes of humanity, there is no 
occasjon for dispair concerning them. 
We will only understand them better 
and make & finer use of them. Christi- 
anity, especially, will arise out of the 
debris, with brighter, purer things and 
soar higher, carrying with her, to a 
higher level, all whose faith will adhere 
to her. Christianity is the hope of the 


| age, the reconstructing force, thee levat- 


ing principle, the sanctifying influence 
of mankind. We are facing the greatest 
crisis of the age, how shall we meet it? 
In despair or with hope? We must 
meet it with a sublime faith in Him, 
who is the suthor of our Christanity, in 
the ability of our King to adjust the af- 
fairs of this world ao that the best in- 
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terest of His subjects shall be attained, 


and His own glory enhanced, And this 
will come in due time. Wars that curse 
the world will be unknown. Peace that 
passeth all understanding will yet be 
established on the earth.

Gabriel d’ Annunzio . . 


By Frederick J. Haskin 


Among the personal transformations 
which the war has worked, Capt. 
Gabriel d’ Annunzio of the Italian Fly- 
ing Corps, who recently crossed the 
Alps with a squad of planes to dropa 
warning in the streets of Vienna, is 
certainly one of the most remarkable. 
Betore the war d’Annunzio was widely 
famed asa poet and esthete, a ladies 
man and an autocrat with a fine scorn 
for what he termed ‘‘democratic mud.’’ 
When the war broke out he enlisted in 
the flying corps, won rapid promotion, 
and has been many times mentioned in 
dispatchea. He is further reputed to 
have renounced his autocratic philosophy 
and tohave endorsed in his speeches 
the principles advocated by President 
Wilson. 

To thus leave a life of esthetic ease 
for the hardships and dangers of battle 
and to renounce a life-long contempt for 
the principles of democracy by going 
forth to fight for them, would be suf- 
ficiently remarkable in a young man. 
But Gabriel d’Annunzio is 54 years old. 

According to members of the Italian 
War Missions here in Washington, the 
message which d’Annunzio dropped in 
Vienna the other day was as follows: 
“Tothe people of Vienna: We could 
drop tons of bombs, but we Italians do 
not make war on women, children and 
old men—only on your blind, obstinate, 
cruel government, which cannot give 
you either peace or bread, but feeds 
you on hatred and illusions.’’ 

Gabriel d’Annunzio has none of the 
ecnventional characteristics of the 
Greenwich Village type of poet. To be- 
gin with, if compelled to live in Ameri- 
ca, d’Annunzio would not live in Green- 
wich Village at all but on Riverside 
Drive. He likes all the luxuries of life. 
His clothes are immaculate, his finger- 
nails elaborately manicured, and his 
hair—well, what there is of it is short, 
but he is mostly bald. 

He is described as a little thin man, 
with fair hair and short Van Dyke 
beard, with large gray eves and rather 
thick, sensuos lips. He is famous in 
Italy for his love affairs and his dramas. 
He long professed the belief that the 
morals made for ordinary men should 
be disregarded whenever they interfer- 
ed with art. Thus in his great tragedy. 
“The Triumph of Death,’’ produced by 
Serah Bernhart at the Renaissance 
Theatre in Paris, we tind d'Annunzio 
announcing through the lips of Ales- 
sandro that everything musi be sacri- 
ticed to wenius. Aleseandrois in love 
with a young girl, Idianca Maria, and, 
according tu the above stated principle, 
pushes his suit in spite of the fact that 
he has a devoted blind wife. 

Asa personality study alone, d’An 
huzio is among the most interesting of 
the world’s literati. He is so varied. 
In addition to his literary activities he 
has raised a family of several buoys, tu 
whom he is devoted. He keeps a ken- 
nel of racing dogs, which he used to 
take to Paris every so often tou compete 
In dog races. And he has quite a repu- 
tation as a hunter of Italian foxes. His 
horses are all thoroughbreds, and be- 
fore the war he used to ride horseback 
every morning. He is also said to be 
very fund of swimming and fencing 
When the motor-car came along d'An- 
nunzio immediately bought one and 
went in for motoring, and with the in- 
vention of aeroplanes he immediately 
became an aviation enthusiast. It is in- 
teresting to note that = d’Annenzio's 
first flight was made with one of the 
Curtis brothers in 1910, and now in 1918 
Hugo d’Annunzio, his son, is here in 
America showing an American plant 
how to make Caproni aeroplanes, 

D’Annunzio. here entered the Italisn 
aviation corps at the» beginning of the 
waras a reconnoisance expert. He 
does not run his own machine, but 
choosing the most daring of the pilots, 
flies over the enemy’s lines anu spies 
upon them. He has uncovered in this 
way a great deal of important informa 
tion about the enemy and prevented at 
least one large disaster It was his 
idea to tly over Vienna two years ajo, 
dropping words of wisdom on the Vi- 
ennese, but the commander of the Italian 
aviation corps refused to permit him. 
They needed him at home, he said. 

Before the war d’Annunzio was one 
of the greatest disciples of autocracy. 
In one of his novels he speaks of the 
“mud of democracy’’ which was de- 
stroying the fine tradition of the Italian 
nobility. Since the war, however, he 
is a great exponent of the Wilsonian 


democracy. In the first year of the 
war he made one of the most stirring 
war speeches that has been made in 
Italy--a speech which is said to have 
had more effect in deciding Italy to join 
the Allies than any other one thing.

Canadian Soldier, Incapacitated °f 2¢4F town: 


Through Wounds, Here to 
Preach Democracy. 


Officially designated by the Federal: 
Foael Administrator as worthy and wil- 
ling to spread the gospel of Democracy | 
among American miners, who are be- 
ing called upon to redouble their efforts 
to meet the ever-increasing demands 
for coal, Private R. A. Quigley, late of 
the Nineteenth Canadian Infantry, who 
received his baptism of fire in the Flan 
ders inferno early in the world war and 
who was honorably discharged atter 
two years’ service because of physical 
disability through wounds suffered, ar- 
rived in Cumberland Tuesday for a 
speech-making tour through the’ 
George's Creek, Upper Potomac and 
Somerset regions, now being arranged 
by Federal Agent Howard P. Brydon. ; 

Private Quigley is a native of Bel- 
fast, Ireland, the Celtic characteristics 
of dash and daring standing out prom- 
inently in his outspoken convictions, 
appearance and emphatic manner of 
address. Three horrible sharpnel 
wounds in his back and legs, one of 
which wounds has as yet refused to 
yield to treatment sufficiently to heal, 
have not quenched his ardor nor dimi- 
nished his courage, for he would wil- 
lingly even now return to that Hell up- 
on earth—the front line trench—did not 
bis disability forbid. 

Private Quigley came to America in 
1913. He secured employment in an 
Ohio steel industry. The desire to as-' 
sist in repelling the onslaught of the 
Hun came to him early in the war. He 
crossed the border and enlisted with the | 
Nineteenth Canadian Infantry on Feb. : 
15, 1915. The following June Private’ 
Quigley was in Flanders facing the foe. | 
He went through the battles of 
Messines Ridge, St. Eloy, the second 
battle of Ypres and the second battle 
of the Somme. Hair breadth escapes 
fell to his lot without number in this 
awful series of sanguinary conflicts. 
Twice he was half buried by exploding 
shells. On another occasion in the 
battle of Ypres, his company was sub- 
jected to the most terrific and concen- 
trated shell tire fora period of twelve 
hours. There were ninety-cacualties 
out of a total company strength of 250, 
and every man was all but a nervous 
wreck from shell shock and the strain 
of the perilous situation, yet the 
trench was held and the position was 
maintained in the face of this frightful 
onslaught. 

Private Quigley has been an eye 
witness of every conceivable barburity 
the Hun has been guilty of perpetrat- 
ing. He admits that he could recount 
by the hour instances of fiendish 
atrocities committed by theGermans, but 
that is not his mission here. His force 
ful eloquence, and he possesses it, will 
be devoted largely to impressing upon 
his hearers the necessity for greater 
output, that world democracy may 
triumph and German Kultur may be 
consigned to the Hell it has sought to 
create for decency and righteousness. 
True word pictures of life at the front, 
trench fighting, machine gun attacks, 
barrages, ‘‘over the top’”’ and all of the 
instrumetalities and agencies of modern 
war will punctuate his addresses, but 
the deep underlying motive and inspir- 
ing thought will be his fervent, oft re- 
repeated appeal for greater production 
of coal and the necessity therefore. 

Private Quigley has small respect for 
the pacifist in whatever guise and what- 
soever degree he may exist. Occasion- 
ally he encounters one in his travels. 
Recently one of this yellow backed 
species inquired of Private Quingley 
why he was so emphatic in his view 
that the Hohenzollern dynasty must be 
annihilated, root and branch. The Can- 
adian soldier then related this incident. 
Private Quigley was in quest of fiire- 
wood, It was fearfully cold in the win- 
ter of 191-16 while the Messines Ridge 
campaign was on, and fuel was very, 
very scarce. He located a piece 
of timber in a pile of debris which 
had once been a French home until 
the Hun had demolished it by shell 
fire and bombs. He called to several 
comrades to assist him in extricat- 
ing the timber. In so doing there 
was exposed to view the remains of 
three French children, bayonetted and 
butchered by the Huns, and their bodies 
buried beneath the debris of their once 
happy home. 

Private Quigley and his comrades re- 
moved their bodies and on the hillside 
nearby tenderly consi,ned the muti- 
lated corpses to the grave, over which 
@ wooden croas was placed bearing the 
inscription, ‘‘Here lies three unknown 
French children, butchered by the Ger- 
mans.”’ 

It did not require any further illus- 
tration to the pacifist. That private 
Quigley retains and will die with the 
conviction that the best German of the 
Hohenzollern school of Kultur is one 
who has passed to his final reckoning 
and now and for all eternity is feeding 
the flames of Hell.

FROM OVER THERE 


By Garrett County Boys. 


Delbert Dayis, of the foreign forces, 
bas sent the following to his mother 


July 26, 1918, 


Dear MoOTHER:—It has been quite a 
while since I heard from you, but I 


| guess I’ll soon get all my back mail in 


abunch. We are expecting to move 
sometime and our mail has gone to our 
destination. God only knows where 
that is. ; : 

I suppose you are in the midst of a 
big harvest. I can imagine how things 
are looking back there. There are quite 
a number of wheat fields around close 
and they are ripe. They are cuttin 
them and it 1s amusing to watch their 
crude fifty-year old methods. The 
wheat crop is, to all appearances, a 
good one. This seems to be a very 
seasonable harvest. It does most 
of its raining at omght and not 
much of it at that. Yesterday was a 
fine day but it rained most all night and 
is still at it this morning. The sun 
comes out every once in awhile and 
makes the old world look mighty bright. 


some of us had to shift our cots. 

This is my week at the line and I'm 
here. We havea roomto sleep in, a 
room to eat in with a stove, tables, etc., 
and our operating room, which hasn’t 
been christened as yet. We arise about 
7:30 breakfast on French toast, syrup, 
coffee and butter; work about an hour 
cleaning up, then pitch horse shoes, 
play bail or something of the kind till 
dinner; then we amuse ourselves as best 
we can till supper, and supper is some 
meal. Last night we had real pumpkin 
pie, steak, white bread, tea, etc.; then 
till bed time we read, write or swap 
lies out under the stars. I never get to 
bed till twelve for our rations come in 
about then and the sergeant has to stay 
up and sign for it. Then another night 
and the same routine over again. 

I wish they’d leaye me up here in- 
stead of baying to spend four-fifths of 
my time in the back area. 

The other evening we played one of 
the infantry companies a game of base 
ball. Three enemy observation baloons 
viewed the game and several airplanes 
flew over during its progress. Webeat 
them 21 to 14. Some game, that was. 
I sometimes wonder what Fritz thinks 
of these Yankees playing ball between 
the trenches. He’s awaking to the fact 
that they really mean business and can 
stick up to their meaning. 

There are some boys coming in here 
who werefat Wesleyan the same time | 
was. Iam anxious to see them before 
we leave. 

Well, mother, there is very little to 
say and itis hard to write when one 
gets no mail, but when we arrive where 
it is I'll do some writing.

DEakR Sik: Justa few 
France. 

Only ten months ago this morning I 
left Oakland to commence training. This ! 
morning I'm sitting inthe entrance of 
my dug-out in the support line trenches. : 
This isa rainy morning like that, al- 
though you can imagine whata dif- 
erence in the surroundings. 1 didn’t 
like the idea of marching around Oak- 
land the evening before I left in the 
rain, but I would enjov it now I think. | 

We have been through the lines once | 
and back for rest. All seemed very in 
teresting for us the first time so we 
were ready to come back when our rest 
was over. 

We are occupying a rather quiet sec- | 
tion at present, although some of the 
big guns are always pounding away. 

This was once a beautiful country but 
is ruined close the lines. The villages | 
are in ruins from artillery fire and the | 
land is all torn to pieces by trenches, 
dug-outs and shell holes. I have seen 
lots of France and the part not close the 
lines is very nice yet. The women, 
children and men above the army age 
raise the crops to feed the soldiers and 
themselves. 

The villages and towns here are of an 
old type. In some parts of France 
there are herds of sheep cared for by 
shepherds as of ancient times. We see 
things quite interesting every day which 
keeps time from dragging. I have heen 


lines from 


over here almost three months but it! 


doesn’t seem near so long 

When we went to Camp Gordon there 
were five of us Garrett county boys to- 
gether, but now Ernest Gortner and 
myself are all that are left. I have 
seen a couple of the other bovs over 
here, though. There are so many boys 
from Garrett over here that you probab- 
ly would think we could see each other 
often, but since we’ cannot write where 
we are and the battle lines are over so 
vast a territory itis luck that we find 
each other at all. 

I'm surely prcud to speak of the part 
my home county is dving in this war. 
They have surely been doing all that is 
in their power. I’m also proud of the 
representatives in this war from Garrett 
county for they’re not only sending all 
that is possible for our welfare over 
here.

Women Drivers Needed 


By Frederick J. Haskin 


Three hundred women motor drivers 
are needed by the American Red Cross 
for duty in France. The recruiting of 
feminine chauffeurs has already begun 
in New York where, it is hoped, the 
first unit of 50 women may be mobiliz- 
ed and sent across by October 1. Mean- 
time, other cities are preparing to sup- 
ply their quotas. 

This call is issued by the director of 
motor service at national headquarters 
of the American Red Crogs in answer 
to a cabled request from the Paris of- 
fice, which states that there is a great 
need for women messengers, ambulance 
and camion drivers behind the lines—a 
need that will be only temporarily met 
by these 300 drivers. Already more 
than 6,000 English and French women 
are reported to be enegaged in this 
work, but many more are needed. This 
is only the first call. 

Women whocan afford to donate their 
services are asked to do so. The 
American{Red Cross will pay their 
traveling expenses, and if necessary an 
allowance of 450 france ($85) a month 
outside of Paris and of 600 france ($100) 
a month when in Paris will be paid t> 
expert drivers who are dependent upon 
their own resources. 

To be eligible for this work a woman 
must have passed her twenty-fifth 
birthday, must be fairly robust, and 
possess an impeccable patriotic record. 
As far as possible, candidates for this 
service will be selected from the local 
divisions of the American Red Cross 
Motor Corps already in existence, for 
the women of the Red Croas Motor 
Corps are thoroughly trained and ex- 
perienced in the duties of war mes- 
sengers and ambulance chauffeurs. 

Early last year the American Red 
Cross, realizing the need for women 
drivers both at home and abroad, creat- 
ed a separate bureau, known as the 
Bureau of Motor Service, with offices 
at the National Headquarters, for the 
purpose of organizing chapter motor 
corps throughout the county. It now 
has 14U such organizations to its credit, 
with a membership of over 6,(4k1 wo- 
men. 

The size of a local motor corps de- 
pends entirely upon the requirements of 
the local Red Cross chapter. It ranges 
all the way from six to 60 drivers. Red 
Cross motor drivers are classified in two 
divisions, the first division including 
ambuiance and truck drivers, and the 
second division including the drivera of 
passenger cara for messenger work. 

Drivers in the first division are chosen 
for their abilty to drive trucks and 
ambulances owned by the local chap- 
ters. They must be graduates of a 
mechanical course specified by the Red 
Cross‘ and possess a first aid certificate. 
In most casey a candidate for the am- 
bulance division is sent to # hospital for 
12 days’ experience in it's emergency 
room, or cn one of its ambulances, but 
that is not insisted upon. The | 
Cras Motor Corps conducts sanitary and 
sufficient to 
teach the members how to lift and care 
tor wounded soldiers. 

The second division of the chapter 
motor corps, on the other hand, is re- 
cruited entirely among women who can 
afford to donate not only their services 
No woman is ac- 

cepted, however, who cannot pass an 
examination demonstrating her ability 
to drive, as well as a knowledge of sim- 
ple mechanics and traffic rules. A mo- 
tor corps makes all other volunteers 
fade into insignificance. She even buys 
her own gasoline, oil and tires, and if 
she is fined for exceeding the speed 
limit while hurrying some Ked Cross 
j message to its destination she pays the 
! fine. 
Each Red Cross motor corps has a 
| captain, who assembles her forces, 
trains them and assigns them to various 
' duties. There are lieutenants, too, but 
. these are ranks of distinctiog rather 
i than of utility. When you are messen- 
| ver ina Red Cross motor corps your 
: var is pledged for a certain number of 
» hours each week, and three failures to 
appear at these hours, unless detained 
| by illness, is considered sufficient cause 
for dishonorable discharge. When your 
| hour of duty approaches you report at 
the motor corps headquarters and are 
i detailed by the officer in charge for 
‘certain service, Sometimes you are 
‘turned over to the home service section 
and spend the morning driving Red 

Cross social workers from point to 
‘point. Canteen workers are trans-

FROM OVER HERE 


Garrett County Soldiers Write 


From Southern Camp. 


To the Editor of The Republican. 

After so long a time we hope you wil 
permit us a few linesin your paper in 
behalf of the boys who entrained at 
Oakland station Aug. 6th for camp. 

After due consideration we thought | 
it best not to write our letter under 
firat impressions of camp life. This 
letter, therefore, will deal in brief out- 
line of our trip coming to camp and our 
schedule after our arrival. 

Allleft Oakland practically in good 
spirita and were very orderly the whole 
way. 

Immediately upon our arrival in Cum- 
berland we had dinner at the Queen 
City Hotel. Then a special train was 
made up ot more draftees from other 
sections of the county. Before the train 
left, the Cumberland band furnished 
the boys with a few of their best selec- 
tions to cheer them on their way, while 
the citizens and girls of the town 
saluted and waved their hands and, 
handkerchiefs from the windows and 
sidewalks. 

As we bounded down the valley, the 
atmosphere became dryer and the sun 
hotter, and just to think, our trip just 
started and over 700 miles of hotter 
road to travel. 

We ardived in Washington about 7:30 
p.m., where we were switched off ona 
side-track to rest. During our pleasur- 
able recess in the train coaches and 
standing around in the hot sun, te 


ladies of the Red Cross appeared on the 
acene, and bless vou. we were royally 
treated. It gave ua a fair social and 
made us feel like we had mothers and 
sisters even far away from home. They 
were m veritable service from Wash- 
ington even to Spartansburg. At all 
our stops they served us with iced tea, 
cigaretts, chewing gum, cakes, post 
cards and smiles. The Red Cross, let 
it be remembered, will not receive their 
reward here. Asan orginization they 
are doing more to keep up the morale: 
of the army than any other single 
agency. 

We arrived at Spartansburg Thurs- | 
day morning about 1, and were trans- | 
fered from the station in motor trucks | 
to the camp and were served a short | 
lunch and quartered in our tents. Since: 
that day.until the present it has been 
examinations, innoculations and drill, 
with all of which we have become | 
quite familiar, and have learned to like | 
“‘drill.”’ 

Well now for eats. The mess rations: 
run about as follows. Breakfast: fried 
potatoes, well done, rolled oats or corn 
tlakes, scrambled eggs or otherwise, 
bread and coffee. Dinner: potatoes, 
liver with stewed onions or boiled beef, 
rice pudding, baked beans, lima beans 
and sliced cabbage, also tomatoes raw 
Then the last course or desert comes: 
prunes, banannas, apple pie, cinnamun 
rolls, cake and lemon sauce, drinks | 
either ice tea or lemonade. Supper: 
potatoes, salmon or other meats, maca-, 
roni, peas, canned corn, bread, jelly, 
apricots and cake. Iced tea or lemon: | 
ade for drinks. This was our daily | 
menu for the first week and the second | 
was ditto. | 

The weather has been very reasonable 
since we came, for the benefit of those, 
who lived farther north. The temper. ; 
ature running as high as 125 in the; 
shade, but there isn’t any shade. | 

We like everything except the water) 
and climate. We like the army and the 
girls, but the latter we don’t see very | 
frequently as they stay down at the 
city and we don’t get to go down there 
very often, 

But we are thoroughly optimistic for 
the future. The worst is vet to come 
and then; behcld a better day. 

Just in closing we want to assure 
our folks at home that we are going to 
make good our every tribute in bring- 
ing this reign of terror to a close and in! 
the end an honorable peace fitting for 
the principles of a Christian democracy.

A BIG PART NOW 


General Foch Used French Horse- 
men to Advantage ii 
Big Drive. 


PROVE e000 FIGHTERS AFOOT 


Rides 80 Miles in Day and Relieves 
Hard-Pressed British in Flanders 
—Makes New Place for 
Self in Warfare. 


Washlngton.—SkHiful use of French 
eavalry has marked General Poet's 
tactics ever sinee he took over control 
ef the allied armies as supreme eom- 
mnander, fecording to Information 
reaching tilitury circles here. The 
horsemen have played an important 
role In the whole baltle of 1918, as 
the struggle which begun March 21 
with the first German drive lias come 
to be known.

Cavalry Fights Afoot. 

A French cavalry corps cotiplete 
with Uebt artillery, armored ears and 
eyelists arrived first oon the seene in 
Picardy andl vetieved the British. They

Freneh infantry arrived sand tovk over 

task. 

Three days later the horsemen were 
on the move again, this time hurrying 
to the front, where the enemy was 
hitting harbat the Lys line. The env 
airy rode dard as the ndvanee guard 
ef the French tnfantry columns march: 
ed toward St. Omar. In the tirst 
21 hours, despite the long strain 
of tlehting in) Plenrdy, they covered 
SO miles without Tosing a onion oor oa 
horse on the way. In 66 hours they 
had transferred their whole corgs over 
oF niles and arrived) east of Mont 
Cnssel. 

“Ht was a wonderful sight,” writes 
the chief of staff of a division. “The 
harses were fn tine condition; the men 
were cheerful and went singing, tn spite 
of the sufferings and privations they 
had to endure. 

“In truth, our boys looked al little 
tired, Dut they were all very praud 
that such oan effort had asked 
of them and all were hearing it cheer- 
fully.” 

The eavalry corps stood in snpport 
of the British for ten days ino Aprit 
after the enerny had forced) the Tine 
hebl by the Portuguese divisian. — Tt 
maintained communtention between 
two British armies and organized the 
ground from Mont Cassel to Mont 
iKenirmel, while the  Preneh army 
moved up behind it. As the French 
infantry came into Tine the cavalry was 
drawn ato to) othe oo left) in the 
Mont Kemmel region, and for tive dhiys 
the horsemen, fighting ufoot with two- 
fnfantry divisions, withstood the ter 
rifle assanits of the Germans who 
sought to hammer a way through be 
hind Ypres at any cost. 

They stood steady bombardment for 
days, and when the Infantry wes hem: 
med in on top of Mont) Kenmel, 
the cavalry drove forward Tn counter 
attack and held off the shock divisions 
of the enemy while the Trench gun-

Community Acticn Is Desirable Wher. 
ever Related Crops Are Grown 
Extensively—deave Few Pois- 
oned Staiks for Traps.

The egnmon cabbage worm, the most 
destructive enemy of cabbage and re- 
Jated crops in the United States, be 
gins [ts depredations as seon ad the 
young plants are set out in the spring 
aad continues its work throughout the 
summer. Control mensures, to be ef- 
fective, should begin us soon as the in- 
Inakes [ts appearance, 

Althonzh the insect caused the total 
destruction of cabbage, caulithower, 
and other crops in large areas in the 
years dinmediateiy after ita first ap- 
pearance tn this country in the sixiies, 
control measures have now been per- 
fected to such a degree and adopted 
to such un extent that losses need 
not be great. Sprayitg with a solu- 
tlott of two pounds of powdered arsven- 
ate of lend, four painds of arsenate 
of lend tn the paste form, or one ponnad 
of parix green to 50 gallons of wates 
should be begno as soon as the planta 
are set out and should be repeated ns 
often a8 examination of the platss 
shows ft to be necessary. 

The common cabbage “worm" ts the 
larva ot a white buttertly baving black- 
Upped wings. The bhutterfiles appear 
on warm spring: days, and = continue 
about gardens and thelds until after 
several severe fall frosts. In the Gulf 
region they are present throughout the 
season, Eggs are laid on cabbage and 
celated plants where they hatch in from 
four to eight days, 

The caterpillnar ts) velvety green. 
about the color of the enhbage follage 
tt eats vornaciously and grows capldly, 
becoming full grown tn from = ten to 
fourteen day« after latching Three 
generations occur each season tn the 
hortheust amt prohably six in the ex- 
treme South.

THE SOUL STRUGGLE. 

Differing fields are presented for our 
inshection but upon all of them grim 
warfare is being waged. This is the 
heritage of humanity for character of 
whatever sort it be must be fought for 
and won by conquest. Ahab was King 
and his palace called for grounds com- 
mensurate with its size. Naboth had 
just the needed property and a perfect- 
ly natural offer was made to secure it. 
The king bad forgotten the law that 
forbad the alienation of the family estate. 
Not law but desire was his passion and 
the struggle resulted in victory for his 
desire. With Naboth the law was a 
religion and such a man would be eager 
to satisfy and serve the interests of his 
King. Yet law was the higher master. 
Jezebel bad been nurtured on the divine 
tights of kings who could do no wrong 
and her pride was assailed that the roy- 
al will should be opposed by precedent 
or people and pride won. The city of- 
ficials had their struggle also for they 
were asked to sacrifice their principles 
in the interest of tbe royal policies. 
They were Jews and there can be no 
doubt that there was a hard fcught 
battle before principle yielded to pres- 
sure and the courts were corrupted into 
sanctioning a judicial murder. And 
Elijah had his decision to make and 
there had been a day when be fled from 
that same haughty Queenin utter de- 
spair. But this time there was a dif- 
ferent conclusion and righteous passion 
flamed into vigorous act as righteous- 
ness conquered any remnant of fear or 
policy in his soul. Every man or woman 
must fight some opposing impulse no 
matter what the direction taken. A 
great surgeon was once overheard talk- 
ing to himself on the way to the oper- 
ating room, ‘‘O God, why didst thou 
give me this knowledge of my art? 1 
cannot cut this poor child. But for the 
child’s life 1 must go.’’ No worth- 
while thing is achieved without soul 
sweat that’s often bloody. 

THE SOCIAL STRUGGLE. 

No man liveth unto himself and the 
result wrought in soul strife projects 
itself into the world of men. The de- 
cision in Berlin reaches the ends of the 
earth and will be felt thru the centu- 
ries. Ahab’s weakness loosed the dem- 
on of autocracy and left disaster, blood 
and debauchery in their path. The 
powers of government were turned to 


personal ends instead of national ones. , 


City policies became rotten instead of 
clean. Judges stained their ermine and 
blackened the robe of justice. Religion 
was trailed after the chariot of lust. 
But Elijah’s victory in his heart had no 
less notable issues. The demands of 
righteousness were given voice and be- 
came the rallying place of an outraged 
people who in the years following swept 
the palace clear of the whole house of 
Ahab. Jesus insists that the inner 
yictor will gather the members of a 
man's own family into opposing camps 
but that conscience is to be fcllowed 
even to the cross that may be as victor- 
ousas Hisown. For while wickedness 
may Win a campaign it can never win a 
war. 

THE DOUBLE BATTLEFIELD. 

There isa double struggle for us to 
wage. One is in the hearts of men but 
even this is a many sided affair. Jezebel 
had been trained into her beliefs and 
like the German people had been taught 
the King could do not wrong, that the 
ethics of the state differed from those 
of common folk. When she came to 
her hour of decision she followed those 
implanted ideas. So that in our battle 
against wrong we are led into the 
school room and the teaching of the 
hearts who will soon be the men ot 
America. What can we expect from a 
great city Sunday School whose text 
bouk reads: '’There is no God. God is 
an invention of those who wish to keep 
the poor obedient to their will. There 
Is no future life. All things which we 
can get belong to us.’’ And in another, 
“The church is the enemy of man.”’ 
Conversion is not enough, we must 
preempt the hearts for Jesus Christ. 
We afe carried out into politics ae well. 
“‘What do you think of tbe IJrishman 
who votes twice?"’ asked one man of 
another. ‘‘I think more of him,’’ was 
the reply, ‘‘than 1 do of the American 
who does not vote at all.’’ Had the 
forces of righteousness seen to it 
that Naboth was on the Judges 
bench such & travesty of justice would 
not have happened. So in even the mak- 
ing of true-hearted citizenship many 
things are included. But beyond belief 
is open disbelief and while wrong is atill 
in the world we must be ready to follow 
Elijah in open condemnation of it. 
Germany would have mastered the 
righteoua force of the workd if men had 
not been willing to dare death and en- 
dure the crosa in opposition to the rule 
of wrong. So long as we are in a world 
in which some men refuse to submit 
themeelves to right we must carry the 
battle beyond the boundary of our own 
hearts in the protection of the weak.

PICKS CLASSES 
FOR FIRST CALL 


Crowder Decides on 19 and 20 and 
32 to 36. 


Provost Marshall General Crowder 
announced Tuesday that the first call to 
the colors ot men who register Tuesday 
will include men in the 19 and 2)-year- 
old classes and in the classes from 32 to 
36 years, inclusive. (Questionnaires will 
go first to registrants within these 
specified age limits, and local boards 
will be ordered to classify them first in 
readiness for calis beginning in Octo- 
ber. 

Young men in the 19 and 20-vear 
classes, General Crowder, said, will be 
accepted for induction into the Stu- 
dents’ Army Training Corps, but he 
pointed out that the authorized strength 
of this corps is only 1o0,000 men, where- 
as the total number of registrants be- 
low 20 will be over 3,000,0, The 
General refused to discuss farther the 
educational plans, saying they were not 
within his province. He pointed cut 
that the total number of fit men which 
he expected to be secured from the 
classes over 32 was only 601,000, and 
repeated the statement that Class 1 of 
men now registered would be almost 
completely exhaused by October 1. 

General Crowder also issued a general 
appeal to emplovers to assist in the 
presentation of claims for occupational 
exemption, and declared that this was 
the ‘‘unexplored field of the new draft, 
and that no estimates could be made as | 
to the number of men who ought to be 
excluded from military service in the 
| upper age limits because of their oc- 
cupation.’’ Emphasizing the importance 
to be attached to exemptions on the 
occupational grounds, General Crowder

ward, though it is unheeded. It seems 
to say, in the midst of conflict and cruel 
death, stoop! luok! listen! Stop in your 
awful career of death and destruction, 
look to the heavens above where sitteth 
the King of all the earth and listen to 
His message of love and mercy, Oh, 
man, man, made in the image of God, 
when will you learn wisdom and let 
Him rule, whose right is it to reign? 
Look at the mangled bodics, hear the 
groans of the dying, see the mounds 
| that mark the last resting place of the 
braye, behold the wanton destruction 
of property, take a glance at the dug- 
outs, they are forsaken, battered, un- 
tenable by reason of shell fire. They 
were the homes of our boys—what a 
contrast with the old fire-sides they 
left. Shell holes! What is that noise 
that comes from one of the larger holes.

At least we 
think so, for we would not. They 
dream of home and the loved ones, as 
we dream of them as we try to picture 
their surroundings. It is said the men 
in the army do not sing ‘‘Home sweet 
home.’’ They dare not. It is too tender. 
Emotions would be aroused that could 
not be suppressed —thev call it Blighty. 
They te us that a soldier when he gets 
hia leave for home, is like a school boy 
when he enters upon his vacation. No 
wonder, for a man in the trench seems 
as much out of place as a kitten ina 
crater. He'll get out of it by and by 
and come back to the old fireside, for 
hcme 1s bound to triumph over the 
crater, 

The crater speaks of war, but the 
kitten of peace. One reminds us of 
death the other »f life and life is bound 
to triumph over death. Death is de- 
destined to be destroyed.

What are The Four Minute Men. | 


To the Readers ot The Republican:— 

For the benefit of those of you who 
do not understand the purpose, plan and 
meaning of the Four Minute Men of 
the Committee on Public Information, 
I hereby take the opportunity through 
the worthy columns of this paper to 
give some little explanation on the sub- | 
ject. 

The Four Minute Men, a nation-wide 
organization of volunteer speakers, was 
organized June 16tb, 1917, for the pur- 
pose of assisting the various Depart- 
ments of the Goyarnment in the work 
of national defense during the continu- 
ance of the war, by presenting mes- 
ages and subjects of vital national im- | 
portance to motion-picture theatre 
audiences. to church congregations and 
to allother gatherings whenever the 
occasion arises. 

The Four Minute Men are a division 
of the Committee on Public Informa- 
tion, with authority vested in them by 
President Wilson, who requested that | 
the work of the organization be extend- 
ed as rapidly as possible throughout the 
country. 

The topics spoken upon by Four 
Minute Men are matters of national 
importance connected with the war 
plans of the Government. They are 
assigned to the speakers, by the Direc- 
tor in Washington, for a given period | 
of time, usually from one to four 
weeks, Thetopic to be used at any 
given time is determined by aconsidera- 
tion of what is uppermost at the time, 
and represents an agrement between 
the Director of the Four Minute Men 
and the various Government authorities 
who may be concerned. 

At the beginning of each new topic a 
Bulletin of Instructions and Material is 
issued, and sent to each speaker, 
through, his County Chairman, trom 
which each speaker obtains the neces- 
sary material for his speeches. 

A Four Minute Speaker appears be- 
fore the public as an authorized repre- 
sentative of the Government. 

The attitude of the speaker toward 
his audience should be that he is privileg- 
ed, as one of the community, to pre- 
sent a message ot national importance 
upon which the Government deems it 
wise that the public should be inform- 
ed. By thei: direct contact in Wash- 
ington with all branches of the Govern- 
ment the Four Minute Men are ina po- 898 
sition to obtain correct information on S€P 
war plans and policies which the public 
1a entitled to know. The speakers vol- 
unteer to render a national service by 
conveying this information tothe public. 

All Four Minute Men are presumed 
to be a group of capable, public-spirit- 
ed speakers, large enough to insure 
that each message will be thoroughly 
denvered throughout their community. 
They should value their honor even 
more highly in being the special repre-

His hat flew 
up in the air five feet and down came 
the German. I tried to make every 
shot bring a Dutchman.

DISTRICT ENRICHED 
BY CHEESE FACTORY 


Prosperity Brought to Isolated 
Community in Southeast. 


(Prepared by the UWntted States Depart. 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Cheese making Is transformlng muny 
jsolated mountainous districts of the 
Southeastern states Into prosperous 
farming communities, For many years 
the remoteness of these districts unr 
the lack of ready communication with 
the outside world has retarded agri- 
cultural development. An Interesting 
story of the rapid development of 
small co-operative cheese factories 
which, with the Improvement of cows, 
appears to point the way to finanelal 
and Industrlal independence, Is told in 
Yearbook Separate 737 of the United 
States department of agriculture, 

The first co-operative factory In thls 
section was put Into operntion In the 
spring of 1915 In n mountainous see 
tion of North Carolina. On June 5 a 
small bullding only 14 by 16 feet was 
built and equipped at a cost of only 
$100 and opened for business, Before 
the end of the year this modest factory 
returned to its patrons almost $1,500, a 
net gain of more than $1,200, because 
the total Income for the snie of butter 
In the community previous to the es- 
tablishment of the cheese factory 
averaged less than $300, About six 
weeks after it was established another 
factory, built and equipped at a cost 
of $375. was sturted in a nelghboring 
community and was conducted wiih 
equully good results, 

The first factories were established 
with dificulty because of lack of In- 
nmong the furmers, but ufter 
the profits began to rel! In it was im- 
possible to meet the demand for as- 
sixtanee and no solleitatlon wus need- 
ed to Induce the people io put up new 
factories, The first year the factorles 
were opened, about $3,100 woeth of 
cheese was made and sold, In 1916, 26 
factories were established in) North 
Carolina, Virginin. Tennessee and West 
Virginian. Totrlng last year $30,009 
worth of cheese was made fn North 
Carolina alone, and the 34 factories 
then In operation In the states men- 
tloned produced cheese which sold for 
more than $127.00), The eost of oper-

cannot endure half democratic, halt 
autocratic; His teachings must rule 
the world, or be ruled out of the 
world. Good-will must become the 
world attitude or man will turn his face 
toward the cave condition from which 
be emerged. He who refuses to be a 
world man these days is more unchris- 
tian that the Mohammedan who said. 
‘There are three things that hold hu- 
manity apart. They are caste, the 
idea that where a man is born there he 
foreyer must stay; color, the idea that 
a@ man’s complexion may make it im- 
possible for him ever to be my equal or 
my brothers; and creed, the idea that a 
man must adopt my religious formula 
or he can never by any possibility enter 
my heayen.’’ Only as we impregnate 
the spirit of the world with the spirit 
of Jesus can we hope that the world’s 
mastery of forces will be beneficent. 
THE REMEDY. 

Jesus had no question over the ef- 
ficacy of His gift to the world. The 
light which He kindled would scatter 
the darkness and each believer was to 
be a torch to aid in the illumination. 
The salt of their lives was sufficient to 
keep all the earth sweet. Is the re- 
ligion of Jesus equal to the idea? Dr. 
Jefferson said to the Wesleyan students, 
“The world has had three historic 
scourges: famine, pestilence and war. 
Each has numbered its yictims by the 
tens of millions. Commerce has killed 
famine. By her railroads and steam- 
ships she killed it. It lies like a dead 
snake by the side of the road along 
which humanity has marched up to the 
present day. Science killed pestilence. 
The black plague, the bubonic plague, 
cholera, smallpox, yellow fever—all 
have received their death blow. Science 
did the work. These foes of mankind 
lie bleeding and half dead beside the 
road along which the world presses on 
toahigher day. Who will kill war? 
Not commerce nor science, nor both of 
them combined. Only religion can kill 
war, for religion alone creates a new 
heart. ‘‘Why not give Christianity a 
trial’’ says Bernard Shaw. ‘‘Il amno 
more a Christian than Pilate was, and 
yet I see no way out of the world’s mis- 
ery but the way which would have been 
found by Christ’s will if he had under- 
taken the work of a modern, practical 
statesman.’’ Can we imagine our 
suldiers being needed in Mexico if we 
had sowed the land with teachers as we 
did the Philippines or Porto Rico? We 
may either Christianize a people up or 
shoot them up and the first is vastly 
less expensive in every way. And itis 
the way that har worked wherever it 
has had even a partial tral. Jesus 
made no mistake tn prescribing it for 
the world’s ille. His claim of ‘‘all 
authority’’ as a sudicient guarantee ha» 
been found ample wherever it had any 
real attempt at application. 

THE METHOD. 

‘*Make disciples of all the nations,’ 
was the Master's command. We have 
been content to make disciples out of 
all the nations but neither on a man by 
man basis nor upon the Christly con- 
quest of the national life have we even 
attempted to carry out the plan of our 
Lord. The present war witnesses 
against us in its nationalistic expression 
on both sides. Natrons do not apply 
the same standards to themselves that 
we find enforced among the individuals 
who make up each one. Had we under- 
taken the war against the organized 
hosts of class domination in the eame 
fashi n that we haye as a church the 
war would have been ended already in 
a German peace.

trict In which they are entitled to vote, and 
for the wanner in which and the thne and 
place at which such absent voters may vote. 
and for the canvass and return of their 
yotes. 

Section 2. And be it further enacted by 
the aforesaid, That sald foregving Section 
herebv proposed as an amendment to the 
Ccnstitution, shall be at the next General 
Flection for Members of Congress held in 
this State submitted to the leval and quallfi- 
ed voters of the State for adoption or re- 
jection, In pursuance of the directions con- 
tained in Article XIV of the Constitution of 
this State, and at the said General Election 
the vote on the sald proposed amendment 
to the Constitution shall be by ballot. and 
upon each bellot there shall be printed the 
words "For the Constitutional .\mendment” 
and “Agalnst the Constitutional Amend- 
ment’ as now provided by law, and im- 
mediately after said election due returns 
shall be made to the Governor of the vote 
forandavalnst sald proposed amendment 
as directed by said Fourteenth Article of 
the Constitution, and further proceedings 
Lad in aeccurdance with sald Article Four- 
teen.

The Central Powers cannot come to any peace conference 
with clean hands. Those of Germany are stained ‘with the 
blood of thousands of innocent women and children. No later 
than yesterday one of the Hun pirates of the sea torpedoed and 
sank a passenger steamer, sending to their death many women 
and little ones. Germany has carried on from the very start a 
war of rapine, of plunder, of torture, of murder inits most hell- 
isheform. Does Germany imagine for a moment that the Unit- 
ed States will demand no reparation for the sinking of the 
Lusitania, for the blowing upof plants, for seeking to induce 
Mexico to declare war on this country, for the spy system 
through which it sought to create disloyalty among Americans 
against their own government? If Germany thinks for one 
moment that those crimes and a thousand more like them can 
be forgotten and forgiven. Germany has several more thoughts 
and very deep thoughts coming to it. 

Austria's effort to launch these proposals comes at a time 
whgn the Central Powers are nearly done for. It can plainly 
be seen that Germany wants to keep the war out of its terrain. 
It has ravawed Belgium, left northern France a wreck and now 
wants to save its own soil from the Allied armies. As long as 
it can keep the fighting out of Germany it may continue to de- 
ceive the people though they are now beginning to have it 
forced upon them that their Kaiser's cause is lost and it noth- 
ing happens the armies of the Allies will soon be making their 
way to the German capital. 

No trust can be placed in anything that comes from Ger- 
many, even though it be sent via Austria. At*the very time 
these peace plans were broached startling revelations of Ger- 
man treachery in Russia are being given to the world by the 
United States government. These show that Germany went 
the limit in buying those two arch traitors, Lenie and Trosky,

3ET LARGE-PRODUCING COWS 


®urebred Bull and Only Best Heifers 
From Best Cows Should Be Chosen 
for the Dairy Herd. 


—-= 


«Prepared by the Unlted States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Breeding furnishes the most eeconom- 
cul way to obtain large-producing 
cows, The purebred bull, with genera- 
tions of high-producing ancestors back 
of him, must te used for breeding, and 
only the best heifers from the best 
cows should be chosen to he the dams 
of the next generation. Pure breed- 
Ing alone does not make a good sire. 
The purebred sire should come from a 
long line of high-producing ancestors. 
If an old bull is selected he should have 
high-producing daughters. Two courses 
aire open to the dairyman when buy- 
ing a herd bull; he can purchase a 
young bull from a good, nilik-producing 
stock, or he can purchase an old and 
tried bull. In either case the bull 
should be healthy and from a herd 
free from disease; he should have a 
good constitution and he of good con- 
formation. In selecting a young hull

the buyer should choose one whose fe- 
male ancestors have uniformly high 
records of production, sinee this indl- 
eates that high production is a fixed 
characteristic of the family. Careful 
attention should be given to the record 
of the young bull’s dam, and after that 
fo the daughters of his sire. The ree- 
ords of closely related animals are 
of far more Importance than the fact 
that the pedigree may include, three or 
four generations back, some excep- 
tionally high-priced animals. 

The tried and proven hull Is the best 
investment. When a bull's daugh- 
ters are larger producers than thelr 
dams, he has Improved the herd. Many 
good bulls, however, are sacrificed be- 
fore thelr worth can be determined, 
which means the continual use of 
young bulls whose real value Is not 
kaown. The sire should be kept un 
tll his daughters have shown his worth, 


! and tf he is a herd improver he should 


he kept in the community ns long as 
he Is useful. 

The owner of a large herd of cows 
ean well afford to own a first-class 
bull, and the bull assoclation has now 
made it possible for the owner of a 
small herd to own a share In a good, 
well-bre? bull. A co-operative bull as- 
sociation Is a farmers’ organization 
whose chief purpose Is the joint own- 
ership, use and exchange of high-class, 
pure-bred hulls. If skillfully man- 
aged these associations should be event- 
ually the greatest single factor in the 
upbullding of our dairy herds. The 
typical co-operative bull association Is 
composed of from 1° to 30 furmers. 
It jointly owns five bulls, and divides 
Its territory Into five breeding blocks 
to each of which one hull is assigned. 
As many as 50 or 60 cows may belong 
to the farmers In each block, and the 
hull should he kept at some farm con- 
veniently situated. The blocks are 
numbered from one to five and to pre- 
vent Inbreeding each bull Is moved to 
the next block every two years. If all 
the bulls live and If all are kept un 
til each has made one complete circuit, 
no new hulls need be purchased for 
ten years. In that way, paying only 
a small part of the purchase price of 
one bull, each member of the associa- 
tion has the use of good, purebred bulls 
for many years. In one association 
having more than 100 members the 
original cost to each was only $23. In 
another association of 50 members the 
average Investment was $25, It Is 
possible for each association to con- 
tinue for ten years or more without 
other additional cest than the maln- 
tenance of the buils. 

Most of the milk In the United 
States is produced in small herds con- 
taining four or five cows. Purebred 
hulls are comparatively few in num- 
her, and expensive. It Is, therefore, 
Impossible for ench dairyman with a 
amall herd to own a purebred bull. Be- 
cause of the expense It would also bo 
Impracticable to buy such a bull for a 
amall herd. It would further be un- 
economical to limit the use of a good 
bull to a few cows, when his use could 
he extended to a grenter number of 
cows. If purehred bulls could be used 
In all the grade herds, In a single gen- 
eration all the offspring would be at 
least half purebred and would show 
Immense Improvement. By means of 
the bull nesoclations It {4 possible for 
small herds fo bave the advantage of

WHEREAS, AT THE TANUARY SESSION 
OF THE GENERAL aAsseMBLY OF 
MARYLAND. HELIE IN THE YEAR 1916, 
A BILL Was PASSED. To WIT: CHAP- 
TER) OF SALD ACTS, PROPOSING AN 
ADDITIONAL SECTION iO ARTICLE 1 
Ob THECONSTITU TION OF MARYLAND. 
TOBE KNOWN AS SECTION 1A AND 
RELATING To ABSENT VOTING, AND 
WHICH SAID BILL Is IN THE WORDS 
AND FIGURES FOLLOWING; 

CUSPTER 2. 

Ah Act to propose an amendment to 
Article 1. tltte “Elective franchise.” of the 
Constitution of the State of Marviand, by 
adding a new section thereto. to be known 
as Sectlon LA. the same relating to absent 
voting: and to provide for the submission 
of sald ainendimient to the qualltled voters 
of this state for arloptlon or rejection. 

Section). Belt enactel bv the General 
Assembly of Marviand. three-fifths of all 
members of each of the two Houses concur- 
ring. That the following new Section be 
and the same is hereby proposed as an 
Ameninient to Article 1, tit!e “Elective 
Franchise.” of the Constititlon of the state 
of Maryland, to be Inserted after Section 1, 
and to be known as Section 1A; the same. If 
adopted bv the legally qualified voters of the 
state as Lerein provided, to become a part 
of Alticle ] of the Uonstltutlon of Marviand,. 

Section 1A. The General Assemblv of 
Marviani shall have power to provide by 
sulfable enactinent for voting by uallfied 
voters of the state of Maryland who are ab- 
sent and engaged in the Military or Naval 
Service of the [nited States at the time of 
any election from the ward or election dls- 
trietin which they are entitled to vote, and 
forth: manner In which and the time and 
Plave at Which such absent voters may vote. 
and for the canvass and return of their 
votes, 

Sectlon 2. And be It further enacted by 
the aforesaid. That said foregoing Section 
hereby proposed as an amendment to the 
Constitution, shall be at the next General 
Fleetlon for Members of Congress held In 
this State submitted to the lezal and qnallf- 
ed Voters of the State for adoption or re- 
Jection, in pursuance of the directions con- 
tained in Article NIV of the Constitution of 
this State. an‘l at the sald General Election 
the vote on the safa propused amendment 
to the Constitution shall be by ballot, and 
upel each ballot there shall be printed the 
words “For the Constitutional Amendment” 
and “Agalnst the Constitutional Amend- 
Inent™ as now provided by law. and in-

Of Importance to Cut Brush at 
Proper Stage of Maturity 
to Get Full Value. 


STAGE OF MATURITY COUNTS 


tf Seed Crop is Desired Much Depends 
on Climatic Conditions and Care 
Glven—Standard Varieties 
Are Very Tall.

The value of the brush of broom 
corn depends largely upon the stage 
of maturity when harvested. If the 
brush Is harvested when too young the 
fiber Is weuk at the hase of the hend, 
and when harvesting is delayed until 
the brush Is overripe the fiher becotnes 
hard and brittle. Good service can-

The brush should be harvested when | ii 


{t has reached the stage where the nat- 
ural green colur extends from the tip 
of the fiber to the base and center of : 
the head, This usually occurs from 
the tlme when the flowers are falling 
to the time the seed is in the milk or 
thla-dough stage. Brush lurvested in 
this stage and properly cured, without 
belng damaged by the sun or wet 
Weather, Is tough and flexlble and of 
the best quality. 
if Seed Crop Is Desired. 

Tf a seed crop Is desired the brush 
Is not harvested untll the seed Is fully 
minture, The value of ripe brush de- 
pends birgely upon the cllmatic condi- 
tlons previous to harvest and the care 
given the brush after the seed Is re- 
moved, If seed brush Is not discolored 
by wet weather, but has the natural 
yellow color of mature brush, It com- 
mands about half the price of good 
brush if cared for in the same way.

USE DESERT PLANTS 
FOR FEEDING STOCK 


Native Shrubs Will Bring Cattle 
Through Drought Season. 


Soapweed, While Low in Nutritive 
Value, Can Be Used in Cases of 
Emergency—Score or More 
Species of Yucca. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment. of Agriculture.) 

The desert plant locally known 8 
soapweed, the feeding value of which 
hus previously been overlooked, can be 
utilized as an emergency drought-tlmo 
feed for Southwestern stockmen. 

Its scientitic name is yucca, While 
this plant Is not high In nutritive value 
nor sultable for feed until it has been 
properly ground, the specialists of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture have found that in seasons of 
drought, when range grasses nod other 
sources of feed fall, It can be used to 
save cattle and sheep from starving. 


Medium-Sized Plant of Yucca, Locally 
Known as Soapweed. 


Ry the addition of a litte cottonseed 
meal with ground yucea a falrly well 
balanced ration Is made. By using this 
feed without waste In dry seasons only 
a fair crop will always be avallable, 
If It is used properly and due regard 
glven to conserving the present: sup- 
ty, thousands of eattle may be saved 
during the drought season to add to 
the nation’s meat supply, 

There ure a score or more specits of 
yucea, Sotol has been utilized as 
stock feed for some years, but only re- 
cently have sonpweed and bear gras 
two other forms which grow abundant. 
ly, been utilized in this way. Both of 
the latter are well adapted for feed, 
Dut beenuse the food material is found 
muinly In the tree-llke trunk it Is nec- 
essary that they be ground or chop- 
ped tinely before stock can eat them. 

The machines used for cutting 
yueca have heavy cylinders carrying 
teeth or Knives that rotate before a 
chopping block to which the plants are 
fed. One of the larger machines run 
by a 12 or 14-horse power engine with 
na crew of 13 men will chop or shred 
about two tons of soupweed an hour, 

If fed alone this feed may be expect- 
ed to keep stock from starving; If fed 
with concentrates a properly balanced 
ration may be worked out. The cus- 
tomary practice among users of thls 
feed is to give young stock six to 
twelve pounds per day with one-half 
to three-fourths of a pound of cytton- 
seed cake or menl. Mature stock are 
given 20 to 40 pounds and one to two 
pounds of the cottonseed concentrate 
dally. Fifteen to twenty-five pounds 
per day fed alone will save stock from 
dying, Practleally the only cost) In 
using this feed is In its preparation, 
and {t Is estimated that when 20 
pounds is) fed oper day this cost 
amounts to only SU cents per month. 

Yueen should be regarded ns an 
emergeney feed only, the speclallsts 
say. It makes a very slow growth and 
only two specles—sonpweed and bear 
grass—miay be expected to renew 
themselves If cut off. The bear grass 
of the New Mexico-Texas plains re- 
glon will produce a new crop in three 
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or four years, while soapweed requires |

Chaplain Would 
Exterminate Foe 


Balthnore, Md.—Rev. George A. 
Gritlin, a Balthnore Protestant Eplsco- 
pal clergyman serving as chaplaln 
with the Fifth field artillery, the regl- 
Inent that fired America’s first shot In 
the war, has written a letter to Dr. 
Henry Burton Jacuhs, a prominent Bal- 
fliorenn, which was printed In full tn 
the current lssue of the Manufacturers’ 
Record, In which he discusses at length 
truelties Intlleted by the Germans upon 
elvillans and soldiers. 

“I feel,” he suys, “that I express the 
bentlment of those who have seen und 
beard over here, when I say that were 
f in Ameriea today, priest as I am, I 
Bhould do my best to have put to death 
uny Boche In America or any so-camed 
Amerlcean who would apologize in any 
way for what the Boche has done, 

“All that you bave heard In America 
whout them does not approximate the 
thuth. There are little children right 


here In France whh their little stumps | 
of hands; there were some not far from | 


ny last camp, and young men with all 
the fingers of their rlght hand cut off. 
he other day a British oflicer and 
three ‘Tommies told me that a short 
Time ago they went as an 
party into n ttle village from which 
fhe Boche had been driven back, und In 
ho large room there were four young 
Canadians crueltied, one. on ench wall 
pf the room,

“Also, when I was with the British 
they told me the Bockes had taken

God became real to him and among the 
multitude of gods that peopled all the 
earth one became his own and was lift- 
ed to a position dominating all the rest.

is in the calling business and men hear 
Him speak thru many a medium; the 
great thing is that He calls and there is 
commerce between the invisible and the 
visible words. He is not ancient history 
nor future kindred but the Wonderful 
One holding converse with men so that 
they understand.

Thev had obeyed th2| 
yoice and gone out, what was the use i 
of going further when their very pros- 
perity showed that God’s approval! of 
their course? Many a Puritan died in 
Holland or became merged into its life 
content with a partial freedom from the 
old conditions. Manya Christian has 
stoppedihis'progress in sume comforta- 
ble Haran.& But it was never Abraham. 
Filial regard and good businese were 
attractive Lut God epoke again at the 
cemetery gate and the far call was 
heard more insistantly than ever. He 
could rest nowhere except in God's 
place for him. His ordera were, 
“‘Forward.’’ For aman like him there 
was nothing to be done but pack up and 
move on. So he set his face toward the 
West from which the news carried by 
the passing: carayans called constantly 
for his coming. 

THE COMMANDING MAN. 

He did not leave Haran alone. That 
is true of every man who is command- 
ed by some idea. Garabad was posega- 
ed with the belief of gathering power 
directly from the atmosphere and of: 
having diacovered the process. Con- 
gress listened and appointed a special 
committee to pass judgment, something 
before unknown in our history. Presi- 
dent Wilson like Abraham Lincoln is 
gripped with a profound belief in the | 
inherent rightness of the common peo- 
ple and the nations of the world are 
turning after him.

science spoke in her husband she made 
ready for the came!. Lot was born 
along by the pressure of another’s 
faith and all the souls that they had 
gathered in Haran marched with him in ' 
an adventurous journey. Abraham. 
knew God and they knew Abraham so/ 
they followed. That is always the 
Divine order. God makes a man and 
the man makes a movement that pres- 
ently has the world in its train. His 
eyes were fixed upon the future that 
held all the promises of God in store. 
It was a holier world, a more God-filled 
world, one that would be blessed by the 
God who had called him to go out into 
it and set the stakes for its territory. 
Sach a man always has followers. And 
every believer should be such a man.

THE CONFESSING MAN. 

Of course he came into Caanan. Such 
men always arrive. And as he passed 
thru its valleys and across its hills he 
pitched his tent for camps but in each 
case he builded an altar.

After the good folk who had 
given the pastor and his bride such a 
hearty welcome had departed, I went to 
the back door and closed it, then to the 
front door and closed that, and, return- 
ing to the parlor, I took my wife’s hand 
and said, ‘Darling, this is our home. 
Let us consecrate it by erecting the 
family altar and dedicating ourselves 
afresh to God.’ That was the greatest 
day of my life.’’ And the altar setting 
day is the greatest in any man’s lite. 


THE PEOPLE’S FORUM. 


The Bine Triangle. 


Just now the work of the society 
whose emblem is the Red Triangle is 
prominently before the country and the 
world for that matter. It is the Young 
Woman’s Christian Association. 

The association is in France and other 
war ridden countries, as well as in the 
United States. 

The Hostess House follows the flag 
and provides a bit of home life for our 
boys, whether training in the camps at 
home or fighting on the fields of France. 

The Y. W. C. A. stands for the good 
he left behind him, mother, wife, sister 
or sweetheart, who may also be the 
girl who took his place among the l,- 
501,000 women engaged in speeding up 
war industries to-day. 

Their work is along recreational, in- 
dustrial and social lines. It has 91 
Hostess Houses in the Army, Navy and 
Aviation camps, 13 of them are for 
colored troops. It is abit of home in 
the camps, where the boys can receive 
and entertain their friends. Ninety 
three Girls Clubs and Recreation cen- 
ters make men in uniform welcome to 
home-like events. Special aid to for- 
eign born in their home tongues helps 
cheerful! service beneath the flag. 

These houses are building for girls of 
the U. S. signal corps who tend the 
wires for the army in France. War 
service centers keep girls fit to do their 
bit or war orders for our armies over- 
seas. Forevery man in khaki there 
will be a girl in war industries. 

The war means more to our girls than 
we are apt to realize. It involves sev- 
eral problems. There is the social 
problem, which means leaving the old 
home and launching out for themselves 
under new conditions, which often in- 
clude loneliness, homesickness and dan- 
gzerous fatigue. They are often crowd- 
ed into boarding houses where the ac- 
commodations are not the best. Nor 
even suggestive of home. Frequently 
they lack suitable recreation and so the 
body has to pay the penalty and pres- 
ently there are indications of relaxing 
watchfulness and care as evidenced in 
in‘e-ior work. The too it may mean 
to them a sudden and new responsibility 
forthe support of the family. The 
changing industrial conditions may 
mean to themunemployment. They may 
find they are out of a job, or they may 
meet with unaccustomed tasks, their 
hours may not be regulated, the con- 
ditions under which they are required 
to labor, may not be and indeed often- 
times they are not the best or most 
healthy. In fact they may be very un- 
healthy. They may be crowded or un- 
der the lash all the time speeding up 
the rush work, or again they may he 
required to work overtime under the 
guise of patriotism. Such conditions 
frequently result in unsettling their 
standards of living. The high ideals 
thev have may be blurred. Personal 
restraint mav be let down, socta! re- 
lations may become looser, all of which 
tends to reduce efficiency in labor. The 
war has opened to womena great va- 
riety of employment, that had pre- 
viously been regarded as mens work. 
There are nearly ten million women at 
work today in the U. S. and of these 
one and a half million are engaged on 
‘'war orders.’’ These supplies are for 
the direct support of their sons and 
brothers who are fi,hting at the front. 
In other industries immediately affect- 
ed by the war, one million more women 
are facing the necessity of ‘‘speeding 
up.’’ These women form what 1s call- 
ed ‘‘our second line of defense.”’ 

It is expected two million or more 
men will be in France by the close of 
the vear. Whoisto take their place? 
The Y. W. C. A. estadhshes club and 
recreational work for girls and includ- 
ing @ patriotic league, which now has 
400,000 members. It furnishes housing 
for unemployed girls and women. It 
already has five centers. Sixty one 
hostess houses are now in use, with 
twenty-five others authorized. It has a 
buresu for foreign born women, trans- 
lating needed bulletins into eighteen 
ianguages; it maintains interpreters in 
camps and training Polish women for 
reconstruction work in Poland and s 


home service for more English speaking 
women. It establishes war service cen- 
ters and room registries in cities em- 
ploying girls in war industries. The 
government has asked the Y. W.C. A. 
for leaders in 22 of its industrial can- 
tonments. It maintains a bureau of 
social morality which cooperates with 
the war department in furnishing a 
corps ot lecturers on social standards in 
war times. It publishes war work bul- 
letins and educational literature for 
winning in war times. It has a bureau 
of volunteer workers. In France it has 
social workers, recreation leaders, 
physical directors and cafeteria mana- 
gers, and hostess houses. It is working 
with American women in 19 centers. 
It is working with French women in 
19 centers. It is furnishing workers 
for munition factories, for stores and 
for French war offices. It has clubs, 
cafeteria and educational work in three 
centers for Russian women. 

We have given our boys to fight for 
world democracy and we shall be called 
upon more and more to give our girls in 
every community to this great indus- 
trial armv in its forward march. 

England has more than one and a 
half million women in factories in place 
of the men who are at the front. Many 
of them are doing highly skilled work 
and many of them are working on very 
dangerous tasks in the manufacture of 
high explosives. They too are risking 
their lives for their country. We can 
easily see how much our military opera- 
tions depends upon our industrial ef- 
ficiency. 

The nation 1s trying to put around 
our boys every safeguard that will en- 
noble them and make for efficiency. 
What then is our duty to this splendid 
industrial army of women? They too 
must havea square deal and a fair 
show. We shall have an opportunity 
very soon to show our interest in _ their 
work. 

The big drive will be on soon. How 
shall we meet it? We've got to send it 
over the top.

“Work or Fight.’ 


‘“‘Every man employed in specified 
ists of non-essential industries will be 
forced by the Government to get es- 
sential employment, and women will be 
asked to replace men on a large and 
general scale,’’ is the message that 
comes to Garrett county from official 
Washington through the Council of De- 
fense and John K. Shaw, Chairman of 
the Labor Board for Maryland. 

This means that there is now a short- 
age of a million and a half skilled and 
unskilled workers for essential war in- 
dustries in the United States, and the 
Government, in order to obtain these 
million and ahalf men, must necessarily 
take them from their present occupa- 
tions at home. So the officials at 
Washington have decided to take onlv 
the men whose positions can be filled 
by women, inthe hope that they can 
obtain the required number in this way 
without materin! loss of time. 

We have been asked to state in our 
opinion just who will be affected by 
this order in Gurrett county. In the 
first place, a few weeks ago, we pub- 
lished in The Republican a detailed list 
of all the non-essential work in the 
county, and all those will still be con- 
sidered non-essential ‘‘jobs’’ which 
can be filled by women. Of course in 
Garrett county, the list would include 
allclerks and other office help, ticket 
sellers of al) kinds, barber-ashop attend- 
aites, clerks in stores and post-offices, 
and all other work of a similar nature. 

At the present writing, those men 
who fail to change their positions which 
can be filled by women, and who do not 
seek other positions which are essen- 
tial to the winning of thia war and 
which cannot be filled by women, MUST 
BE CLASSED AS SLACKERS! 

Nathan A. Smythe, Assistant Direct- 
or General of the United States Em- 
ployment Service says that “‘if the 
plan fails to brand the men slackers, 
then War Community Labor Buards 
will insist that no man shall occupy a 
position which a woman can fill.’’ In 
other words, if the men who are brand- 
el as slackers still fail to seek other 
employment, then the community La- 
bor Boards throughout Garrett county 
will have to take drastic measures to 
COMPEL them to seek essential war 
*‘jobs.’” 

This is a ‘‘hunch’’ to you; don’t give 
anyone in Garrett county a chance to 
brand you aslacker because you have 
not given up your position which can be 
filled by a woman, and have not sought 
an essential war ‘‘job,’’ but go right 
now and do ao, and stick to the slogan 


of President Wilson. “WORK OR 
FIGHT.’’ That means that vou must 
either work or fight FOR THE 


GOVERNMENT and applies strictly to 
men in the particular case to which we 
refer. You cannot FIGHT unless you 
go to the front, and you cannot WORK 
until you are in one of Uncle Sam's es- 
sential war industries! And above all, 
don't forget that women can fill a good 
many more positions than we have any 
idea of, and tack that motto up in a 
conspicuous place in your brain so that 
you won’t forget under any circum- 
stance to ‘“‘WORK or FIGHT’’ for 
Uncle Sam.

FROM OVER THERE 


Private Davis, Ambulance Com- | 
pany Writes of His Experiences 


The following letter from Private | 
Delbert Dayi-, of the Ambulance Corps, 
now in active seryice at the front in 
France, has written the following letter 
to his sister, Mrs. S. D, Whipkey, 
which The Republican has been per- 
mitted to publish. 

DeEaR SisTER—After I work my turn 
about all I have to dois write and sleep. 
Last night I certainly did my share of 
sleeping co now I'll write ’till time to | 
go to work. 

Our station has changed, and so has 
our shifts. I’m on the noon to eight | 
p. m. shift. That gave me a sixteen 
hour shift yesterday. I went on at 
four a. m.; we changed at noon and [| 
worked till eight p. m. A long old 
siege, believe me. Our company is iny 
charge of the gas station now. We 
care fcrthe gassed patients as they 
come back. If it is mustard gas, which 
they mostly all are, we just strip them 
and give them a bath in water that has— 
a bit of chloride of lime in it. Then the. 
burnsare washed with a solutign of ' 
bicarbonate of soda and dressed. If 
their eyes are bad we give them some 
ot the same solution in their eyes, and 
if very bad a drop of one per cent. co-. 
caine solution in each eye. Then they 
are giyen a clean suite of pajamas and 
sent on to the Field Hospital that is in 
the back area. While! was in the other 
dressing station a man came through 
that had been in No Man’s Land eight 
days. Hehada bullet wound through 
ee thighe. He got the first one try- 

ing to get out the third day he was 
{there, and the second a couple days 
later.

Human Touch {s Found Necessary in 
Addition to the Allotments cf Pay 
ard Various Ailowances From 
the Government. 


(From the Committee on Publle Informa- 
tlon, Washington, D, C.) 


Last Christmas a woman walked Into 
the office of one of the Red Cross home- 
service stations and lald down $21.50. 
It represented the profits of a luncheon 
served at her home fur the benefit of 
the children of the soldiers of the 
first Separate battalion. 

“It is my by," she sald. “You were 
all so good tu me when I was sick 
that I wanted to do something for oth- 
ers now that I am able to.” 

This woman has been one of the 
first applicants for rellef from the 
home service of the Red Cross. Der 
husband had volunteered in the army, 
ane, after his enlistment, she had done 


such heavy work that her bealth had | 


troken down. She had been I in bed 
end had been attended by a doctor 
who had signed false certifieates for 
her insurance, Finally, in despalr, she 
sent Word to the local Red Cross, 

The Red Cross home worker enme to 
see her and lenrned the tacts in tha 
cause. A better physician was secure’l, 
and it was found that she had luclp- 
lent tuberculosis. She was Immedlate- 
ly sent for treatment to a tuberculosis 
Uspensary, where she remained dur- 
Ing the sunmer. Within a few months 
she had fmproved so wonderfully that 
she could hardly be ree: gnized as the 
came woman. 

This was only one of a very large 
oumber of enses jn which the Red 
Cross hus proved a blessing to the 
famllles of aur fighting men,

Definite quotas will be elioted to cach 
mine snd to each miner so that every 
man will share in the responsibility of 
mecting the program. These allot- 
ments will be determined by th2 district 
production manager inconsultation with 
the mine production committees. 

Dr. Gartield calls attention to the 
fact that the coal pruduction of the 
past three months has far exceeded 
earlier expectations despite the labor 
siortage created by other war activ- 
ities. Gratitying as these results have 
been to officials of the fuel administra- 
tion, it is confidently expected that by 
definitely alloting responsibility in the 
manner outlined, tonnage will be still 
further increased. 


Kerosene Shortage In Sight. 

Owing to the large increase in the 
domestic consumption of kerosene and 
gencral decrease ia the percentage of 
production at the refineries throughout 
the country there was a grave pos- 
sibility of a shortage this winter which 
would have been almost a certainty had 
not immediate steps been taken to pre- 
vent it. 

The Oil Diyision of the U. S. Fuel 
Administration has called the attention 
of the refineries to the decreaze in the 
percentage output of practically all of 
them, and has urged upon them the ab- 
solute necessity of increasing keresene 
production to the fullest possible extent.

If 
adopted by the legally qualified voters of the 
State as herein provided, to become a part 
of Article 1 of the t onstlitution of Maryland, 

Section LA. The General Assembly of

tary of War Baker. Bashford Denn, 
curator of the department and a man 
who has given bis life to the study of 
the subject, was commissioned as a 
major and Immediately sent abroad to 
Teport on the status of armor—what 
was already in use and what additions 
might feasibly be made, Ile returned 
to the Pnited States late in January of

The use of armor dates back to the

What Norman Warrior Wore. 

In the eleventh century, according 
to the Bayeaux tapestries as well as 
{the seal of Mehard Coeur de Lion, we 
; find the cont of mall assuming first 
ithe shape of a redingote and later that 
of a bathing silt, completed by a hel- 
met conienl at the nose. This, together 
with the use of leather plates on the 
feet and hands, constituted the equip: 
ment of a Norman warrtor, 

A study of the seulptures of the 
Relms cathedral and the evangella- 
rinm ef St. Louls (Natlonel library) 
points to the development, in the 
twelfth century, of a perfected cont of 
mall, a metal combination untted with 
the helmet by a) passe-montagne of 
steel links; the whole. constituting a 
hanberk, protected the warrior with 
the banbe—a evlindrical helmet made 
of pieces of forged mnetal adjusted by 
rivets and plerced by two peepholes, 

At the beginning of the fourteenth 
century the desire to protect the Joints 
enused the placing of metal pilates at 
shoulder and Knee, The haube disap- 
peared and was replaced by a helmet 


of a type called Bassinet, with a moy- | 


able visor pierced by holes to permit 
sight and ventilation. By the middle 
of the fourteenth century chain armor 
bad disappeared to a considerable de- 
igree, and plate armor was taking {ts

Save Maximum Amount of Food 
by Gathering When Mature.

Harvesting peanuts before they are 
mature, as is often the ense among 
inexperienced growers, is responsible 
for considerable loss In the yield of 
marketable peanuts, <A few of the 
peanuts are very Hkely to mature and 
sprout during ralny weather before 
the crop is ready to be dug. The vines 
assume a yellowish appearance when 
the crop Is mature, which Is usually, 
but not always, a good indication as 
to the proper) time for harvesting, 
This, together with the turning brown 
and falling off of the lower leaves, 
and the plump appearance of the pods 
should be the guide In determining the

Four Days of Crowded Streets 
and Glorious Weather

The weather man certainly did treat 
the public grandly. On one ortwo days 
it threatened rain, but clear weather 
prevailed, all thro fair week. 

The stock parade Thureday was not a 
huzh affair, but what there was of it 
was good and creditable. Chief Marsh- 
al Hinebaugh led the parade; followed 
by a number of automobiles and the 
band. A farm tloat added to the occa- 
sion no little. The ‘‘old farmer and his 
wife’’ dressed like home folks, with 
their load of vegetables, punkins, etc., 
attracted the attention of everybody.

The Mountain Lake 
Schools took the Ist prize for the best 
school exhibit, and Blair Simons two 
prizes for pencil and water color work. 
Miss Emma Hamill is the principal and 
Miss Rella Pope primary teacher. 

The Red Cross had two booths to ex- 
plain the work of that mighty and use- 
ful orgunization. 

A. Li. Naylor & Co., had in operation 
one of their wondertul house heating 
furnaces. Itis needless to say that it 
attracted tnuch attention. 

The H. Weber & Sons Co., had on the 
8rd Noor their floral display, which al- 
ways attracts the attention and admira- 
tion of the public. 

The Women’s department had many 
good things put up by-the women folka, 
jams, jellies, preserves, canned goods, 
pickles, etc. Embroideries, crocheting, 
quilting and fancy work were displayed.

“ach Afternoon demonstrations in can- 
ning of meats and vegetables by steam 
pressure were conducted by different 
club girls. Loch Lynn Girls club cap- 
captured the first premium, and Mc- 
Henry took second. Grantaville Wo- 
man’s Community club won first prize 
aro women, and Shady Vell won 
second. There were also about thirty 
individual premiums olfered tw the Fair 
Aegociation. The prize offered to the 
club girl who had canned the greatest 
number of contginers was won by Miss 
Alberta Miller, age 13, of Grantsville. 
Her record for the season is 5() quarts, 
all done without any assistance other 
than her steam pressure canner. The 
second greatest number was canned by 
Miss Carry Deen, Gorman. Her output 
numbered 300. 

The foregoing is greatly to the credit 
of of Misa Gerber, County Demonstra- 
tion Agent. Faithfully had she labored 
in her department and the results are 
most gratifying. This is just the be- 
ginning of a movement that shall be of 
great value to the young girls of Gar- 
rett county.

of said amendment to tre quallfled voters 
of this State for adoption or rejection. 
Section! Belt enacted by the General 
Assembiy of Maryland. three-fifths of all 
Inembers of each of the two Houses concur- 
rivg. That the following new Section be 
ald the same Ja hereby proposed as an 
Amendment to Article 1, title “Flective 
Franchise.” of the Conatitution of the state 
of Marsiand, to be Inserted after Section 1, 
and to be known as Sectlon 1.4; the same, If 
adopted by the legally quallfied voters of the 
State as herein provided, to become a part 
of Article 1 of the ¢unstitutlon of Maryland, 
Section LA.

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NIGHT BOMBING 


RAID D 


By CAPT. PAUL BEWSHER. 

London.—The observer settled hlm- 
Relf beside the pilot In the blg bomb- 
fug machine. On either side the en- 
gines ruared thunderously. The sigual 
was given and the machine moved for- 
ward, turned Into the wind and rushed 
across the grass Into the dim night. 

It climbed swiftly In wide circles, 
and below could be seen the dim 
countryside where a few scattered 
lights twinkled. Far to the right lay 
a winding river, like a thread of sil- 
ver ribbon. Beslde the silver ribbon, 
nearly 200 miles awny, Iny the Ger- 
man town which formed this night's 
objective. 

In front of the two alrmen glowed 
the phosphorescent dials of the re- 
cording Instruments. Soon they reg- 
istered sufliclent height for the ma- 
chine to turn towuard the fighting line,

When we had heen flying over Ger- 
man territory for mure than two hours 
we saw ahead of us on the river the 
lights of another big city. This was 
our objective, and at once the machine 
swept round toward It. 

The observer crawled into the back 
und, lying face down, opened the slid- 
Ing door in the fluor of the machine.

And then the twisting river 
came into his view. He Jeaned his 
head out of the hole and saw’ the 
black mass of the town a Httle ahead 
of the machine.

Hit Railway Junction. 

We ignored the searchlights and 
flew steadily on with engines roaring. 
The big city twinkling with hundreds 
of carefully shaded lights lay spread 
now helow the observer's peephole. 
The fore-and-aft bar of the bomb sight 
drew near the station and touched It. 
The observer's hund reached out to the 
bomb release lever at his side. 

The luminous range “bars crossed 
the edge of the Junction. He pushed 
the lever band over, drew It back 
and pushed it over again and again. 
Below he could see for a moment the 
fat cylinders spinning dow toward 
the railway junction. 

Ile climbed up beside the pilet and 
told him to turn. The searchlights 
erraticully swept to and fro with every 
suggestion of panic, fear or lack of 
skill. The airmen laughed at them 
and, sweeping round, started on the 
long homeward journey.

Their Winter Homes. 


HOGS DEVOUR MANY INSECTS 


injury Usually Consists In Cutting Off 
Piants Just Below Surface and 
Occurs in Spring — Eggs Are 
Hatched During Autumn.

If land that has been In grass for a 
considerable time and is likely to con- 
tain cutworms Is to be planted to corn 
it should he 
plowed in mfdsummer or early fall, 


| about the time the moths’ eggs are 


laid or, better, before the eggs are 
laid, for then vegetation which is suit- 
able for the moths to luy their eggs 
upon is removed, The earlier the pre- 
ceding year grasslands to be planted 
to corn are plowed, the less will be 
the probability that the cutworm 
moths will have laid their eggs there- 
on, and the less, consequently, will be 
the danger of Injury by cutwortms the 
following year. 

Late fall and winter plowing of 
grasslands, although not as effective 
as early plowing, will destroy many of 
the hibernating cutworms, as well as 
such other Important corn pests as 
white grubs, and should he practiced 
when earlier plowing is impracticable. 

insects Are Devoured. 

Pasturing hogs upon land supposed 
to harbor cutworms {s a_ beneficial 
practice, as these animals root up and 
devour Insects of many kinds, Includ- 
ing cutworms, In large numbers, Farm 
poultry, allowed to follow the plow, 
Is of great value. 

When cutworms are found to be 
abundant on corn land, the use of the 
poisoned bait is recommended. — In 
fields known to be Infested, the dis- 
tribution of this balt should be begun 
as soon as the corn appears above the 
ground, so that the cutworms may be 
ellminated as quickly as possible and 
the Injured hills replanted promptly. 
During the warmer spring months cut- 
worms do most of their feeding at 
night and burrow into the soil to the 
depth of an inch or two during the 
day, so that the bait usually will be, 
more effective If applied during the 
late afternoon and early evening 
hours. 

Frequently cutworms migrate to cul- 
tivated flelds from adjoining griass- 
land, and In such eases the crops can 
be protected by running a narrow 
band of the potsoned bait around the 
edge of the fleld or along the side 
Nenrest the source of Infestation. 

Cutworm Injury, which usually con- 
sists In the cutting off of the plants 
at or a little below the surface of the 
ground, almost Invariably occurs in 
the spring, beginning os soon ns the 
first plants sprout and continuing un: | 
til late June or early July, by which | 
time the worms are full grown.

Care 
ful grading, baling and storing are Lm: 
portant. 

The brush should be gruded before it 
is baled, Crooked heads, heads with 


corn

twisted or burly fiber, and those with 
a large center stem are of poor qual- 
ity and should be separated from the 
good brush. Grading can be done con- 
veniently either when the brush Is 
being taken from the field, after it 
is thrashed, or just before the baling 
is done. 

The practice of buling the crop with- 
out grading is a common source of loss 
to the grower, Where good and poor 
brush are mixed, the buyer will esti- 
mute the percentuge of poor brush a 
little higher than appearances indicate, 
In order to be on the safe side. The 
price pald under such circumstances 
usually 1s less than the total price the 
good brush and poor brush would have 
brought If baled separately. In most 
enses the grower wlll be well repaid 
for the time and labor devoted to grad- 
Ing his brush and baling each grade 
separately. 

The brush should be taken up In 
small armfuls and butted agalnst a 
board, so that all the butts are even, 
It should then be placed in the baler, 
with the butts set firmly agalnst the 
end of the baler. The butts of one 
arinful are placed against one end and 
tayse of the next armful against the 
other end, continuing the process un- 
tH the baler is full, The bale is then 
pressed Into shape and the wires frs- 
tened. If the bale Is pressed tightly 
und the wires properly adjusted, a 
good square bale will result. 

Ruling should not be done until the 
brush is dry enough to eliminate all 
danger of Its molding In the bale. If 
baling Is delayed indefinitely after the 
brush fs dry, It should be bulked and 
protected from the light or it will 
bleach. 

The bales should be stored Ina dry. 
dark place for protection from the 
weather and sunlight: otherwise the 
outside will be weather stained or 
blenched by the sim, and they willl not 
bring ns high a price as If kept in good 
condition. 

The brush can be marketed to best 
advantage In carlond lots, because of 
the difference between frelght rates In 
full cars and smaller lots. The brush 
runs about 6 bales to the ton and 
from 10 to 12 tons to the earlond, Cora. 
munity co-operation Is needed te obtain 
the greatest success In growlp ; broom 
eorn, This will make possible mare 
keting the ¢rep In carload lots, with a 
consequent saving In frefeht. The 
manufncturers nre most Ikely to send 
an experlenced buyet into such a com:

U. S. Public Health Service Issues 
Official Health Bulletin 
on Influenza. 


LATEST WORD ON SUBJECT. 


Epldemie Probably Not Spanish in 
Origin—Germ Still Unknown—Peo- 
ple Should Guard Againat “Droplet 
infection”"—Surgeon General Biue 
Makea Authoritative Statement. 


Washington, D. O.—(Spectal.)—Al- 
though King Alfonso of Spain was 
one of the victims of the influenza ep!l- 
demic in 1893 and again this summer, 
Spanish authorities repudiate any 
claim to Influenza as a “Spanish” dis- 
ease. If the people of this country do 
not take care the epidemic will be 
come so widespread throughout the 
United States that soon we shall hear 
the disease called “American” Influ- 
enza. 

In response to a request for definite 
information concerning Spanish influ- 
enza, Surgeon General Rupert Blue of 
the U. S. Public Health Service has 
authorized the following official inter- 
view: 

What is Spanish Influenza? is it 
something new? Does it come from 
Spain? 

“The disease now occurring in this 
country and called ‘Spanish Influen- 
za’ resembles a very contagious kind 
of ‘cold,’ accompanied by fever, pains

fn the head, eyes, cara, back or other 
parts of the body and a feeling of se- 
vere sickness. In most of the cases the 
symptoms disappear after three or four 
days, the pntient then rapidly recover- 
{ng. Seme of the patients, however, 
develop pneumonia, or inflammation 
of the ear, or meningitis, and many of 
these complleated eases die. Whether 
this so-called ‘Spanish’ Influenza is 
identical with the epidemics of influen- 
za of earlier yenrs is not yet known. 

“Epldemlics of intluenza have visited 
this country since 1637. It 1s interest- 
{ing to know that this first epldemle 
was brought here from Valencela, 
Spain. Since that time there have 
been numereus epidemics of the dls- 
ease. In 1880 and 1890 an epldemic 
of influenzn, starting somewhere in the 
Orient, spread first to Russta and 
thence over practically the entire clv- 
{lized world, Three years later there 
was another flare-up of the dix.: +. 
Both times the epldemic spreid i 
ly over the United States

How can “Spanish influenza” be rec- 
ognized? 

“There {3 as yet no certain way in 
which a single case of ‘Spanish intlu- 
enza’ can be recognized, On the oth- 
er hand, recognition {8 easy where 
there is a group of cases, In contrast 
to the outbreaks of ordinary coughs 
and colds, which usually occur in the 
cold months, epidemics of influenza 
may occur at any season of tho year. 
Thus the present epiderule raged most 
intensely In Europe In May, June und 
July. Moreover, in the case of ordl- 
Thary colds, the gencra! &ymptoms 
(fever, pain, depression) are by no 
means as severe or as sudden in their 
onset as they are in influenza. Ftnal- 
ly, ordinary colds do not spread 
through the community so rapidly or 
so extensively as does influenza. 

“In most cases a person taken sick 
with Influenza feels sick rather sud- 
denly. He feels weak, has pains In the 
eyes, ears, head or back, and may be 
sore all over. Many patients feel 
dizzy, some vomit. Most of the pa- 
tlents complain of feeling chilly, and 
with thla comea a fever in which the 
temperature rises to 100 to 10%. In 
moet caaea the pulse remains relative- 
ly slow, 

“In appearance one is struck by the 
fact that the patient looks sick. His 
eyes and the inner side of hfe eyelida 
may be slightly ‘bloodshot,’ of ‘con- 
geeted,’ aa the doctors say. There 
may be running from the noae, or 
there may be some cough. Theee signs 
of a cold may not be marked; never- 
theless the patient looks and feels very 
sick. 

“In addition to the appearance and 
the symptoms as already 4eecrihed, 
examination of the patient's blond may 
nid the physician In recognizing ‘Span 
te) Influenza,’ for it has been found

that in this diseuse the number of 
white corpuscles shows Iittle or no in- 
erense above the normal, {t is possl- 
ble that the laboratory investlgationa 
now being made through the National 
Research Council and the United 
States Hygienic Laboratory will fur- 
nish a more certain way in which indi- 
vidual cases of this disease can be 
recognized.” 


What is the course of the disease? 
Do people die of it? 

“Ordinarily, the fever lasts from 
three to four days and the patient re- 
covers. But while the proportion of 
deaths in the present epidemic has 
generally been low, In some places the 
outbreak has been severe and deaths 
have been numerous. When death oc 
curs it is usually the result of a com- 
plication.” 


What causes the disease and how la 
it spread? 

“Bacterlologists who have studied in- 
fluenza epidemics in the past have 
found in many of the cases a very 
Small rod-shaped germ called, after its 
discoverer, Pfelffer's bacillus. In other 
cases of apparently the same kind of 
disease there were found pneumococci, 
the germs of lobar pneumonta. Stl 
others have been caused by strepto- 
coccl, and by others germs with long 
names. 

“No matter what particular kind of 
germ causes the epidemic, it is now 
believed that influenza is always 
sprend from person to person, the 
germs being carried with the air along 
with the very smal! droplets of mucus, 
expelled by coughing or sneezing, 
forceful talking, and the like by one 
who already has the germs of the dis- 
ease. They may also be carried about 
in the alr in the form of dust coming

What should be done by those who 
catch the disease? 

“It is very Important that every per- 
son who becomes sick with Influenza 
should go home at once and go to hed. 
This will help keep away dangerous 
complications and will, at the same 
time, keep the patient from scattering 
the disease far and wide. It is highly 
desiruble that no one he allowed to 
sleep in the same reom with the pa- 
trent. In fact, no one but the nurse 
should be allowed In the room. 

“If there is cough and sputum or 
running of the eyes and nose, care 
should be taken that all such dis- 


charges are collected on bits of gauze | 


or rag or paper napkins and burned. 
If the patient complains of fever and 
headache, he should be given water to 
drink, n cold compress to the forehead 
and a light sponge. Only such medl- 
elne should be given as is preseribed 
by the doctor,

How can one guard against influ- 
enza? 

“In guarding agninst disease of alt 
kinds, it is Important that the body be 
kept strong and able to fight off dts- 
ease germs. This can be done by hav- 
ing 2 proper proportion of work, play 
and rest, by keeping the body well 
clothed, und by eating sufficient whole- 
some and properly selected food. In 
connection with diet, It 18 well to re 
member that milk is one of the best 
all-around foods obtainable for adults 
ar well as children. So far as a dis- 
euse Hxe Influenza is concerned, health 
authorities everywhere recognize the 
very close relation between its spread 
and overcrowded honiws. While it is 
not always possible, especially in 
times Iike the present, to avold such 
overcrowding, people should consider 
the health danger and make every 
effort to reduce the home overcrowd- 
ing toa minimum. The value of fresh 
alr through open windows cannot be 
over emphasized, 

“When crowding le unavoldable, as 
in street cars, care should be taken to 
keep the face so turned as not to In- 
hale directly the air breathed out by 
another person. 

"It ta especially important to be 
ware of the peraon who coughs or 
sneezea without covering his mouth 
and noae. It @lso follows that one 
should keep out of crowds and stuffy 
places ns mutch as possible, keep 
homes, offices and workshops well 


aired, spend some time out of doors 
each day, Walk to work if at all prac 
ticableia short, make every possible 
effort to breathe as much pure air aé 


possible. 


“In all health matters follow the ad 
vice of your doctor and obey the regu- 
lations of your local and state health

STORAGE HOUSES 


Wooden Structures Are Prefer- 
able Because Cheaper and 
Easier to Keep Dry. 


ALLOW CIRCULATION OF AIR 


“Dugout” Is Not Satisfactory on Ac- 
count of Molsture—Foundation May 
Be In the Form of Pillare 
or Solid Walls. 


(From the United States Department of 
Agriculture.) 

Sweet-potato stornge houses may be 
bullt of wood, brick, hollow tile, ce- 
ment, or stone. Wooden houses are 
preferable, because they are cheaper 
and ensler to keep dry than the other 
types, It is difficult to keep moisture 
Where 


ment, stone, or brick house. 


! such houses are bullt for sweet-potato 
! storage they should be Iined with inm- 
ber so as to keep the alr in the house 


from coming in contact with the ma- 
sonry walls. It Is best to bulld sweet- 
Potato storage houses on foundations 
that allow a circulation of alr under 
them. The “dugout,” or house bullt 
partly under ground, is not satisfac- 
tory for storing sweet potatoes in the 
South, because it 1s practically Impos- 
alble to keep thls type of house dry, and 
moisture in the storage house will 
cause the crop to rot. 


Foundation of House. 

The foundation of the storage honse 
may be In the form of pillars or solid 
walls and should be of such a helght 
that the floor 1s about on the level 
of the hottom of the wagon bed, while 
the footings should be carried below 
the frost Ine or to solld ground. Gird- 
ers 6 by 10 or 8 by 8 Inches in size 
are usually placed on the pillars. 

Where cement, brick or stone 
foundation walls are bullt, they should 
extend 18 to 20 inches above the 
ground level; and plates 2 to 3 Inches 
thick and 8 to 10 tnches wide should 
be placed on the wall. In using walls 
for the foundation it is necessary to 
provide means for ventllatlon under 
the house, This ean be done by plac- 
Ing small windows in the foundation 
every 10 to 12 feet. Even where solid 
outside foundation walls are used It 1s 
advisuble to use pillars for the cen- 
ter supports. The rows of pillars 
should be not farther apart than 8 
to 10 feet. 

The space between the walls should 
be left open, because any material used 
to keep out the cold will absorb moist- 
ure. Muny storage houses have been 
bullt with sawdust, shavings, or sim- 
\lar material between the walls, but 
this practice should never be follow- 
ed. Sawdust will take up molsture 
and when once wet will never dry out. 
This molsture will keep the house damp 
and cause the walls to rot. The alr 
space is a good insulator If the walls 
are made tight. 


Ventilation is Important, 

Thorough ventilation is necessary In 
a storage house. This is provided by 
means of windows, doors, and ventlla- 
tors In the floor and through the roof. 
The openings in the floor around the 
atove prevent overheating the pota- 
toes near the stove. The bottom of the

windows should be within 18 Inches or 
two feet of the floor. The windows and 
doors must be made so as to close 
tightly to keep out the cold. All win- 
dowa should be made to open from the 
outside, as the bins will interfere with 
opening them from the inside. Where 
glass windows are used, outside shut- 
ters are put on, and there should be 
well padded. Some of the windows 
should be made of glass, so as to ad- 
mit light without letting in cold alr, 
as it is necessary to have light when 
working in the house and in cold 
weather the house should not be kept 


open.

Arrangemant of Interior. 


The arrangement of the interior of 
the house depends upon the methods 
of storage used. Some growers store 
potatoes in boxes, crates, baskets, or 
hampers, while others store in bins. 
The smaller containers are to be pre- 
ferred to bins where it is practicable 
to use them, because they eliminate 
conalderahle handling and reduce the 
amount of decay. Many growers store 
In the hampers that are to be used for 
marketing the potatoes. This is a 
satisfactory plan, as it requires no 
outlay of money for storage recepta- 
cles, and the packages for shipping 
must be provided in any event if the 
erop la to be marketed.

FACTORS IN KEEPING 
BEES SUCCESSFULLY 


Honey Is Splendid Substitute for 
Sugar, Now in Demand. 


Fallure to Provide Proper Care In 
Winter and Spring May Result in 
Almost Total Fallure—Plenty 
of Stores, 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Beekeeping can be made a 
profitable side line on the farm. 
When properly managed bees 
make a good supply of honey, 
which fs a splendid substitute 
for sugar—now in great demand, 
While the essentiuls of heekeep- 
ing are almpte and easily under- 
stood, It 1s highly important that 
the keeper understand the bees 
and give them the care they 
need at the proper time. Too 
many beekeepers work by rule 
of thumb, but the most success- 
ful are students of bees who 
understand thelr needs in the 
different seasons, 


Success In beekeeping depends on 
the beekeepers skill in two lines of 
effort. First, he must see to it that 
every colony Is strong in numbers at 
the beginning of the period when nec- 
tar is secreted, This 1s often not ac- 
complished, for !f the colony is weak- 
ened by poor care in winter the secre- 
tion of nectur may begin so early in 
the season that the bees have not time, 
without ald, tu guln sufflelently tn 
strength. An example is found tn the 
white clover region, where nectur se- 
cretion usually begins about June 1, 
and most beekeepers lose much of the 
white clover nectar from bad mannge-

sufficiently strong in hees the previous 
fall to winter successfully. This can 
he done by leaving plenty of stores for 
the bees to feed on, and space for 
breeding. The bees also require pro 
tectlon from cold and wind during the 
winter. This applies also to the care 
of bees in spring, for at this time they 
should have abundant food and pro 
tection. The fallure to tnke the proper 
care of bees in winter and apring Is a 
source of the greatest loss now expe 
rienced by beekeepers, and this ap- 
plies to almost all parts of the United 
States; yet It 1s a simple matter to 
protect the hees from wind and cold. 
To do so will put more dollars in the 


; farmer's pockets and more bees tn his 


hives.

No Infallible method of swarm preven- 
tion has been found, owing probably to 
the fact that the cause of swarming 1s 
not yet known In spite of the strenu- 
ous effort to solve this mystery of the 
hive. However, practical methods of 
prevention and control have been 
evolved, so that in profiting by the 
work of others a beekeeper can largely 
overcome thia difficulty. Unless the 
beekeeper realizes the necessity of 
having colonies strong in time for the 
nectar and of keeping up this strength 
by every means at his command, his 
heekeeping endeavors will fall to yleld 
the greatest profit—a condition which 
in particularly undesirable at this 
time. 


Conserve Molature. 


Weeds use up moisture. When they 
grow in a crop they compete with the 
crop for the moisture, and weeds usu- 
ally keep on growing after the crop Is 
cut, thus using moisture that should be 
aaved up for next year’s crop.

Number of Deaths, Fortunately, 
Have Greatly Dimished 


Spanish influenza, which has 
claimed hundreds of victims in this 
State, and visited nearly every 
place of abode in Garrett county, 
leaving death and desolation in its 
wake, has subsided to a marked 
degree in this community, the rate 
of death being very much less than 
a week or ten days ago. 

Notwithstanding this material 
decrease in the death rate, there is 
still sadness in many homes of the 
town and county. 

In Oakland the disease seems to 
have subsided, but in the outlying 
country districts, especially in the 
Potomac valley towns, the reports 
are not as encouraging, but tend 
tothe belief that the plague in 
those sections has also abated toa 
degree of some magnitude. 

Some sections of the county have 
been particularly fortunate in not 
having a case of influenza with its 
resultant fatal termination. Es- 
pecially is this true of Accident, 
Bittinger and the town ol] Grants- 
ville.

On Christmas parcel only will be al- 
lowed to be sent each soldier the coming

Official instructions for sending Christ 
mas boxes to soldiers overseas follow: 

“Only one parcel will be accepted 
by the War Department through the 
Red Croas for each soldier overseas. 

“No Christmas parcel will be accept- 
| ed by the Rea Croas for shipment after

Study these instructions andavoid 
mistakes. No message or written ma- 
terial of any kind will be allowed to go 
in the boxes. When the boxes are 
packed, but unrapped, they must not 
weigh more than two pounds fifteen 
If the parcel is over weight, 
some article must be removd. 


‘Do not put pershible food, soft 
candy, liquids or anything in glass con- 
tainers in the package if you wish it to 
with the other 
contents unspoiled. 


**Do not mail the box yourself. When 
paciced, the box should be taken to the

All packages must he plainly marked 
with the name and address of the send- 
er, together witha notation indicating 
the nature of the contents, such as 
os box’’ or ‘‘Christmas pres- 
ent. 

The supply officer at New York will 
cause each express package to be open- 
ed and carefully examined to see that 
rothing of any explosive or other danger- 
cus character is forwarded.

Wilson States Conditions for 
Discussion of Armstice 


SEND INQUIRY, NOT REPLY 


Germany Asked Whether She Actually 
Accepts The President's 14 Points 
—No Answer To Be Sent 
To Austria. 


TEXT OF PRESIDENT’S 
MESSAGE. 


The text of the President’s nics- 
sage as incorporated in a message 
Secretary of State Lansing deliv- 
ered to the Swiss Charge d'At- 
faires follows: 

“Sir, | have the honor to ac- 
knowledge on behaif of the Pres- 
ident your note of October 6, in- 
closing a communication from the 
German government to the Pres- 
ident; and I am Instructed by the 
President to request you to make 
the following communication to 
the Imperial German Chancellor: 

“Beltore making reply to the re- 
quest of the Imperital German gov- 
ernment and in order that the re- 
ply shall be as candid and straight 
forward as the momentous inter- 
ests involved require, the Presi- 
dent of the United States deems 
It necessary to assure himself of 
the exact meaning of the note of 
the Imperial Chancellur. Does the 
Imperial Chancellor mean that the 
Imperial German government ac- 
cepts the terms laid down by the 
President in his address to the 
Congress of the United States on 
the 8th of January last and in 
subsequent addresses, and that its 
object in entering into discussions 
would be only to agree upon the 
practical details of their npplica- 
tion? 

The President feels bound to say 
with regard to the suggestion of 
an armistice that he would not 
fee] at liherty to propose a cessa- 
tion of arms to the government 
with which the government of the 
United States Is associated against 
the Central Powers so long as the 
armies of those powers are upon 
their soll. The good faith of any 
discussion would manifestly de- 
pend upon the consent of the Cen- 
tral Powers immediately to with- 
draw their forces everywhere from 
invaded territory. 

“The President also feels that 
he Is Justified in asking whether 
the Imperial Chancellor 1s speak- 
ing merely for the constituted au- 
thorlty of the Empire who have so 
far conducted the war.

FROM BELGIUM 


Enemy Is Retreating So Fast | 


Pursuers Have Lost Touch 
With Defeated Armies. 


WIDE AREAS ARE RECOVERED. | 


Outlet of Argonne Foreat, Deaperately 
Defended, Now Safely In Hands 
of Alllea—Grandpre Captured 
After Fierce Fighting. 


London.—The Germans are in full — 


flight from Northern Belgium. 


Beaten disastrously by the Allled | 


armies and threatened with utter de- 


feat and rout, the enemy is retreating | 


with utmost speed on a wide front. 


Half of Belgium must now be lost, | 


with the naval bases on the north. 
The Antwerp line far to the east of- 
fers the next defense of the enemy. 

Belgian, British und French infantry 
are pursuing the fleeing Germans, but 
have lost contact with the enemy on 
at least part of the Ine, so rapid !s 
the retreat. 

Only a ten-mile gap reinains between 
the advancing Allies and the Dutch 
border, through which the enemy must 
escape to avold being trapped on the 
coast. 

Grandpre, western bastion of the 
Kriemhlilde line and base of German 
operations in the Champagne, has been 
captured by the Americans. 

In heavy battlng against frantic re- 
sistance, Pershing's men fought their 
way forward through a new breach In 
the battered enemy defenses. In the 
swaylng battle the Americans hurled 
the enemy back with heavy losses and 
fought off his desperate counter 
strokes. 

The Flanders rout is spreading both 
north and south. The Belgians on the 
left are advancing southeast of Nleu- 
port, within five miles of the Channel 
coast. 

The British on the LiNe-Douai front 
struggled forward stendily and pushed 
the Germans back to a straight line 
between these two key cities. Ilalg’s 
patrols entered Lille, the largest city 
held by the foe in Northern France. 
The fall of Douai Is Imminent. More 
than 15,000 prisoners have been taken 
on the northern line, 

The French have made fresh prog- 
ress in hard fighting north of Laon. 
Debeney’s army has pushed across the 
Olse near Its contluence with the Serre 
and Is effectively pursuing the beaten 
enemy columns. 

The Belgians advancing astride the 
Thourout-Bruges and Thonrout-Ostend 
roads have defeated the Germans, who 
are retrenting rapidly. 

This undoubtedly Is one of the war's 
greatest and most vital victories, for 
the gallant Iittle Belslan army, ably 
assisted by crack French and British

HUNGARY BREAKS 
WITH AUSTRIA 


Budapest Asserts Independence, 
and Declares Henceforth Only 
Personal Union With Vienna. 


TEUTON COALITION WRECKED. 


Proclamations by Czecho-Slovaks, Ib 
lyrians and Ruthenlans Reported. 
Federalization of Austria Into 
* Four States Predicted. 


London. — The German-Austro-I]an- 
gariin coalition that was to extend 
Teutonic dominion through Mitteleu- 
ropa eastward is now a mass of wreck- 
age. The dual monarchy, in a frenzied 
effort to meet the requirements pre- 
Iminary to obtaining peace, has split 
up, Hungary declaring itself an inde- 
pendent state. 

At a meeting of the Hungurian par- 
linment a proclamation was read de- 
claring iMungary to be an Independent 
state, suys a dispatch from Berlin for- 
warded via Copenhagen. 

Henceforth, the message adds, there 
is to be only a personal union between 
Austrian and Hungary, 

From other sources are received re- 
ports that not only Hungary, but Bo- 
hemia and the Croatians have declared 
their independence. 

The federalization of Austria {s fore- 
shadowed in Vignna dispatches recety- 
ed through Reuter’s Amsterdam corre- 
spondent. The dispatches declare 
Baron von Hussarek, the Austrian pre- 
mier, has summoned a conference of 
the party leaders io discuss the issulng 
of a proclamaticn trunsforming Aus- 
tria into four states—namely, German, 
Austrian. Czecho-Slovak, Iiyrtun and 
Puthenian, with a common head, com- 
mon representation abroad and com- 
mon defense, 

According to the Berlir, Tageblatt’s 
Vienna correspondent, says the dls- 
patch from Amsterdam, It Is expected 
the Austrian emperor will issue a 
proclamation inviting the respective 
races to prepare for the formation of 
federal states. The questions affecting 
Bukowlna, Rumania, Bosnia, Herzego- 
Vinn and Poland, the dispatch adds, 
will be left) for further arrangement 
with the nations concerned, The fed- 
eral states will be under the Hapsburg 
scepter, 

Dr. Alexander Wekerle the Hun- 
xarlan premier, says the Amsterdata 
dispateh, referred to the matter ina 
speech In the Hungarian diet and ts 
quoted as having sald;

HJOVER SAYS “UGh'T WASTE”. 


The difference between the wheat 
and the sugar situation fs this—that 
fn iBe first care the United states has 
to +hJp out the wheat ft has and tn the 
other ft Das to ehip in the sugar it 
hasn't. Whout has to be caved from 
our own ecanty supply for cur ariny 
and our allics and practically all the 
Ocean tannnage available, after meeting 
¢certain imperatlve military demands, 
ojs devoted to transporting that cereal 
to France. Sugar tn abundance awalte 
shipment here from Cula, but few 
shins can be spared to carry it hither. 
the protdean therefore tn regard to 
sugar is to make the fluctuating but 
never sufficient supply in this country 
@o round. In the case of both sugar 
and wheat, a shortuge demands froin 
us sacrifice and eubstitutton, but the 
reasons are not identical. 

In order that a reserve stock of | 
sugar may be bullt up and thereby 
the danger of an acute sugar famine 
entirely removed, the Food Administra- 
tion has atiffened the regulations and 
Feqjuests it makes regarding the use of 
that commodity. For general house 
hold use the amount that can be had 
by a purchaser Is placed at two pounds 
in the cities and five pounds in the 
oountry. For householders who certify 
in writing that they require sugar for 
canning and preserving purposes and 
promise to return whatever is not s0 
tured, purchases of 25 pounds are per- 
mitted In the citles and of 50 pounds 
in the country, 

Substitutes for sugar are not £0 | 
hard to find as substitutes for wheat. | 
Maryland patriotism should not have 
much trouble in selecting understudy 
sweeteners. Here 1s just one example: 
why not cut out the sugar from tce 
cream and use instead a mixture of 
honey, maple syrup, and corn syrup 
instead. The fastidious members of 
one of the most famous clubs in Mary- 
land have been served that kind of 
fee cream for months and have noticed 
no change— unless for the better. 

Never encourage the use of sugar. 
Pealers are forbidden to boost its sale 
by advertisments; less will be used 
on Maryland’s quarter-million tables 
if the sugar bowl is kept out of sight 
un'il asked for. 

In Canada, ft is arain-t the law to 
have a sugar bh vl on the table ina 
puddle enting plaice. Only two tea: 
spoonfule--net the heaping kind 
that are alowed to econ ari. The 
Alingie truth fa that neither here nor 
there-- thanks to submarne., Cubsu 
would-be profireers and other nulsan- 
ces—is there any too much sugar to 
meet real needs. Till the situation 
cleats, it Is necessary lor all to cut

One, so intent on his 
work that he forgot where he was, and 
stepped slowly back viewing his work, 
until he had come to the edge of the 
plank. His companion saw his danger 
and seizing a wet brush flung it against 
the wall spattering the picture with 
blotches of cloring. The painter flew 
forward ina rage and turned upon his 
friend with fierce upbraidings until he 
was made aware of the danger he had 
escaped, then with tears of gratitude 
he thanked him for what he had done. 
So we become so absorbed with the 
pictures of the world that we are un- 
conscious of our peril] when God in His 
mercy dashes out the beautiful images 
and draws us at the time we are com- 
plaining of His dealings, into His out- 
stretched arms of love. 

Frequently God sends afflictions to 
show forth the energy and power of 
diyine grace. Doubtless this was one 
of the rcasons fur Job’s sore affliction. 
Th: usrh friends comforted him with the 
assurance that he had been guilty of 
some heinous crime and was consequent- 
ly sulfering the just punishment of his 
crime against God. Yet in all Job 
sinned not, nor charged God foolishly. 
It was a dark night that had settled, 
about him, but there arose a light in the ! 
darkness. The energy of grace was suf- 
ficient for him then. His miserable 
comforters were glad enough to besecch 
his prayers on their own behalf. Hu- 
man nature could not have endured un- 
less it was assisted. What mortal, for- 
saken by friends, deprived of all his 
worldly poesessions, rubbed of his chil- 
dren, and cven entrcated by his wife to 
curse God and die, could have endured 
all thia without the power of Divine 
grace to assist and support? It was a 
wonderful manifestation of the power of 
grace. Yet many a Christian now can 
bear testimony t» the efficacy of this 
same grace to support them tn sore tria} 
and have realized the yerification of the 
Promise, ‘‘My grace is sufficient for 
you.’’ 

Again, God designs to manifest, in a 
peculiar manner, His] goodness to us. 
We can witness this in the afflictions of 
Job. He was impoverished, only to be 
enriched to a greater extent than ever. 

The gocdness of God has shown forth 
in a special manner in the midst of our 
trials. When we thought all hope was 
gone, that God had forgotten us, we 
have witnessed the manifestation of His 
goodness and love in a wonderful man- 
ner. The way has been opened from 
Moab to Bethlehem; from the gloom of 
despondency to light and joy. 

Though troubles assail you, the Lord 
will not cast you off. Gleams of tight 
break through the clouds, for the Mas- 
ter grants us consolation. Sometimes 
our hearts are ina state of agitation, 
caused by something disagreeable, It 
heaves and agonizes under the pressure 
of grief and anxiety, of despondencv 
and apprehension of future evils. How 
cheering then, amid the troubles of life, 
to meditate upon the character of Jesus. 
How consoling to know that we can tell 
our griefs and cares to Him who is able 
to grant us consolation. How cheering 
to remember that we haye a High 
Priest who is touched with a feeling ot 
our infirmaties; who looks upon His suf- 
fering children in pity. Then as we re- 
flect upon his abode, the worship of ce- 
lestial spirits and His love for them, it 
is comforting to realize that He sympa- 
thizes with us and to hear Him say, as 
He did to His disciples of old, ‘‘Let not 
your hearts be troubled.’’ All of us 
have adversities now. They mav differ 
in nature and degree, still we have our 
cross to bear. Sometimes it is scarcity 
of labor when the poor man is compelled 
to see his family deprived of the neces- 
sities of life, when want lurks at his 
door, or debt accumulates with no pros- 
pact of relief. May be he is not prop- 
erly remunerated for his labor, or bis 
plans have failed, his anticipations have 
been blasted, or the waters of affliction 
swept over his soul; or sickness has 
come and laid him aside and he muat en- 
| dure wearv nights of suffering and an- 
guish of body and mind. Maybe dis- 
ease has laid ite hand on loved ones and 

he sees them slip away from him. 

One of the saddest sights I ever saw 
was at the grave of a fond mother. Ask 
this father ae he holde the infant in his 
arms, surrounded too, by six small chil-

Student Soldiers . . . . 
. . By Frederick J. Haskin | 


About 150,000 studcnts are now 
gathered at 550 American colleges in 
the uniform and under the discipline of 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
Abcut one-third as mary are attending 
the vocational schools under the same 
status. Thus the Students’ Army 
Training Corps is in successful opera- 
tion and it has already contributed ma- 
terial to the training camps, which is 
the chief purpose it was organized to 
serye. 

This purpose does not seem to be 
fully understood by the American 
public. The training corps is criticized 
by some who sce it as arefuge from the 
harder uses of war for those who have 
certain qualifications of education and 
intelligence. It is hailed with joy by 
certain equally deluded persons who 
believe it is intended primarily as a 
step toward free higher education. 

The men who have organized and are 
directing the Students’ Army Training 
Corps are anxious to correct both of 
those impressions. They point out 
that the corps will not keep any con- 
siderable number of men out of the 
ranks who would otherwise go into them 
and that many of those who are induct- 
ed into it will reach the front sooner 
than if they had left the draft law take 
its course. They further point out that 
since the need for officer material is 
much greater than could possibly be 
supplied from the ranks the Students’ 
Army Training Corps is a necessary 
tuppicmentary source of supply. 

Neither is the chance for « commis- 
sion dented to the man who enters the 
vocational rather than the collegiate 
section. The fact of the matter 13 that 
every man who hasit in him to make 
an cflicer will have a wide opportunity 
to doso betore the new draft Army is 
ready to take the tield. The Students’ 
Army Training Corps is not designed to 
favor the educated or any other class 
Neither is it primarily an educatinal 
measure. It is a military measure, 
made necessary by the impossibility of 
obtaining an adequate supply of officers, 
without some such means of assorting 
and shaping the heterogeneous mass 
of human material which must be 
organized intoan Army between now 
and spring. 

The courses of the Students’ Army 
Training Corps are divided into periods 
of three months, called quarters. When 
aman enters one of the unit4 the pre- 
sumption is that he will remain at 
least one quarter, if he 1s 20 years old. 
If 19 he will probably remain two 
quarters and if 18 years old he will 
probably remain three. But nothing is 
promised. If he shows the proper 
qualifications a man may be sent to un 
oflicers’ training camp, or if he proves 
unmistakably unfit for a commission 
may be sent to a depot brigade within a 
shurt time. The shortage of officer 
matcrial has already made it necessarv 
to send some students to officers’ truin- 
ing camps. On the other hand, a man 
haying training or aptitude in certain 
technival lines, needed by the Army and 
Navy, may be retained in college for 
several quarters. The number of these 
will necessarily be very small. In 
general, the man who enters a unit of 
ttre Students’ Army Training Corps is 
taking a shortest route to the front. 

It is evident that at the end of every 
quarter a number of yacancies will oc- 
cur in the institutions. The method of 
filling these vacancies is just now being 
worked out and cannot yet be presented 
in detail 

Some of the units are not yet full and 
as the period of induction, which began 
October 1, has been extended until Oc- 
tober 21, there is still an opportnnity 
for induction. Most ot the large uni- 
versities are enrolled to capacity and 
have been turning away applicants, but 
some of the smaller and less well-known 
ones have not yet obtained all the men 
they can aacommodate. The man who 
wishes to enroll in one of these can ob- 
tain all information about them from 
the ncareat district educational di- 
rector. 

The fact that the large universities 
have had more applicants than they 
needed, while the small ones have, in 
some caaes, had difficulty in obtaining 
the required 100, seems to be due toa 
general belief that better opportunities 
are offered by the large universities. 

But the standard of Instruction offered 
will be approximately the same in all, 
since it must come up to certain re- 
quirements set by the government. The 
same is true of the accommodations for 
students. 

The institutions which bave units of 
the vocational section of the Students’ 


Army Training Corps number abcut 
159. They heveacapacity of about 55,- 
000 students and the course occupies a 
period of two months. Here aguin a 
man may be assignid to other duty 
after a shorter period or he may be re- 
taincd for a longer one t» undergo 
special trainirg. 

The stud nts in the vocati: nal schoo's 
will also be observed for the purpose ot 
picking out cflicer material. A four- 
year high echo | course is by no moars 
necessary to get a commiss’ n. 

As the vocational sec:ion will train 
men at the rate of about 505,000 every 
two months, large numbers of mcn will 
be recruited for 1t cvery month. The 
ma’ wishing to enter this ssctior must 
apply, as herctufore, t» his local draft 
board. Whenaquivta from a certain 
secticn is necded the local boards are 
notified to receive such applications. 
Some cunfusion has resulted in the part 
from the fact that some loca! boards 
had not received such notices and hence 
refused to receive applications. Most 
of the jocal boards wilt not reccive ap- 
plications. In case of refusal the ap- 
plicant may apply to the nearest in- 
stitution haying a vocational unit. 

Every man entering a unit of the Stu- 
dents’ Army Training Corps should re- 


alize that he thereby becomes a mem- 
ber ot the United States Army, Navy 
or Marine Corps, for service in what- 
ever place he is best qualified to fill, as 
soon as he can be trained to fill it.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION OF THE STATE 
PROVIDING FOR ABSENT VOTING 


CHAPTER 20 


An Act to propose an amendment to Article 1, title ‘‘Elective Franchise,’ of the Consti- 
tution of the State of Maryland, by adding a new section thereto, to be known as Section 1A, 
the same relating to absent voting; and to provide for the submission of said amendment to 
the qualified voters of this State for adoption or rejection. 


SECTION 1. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Maryland, three-fifths of all mem- 


bers of each of the two Houses concurring, that the following new section be and the same is 
hereby proposed as an amendment to Article 1, title ‘‘Elective Franchise’’ of the Constitution 
of the State of Maryland, to be inserted after Section 1, and to be known as Section 1A; the 
same, if adopted by the legally qualified voters of the State as herein provided, to become a 
part of Article 1 of the Constitution of Maryland. 


Section 1A. The General Assembly of Maryland shall have power to provide by suita- 
ble enactment for voting by qualified voters of the State of Maryland who are absent and en- 
gaged in the Military or Naval Service of the United States at the time of any election from 
the ward or election district in which they are entitled to vote, and for the manner in which 
and the time and place at which such absent voters may vote, and for the canvass and return 


of their votes. 
SECTION 2. 


And be it further enacted by the aforesaid, That said foregoing section here- 


by proposed as an amendment to the Constitution, shall be at the next general election for 
Members of Congress held in this State, submitted to the legal and qualified voters of the 
State for adoption or rejection, in pursuance of the directions contained in Article XIV of 
the Constitution of this State, and at the said general election the vote on the said proposed 
amendment to the Constitution shall be by ballot, and upon each ballot there shall be printed the 
words ‘'For the Constitutional Amendment’’ and ‘*Against the Constitutional Amendment,”’ 
as now provided by law, and immediately after said election due returns shall be made to the 
Governor of the vote for and against said proposed amendment as directed by said Four- 
teenth Article of the Constitution, and further proceedings had in accordance with said Arti- |

Senator McCum- 
ber, Republican, of North Dakota, In- 
troduced a resolution committing the 
Uulted States against any cessation of 
hostilities or peace negotiations with 
Germany until the HfIun surrendered 
unconditionally and agreed tu mrke 
reparation to the nations he had 
ravaged. 

This resolution was endorsed by the 
Republican leaders tn the Senate, who 
insisted there must be no let-up in the 
prosecution of the war abread or its 
support at home until Germany and 
her allies Iny ‘down their arins and 
say, “We are defeated. What terms 
of peace and reparation do you im- 
pose?” 

It is absurd to attempt to make it 
appenr that if Senators Lodge, Me- 
Cumber, Poindexter, Nelson and their 
Republican collengues carry the No- 
vember elections and win control of 
the next Senate such an event would 
be halked with joy in Berlln and with 
dread by our Allies. 


During the Spanish-American war, 
when McKinley was President, all but

Democrats from the 
North and West, representing 31 differ- 
ent states, have been allotted only 21 
chairmanships, and these are of a 
minor charncter, In other words, 
Northern Democrats representing twos 
thirds of the states in the Union and 
evea a much greater proportion of the 
population, wealth, Industrial, agricul- 
tural and business Interests, are cut 
off with only one-third of the chalr- 
mansbips in the House of Representa- 
tives, 

Even the chairmanshipe allotted to 
the Southern Democrats are a very 
“close corporation.” Out of 61! House 
chairmanships 34, or over half of 
them, are kept within the Democratic 
membership from nine Southern states, 

Never in the history of this reprblic 
has the power of determining natlonal 
policies ever been concentrated In the 
hands of a few men or so monopolized 
by a handful of states, It unpleasantly 
reminds one of the manner In which, by 
similar methods, the state of Prussta 
is able to dictate to the entire German 
Empire, regardiess of the will or 
wishes or interests of tbe other states 
of Germany.

Survey Made by Banking House 
' for the “Market” Shows 
145 Per Cent. Profits. 


The cost of producing the 1917-18 
cotton crop was 11.28 cents a pound. 

The average price obtained for the 
crop was 27.0 cents, 

‘The cotton planters’ net profit on the 
1017-18 crop was 16.42 cen‘s a pound, 
ra Httle over 145 per cent. 

These figures are furnished to the 
‘market’ by the banking house of 11. 
i. Bachman & Co. of New York city, 
ne of the largest cotton brokers in 
the country. They are base] on a sur- 
vey of over 2,000 cotton growing coun: 
tles in the South. The survey was 
made by Mr. James T. Watking, Sr, 
formerly Chief Cotton Statisttcinn of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
fhe “cost” Includes every possible 
item of expense, including even the 
price of bacon and cornmenl, which 
many cotton planters furnish their 
negro labor. 

The cost of producing the 1918-19 
crop, just coming into the market, will 
not exceed that of the 1917-18 crop, 
as the Watkins survey was tade this 
year, after the 1017-18 crop was pick- 
ed and marketed, since which time 
there has been little or no Increase in 
any of the items of cost. [ut the | 
1918-19 crop is being sold at over 30 | 
cents a pound. The net profit to the 
cotton planter on this years cotton 
crop will be very close to 200 per cent.

URGED IN REPORT 


Advice of Only Committee Farme, 
ers Have at Capital Was 
Disregarded. 


Chicago, I)l—Some very startting, 
facts are certain to develop as the re- 
sult of a resulution offered in the 
House of Representatives by Congreat>, 
man Anderson, Kepublican, of Minns 
sota, calling for au investigation of 
the report that, early in August, the 
Agricultural Advisory Committee ap 
pointed to investigate the cost of pro-! 
ducing wheat and to recommend a, 
guaranteed price for the 1910 harvest, 
recommended $2.46 as a minimum, 
price to be guaranteed for 1919 wheat; 

The report and recommendation, 
when brought to light, will disclose the; 
following facts: After four days’ ses- 
sion and hearings, the Agricultural Ad- 
visory Committee, with seventeen of 
twenty-four members present. by the 
unanimous vote of those present, passed 
the following resolution to be trans- 
mitted to the Secretary of Agriculture: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this Committee that a minimum price 
of $2.46 per bushel for No. 1 Northern 
Spring Wheat, or its equivalent, based 
on Chicago delivery, be fixed for the 
1919 wheat crop.” 

Need of Higher Pricee. 


In support of its report the commit- 
tee sald while it belleved the price of 
$2.20 per bushel as guaranteed for the 
1918 wheat crop was, under all cir- 
cumstances, reasonable, that it felt 
sure that— 

“The wheat crop of 1919 cannot be 


| produced on the same basis of cost 


for the following reasons: The addi- 
tional cost of commercial fertilizers 


land clover seed, which are necessary 


to many sections in the successful 
growing of wheat; the incrensed cost of 
farm machinery; the Increased cust of 
accessuries and repairs; the increased 
cost of fue! and lubricating oils for 
the tractor engines used in preparing

USING 16-INGH GUNS 


American Weapons Capable of 
Shattering Rhine Defenses. 


Designed for United States Battle 
Cruisers, They Are Mounted Now 
for Warfare on Land. 


Washington.—Detalls of the achieve 
ments of the navy departiient tn make 
ing available for use on the western 
front of the great naval guns which 
press dispatches have reported to be 
bammering the German rallway cen 
ters back of the Otse-Serre front were 
made public by Seerctary Daniels. 

The naval guns, which have been fn 
operation since September 1G, orlginal+ 
ly were Intended for new batde cruls- 
ers, but a change in tbe design of the 
vessels left the guns unavailable for 
that use, Rear Admiral Earle, chief 
of the Navy Bureau ot Ordnance, then 
recommended that the guns be sent to 
the western front, and he was directed 
to proceed with the design and con- 
struction, 

The guns are manned and operated 
by officers and men of the United 
States navy, under the command of 
Rear Admiral Plunkett, formerly di- 
rector of the oflice of gunnery exere 
cises and engineering performance. 
The first party of ollicers and men to 
handle the guns arrived {n France on 
June 9, the first shlpment of material 
left this country on June 20, and the 
entire organization was completed and 
ready to move to the battle front lu 
France late in August. 

The guns are said to throw a heav- 
jer projectlle and have a greater muz- 
zie velocity than uny weapon ever 
placed on a mobile land mounting. 
The weight of the explosive used with 
each projectile 1g many times greater 
than that used tn the freak German 
long range gun, and {n point of their 
destructive force they are Incomparu- 
ble. 

The organization to man one gun re 
quires an entire train, tneluding the 
gun car Itself, ammunition cars, a 
crane car, and construction, sand, tlm- 
ber, kitchen, fuel, workshop, berthing 
and staff rudio cars, Many of the cars 
were especially manufactured by the 
Standard Steel Car Company, and the 
locomotives, && ton types, with four 
pairs of drivers, were bullt by the 
Baldwin Locomotlve Works,

Washington Critics Believe It 
Will Soon Begin. 


HUNS HEADED FOR MEUSE 


Officers In Capical Watching Retreat 
From Belgium, Flanders And 
Northern France With 
Interest. 


Washington.—Now that the Germans 
have been cleared out of Belgiau 
Flanders and much of Northern 
Lrance, Army officials here are watch 
ing the battle front intently, many 
of them with a distinct feeling that a 
new storm ot attack may be about to 
break against the enemy. There was 
nothing tonight to indicate that. this 
expectaney was founded upon definite 
information and it probably grows out 
of a number of happenings of a minor 
character in themselves, but possibly 
important links in chains of events 
soon to be disclosed. 

Beyond doubt the German retire: 
ment in Belgium has slowed down. 
Hiowever, it is not yet clear whether 
this is due to the fact that the re- | 
treating forces are nearing, on the 
whole northern front, the Jine which 
frequently has been selected by mili- 
Vary critics as the first pausing place 
gn the way to the Meuse or the bor- 
der, or to the necessities of extending 
Allies communication lines as the 
troops advance. It is probable, of 
fleers .aid, that there 1s necessity for 
a breathing spell on both sides. 

There is little doubt here that the 
German army is headed for nothing 
short of the Meuse line, and that any 
pause will be but temporary to per- 
mit teadjustment of the columns and 
upply lines in order that the same 
orderly sequence of movements shall 
sharacterize subsequent retirements.

REQ CROSS WANTS PEACH 
STONES. 

A further pica for saving peach 
stones for use in making gas masks. 
Is made by the American Red Cross. 
[t is pointed out that to make 6,000,60U 
of the best gas masks needed for the 
Army, Navy, ambulances and hospital 
service, will require 35,000,000 pounds 
of peach stones. 

The Federal Government has asked 
the Red Crogs to use its organization 
for collecting these fruit stones. 
8tones of apricots. prunes, plume. 
olives, dates, cherries, walnuts, Bra- 
zilian nuts, hickory and butternuts 
gre also of value for providing carbon 
for the gas masks and should be saved 
with the peach stones. Italian cherry 
stones are net to be saved, as they 
have no value compared with native 
cherry stones.

HISTORY REPEATING ITSELF. 

Perhaps we think we are learning 
something new io learning cornmeal 
cookery, but we are not. Aside from 
the fact that we use gas and electric 
ovens or coal ranges and that they 
used crude wood fires, the dishes we 
make of corn are much the same as 
those learned from the Indians by our 
ancestors centuries ago. In fact, they 
were familiar with the knack of mak- 
ing bread of mized grain and there 
was quite a vogue for a bread called 
“rye and injun,” which was not un 
like some of the Liberty breads of the 
present time. 

And so our leasons from Colonial 
days might be extended. They pre 
served the gsummer’s abundance of 
fruit and vegetables for winter's use 
and preserved it without sugar, and 
this is the very latest demand of the 
food situation im this country. They 
uried vegetables and fruit and we 
cannot do better than to dry fruit and 
vegetables in much the same way that 
they did. They knew a scarcity of 
wool and they conserved wool, anc 
we are asked to do the same. The) 
made soap from drippings, and we 
are asked to save every bit of fat 
either to use ourselves or to ell tc 
soap makers.

The Republican has on file a num- 
ber ot highly interesting letters from 
Garrett county soldiers in France, all 
the letters, of course, having been writ- 
ten several weeks ago and at a time 
when the American forces were engag- 
edinthe thick of the hardest fighting 
of the four years’ war. Now, since the 
cessation of hostilities, they will soon 
come marching home, and when that 
happy hour arrives al] will hear with re- 
newed and never-lagging interest from 
the lips of the boys themselves, ac- 
counts of their harrowing experiences 
in the trenches, of their first going oyer 
the top, their dash into No Man’s Land, 
where they met in deadly, hand-to-hand 
combat with the enemy; mayhap their | 
forced retirement, and then the gruel- 
ing advance again in the face of a mur-! 
derous, concentrated fire from the ene- | 
my; how their comrades, struck down 
by their side, waved and cheered them 
onward to yictory, for it must be re- 
membered that the American forces, | 
once in possession of territory in the 
war zone, were never forced back. 
these things wil! be r.counted by the; 
boys who return. 

But what of the others? They each, 
occupy a hallowed spot in France where 
the mounds covering them will be kept 
strewn with flowers by the French peo- | 
ple as a token for the help afforded that ! 
nation in her darkest hours by the brave 
and liberty-loving sons of America. ' 
They were loved at home; their memory | 
will be revered in France. 

The subjoined letter, under date of 
Octuber 8g was written by Private Ed- 
ward Chance of the American Engi- 
neers, to his sister Miss Louise Chance, 
at Mountain Lake Park: 

‘*l am now back in D Company, which 
brings me over to the land of the flying ' 
shrapnel. Most of it is flying over to 
the Boche, however, so we are getting 
along grand. We are working hard, 
though, building and repairing roads | 
and we are kept at it from daylight un- 
til dark; in fact we keep a few men on| 
the job all night to repair bad places. | 

“1 would love so much to tell you of. 
my trip back tothe company and lots of | 
happenings since, but paper is scarce! 
ana it is almost impossible to find time 
to write. Wecan’t have lights at night: 
on account of the enemy planes and we 
must work all day. 

“Oct. 11—Sorry to keep you waiting’ 
for a letter, but am really doing my 
best. Our platoon has touay off, which 
isthe firet for a long time. 
all washed our cluthes and will spend 
the rest of the day writing. 

“Tl eaw Frank Maxwell the other day. 
He's an ambulance driver. He

seen since he came over,

“We putin a hard day yesterday. In 
the morning we did regular road work, 
then our company commander ordered 
the fourth platuon to gather up our 
tools and follow him. We hiked about 
fiye miles toward German territory and 
as we went forward conditions became 
more and more warlike. We were soon 
beyond where traltic dared to go, and 
shells began to land uncomfortably 
close. Many dead horses were strewn 
on both sides of the roads and inthe 
fields. On the streets of a town thru 
which we passed lay several dead Amer- 
ican troopers. The whole scene bore 
eyidence of hard andrecent fighting. It 


was a sector that had been in the pos- 
session of the Germans since the carly 
stage of the war and had bren taken 
trom them by our boys in the past day 
or two. 

“Our job was to putin a bridge where 
the enemy, in retreating, had blown up 
the old one. The Germans were per- 
haps a mile from us and hidden trom us 
by a hill which rose between their lines 
and us. We were in a large open nec- 
tion of country and all along the ridge 
in the rear of us lay infantrymen who 
were in support of those then in the 
front line. Just as we started our job 
the infantry began to advance and then 
the Germans increased their shelling. 


Of course we had also been spotted by, 


the enemy observers and before w. had 
been at work five minutes one man had 
been wounded. A part of the shelling 
had been concentrated on us which 
made it impossible fur us to continue 
work and we were ordered to 
cover.’ 
derful nerye in the care of his men. 
saw to it that every man had some sort 
of protection before he took to cover 
himself. A shallow ditch in the road- 
side or b hind a stone was all the cover 
obtainable. The infantry continued its 
advance in noble fashion. The men 
showed the real stuff. Keeping about 
ten feet apart they continued steadily 
on and soun they were abreast of us on 
our right and left. They continued to 
advance and after reaching their objec- 
tiye on the slope of the hill they, too, 
took cover. After awhile the shelling 
let up a bit and we resumed work, and 
we did work, too, but we were compell- 
ed to seek cover two or three times af- 
ter that when the shelling became too 
hot. Threeinfantrymen were hit while 
crossing the stream at the point where 
we were working while several men of 
our platoon stood right by them and 
were untouched. I believe that a num- 
ber of us owe our lives to the fact that

working was very soft and instead of ' 
the shrapnel flying over a large area, a8 
it usually does, the shell sunk deep into 
the ground before bursting and could 
not spread. On the whole we consider 
ourselves the most fortunate bunch that 
ever put over a job of that kind. We 
completed it at six o’clock, having had 
but one casual and his wound was not 
serious. . 

‘*You will probably agree that we de- 
served a good supper, which awaited us 
at camp after our hike of six miles back 
especially since we had not eaten since 
six in the morning. Also you may 
agree that this day of rest which we 
are enjoying, is really coming to me. 

‘Our camp is now on the side of a hill 
and American and French artillery is all 
around us. This time it is the larger 
guns and they surely do make it tough 
fora poor engineer who would like to 
sleep at night after a hard and danger- 
ous day’s work. 

**Hardly a day masses that we do not 
see a couple of baloons or an aeroplane 
A German aviator will 
succeed in crossing our lines and make 
for one of our observation baloons. 
Three times in the past week I have 
seen them succeed in setting fire to a 
baloon, but each time the observer has 
come safely to the ground in his para- 
chute and eachtime the Boche aviator 
has paid with his life as well as the loss 
of his aeroplane.

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PRACTICAL PLAN OUTLINED FOR KILLING 


AND DRESSING HOGS 


tS 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Ordinarily It 1s not necessary to 
Btun or shoot a hog before sticking, al- 
Cthough this is done In some localities 
for bumane reasons. If the hog Is 
atuck without belng stunned, he should 
be squarely on his back when stuck. 
Two men can reach under and grasp 
the legs on the opposite side of the 
body and with a quick jerk turn the 
hog over on hts buck. One man can 
etand astride the body with his legs 
just back of the hog’s shoulders, taking 
@ good grip on the forelegs. In this 
position the hog can be held in place 
While the other man does the sticking. 

Sticking. 

A narrow, straight-bladed knife, eight 
inches long, serves very well for stick- 
ing a hog. The knife should be pointed 
directly toward the root of the tall 
and held In a Hne with the back bone. 
Thrust the knife in six or elght inches 
directly In front of the breastbone. 
The kulfe should be kept In a straight 
line 80 as not to stick a shoulder, caus- 
fing blood to clot, which results !n 
waste In trimming or a shoulder which 
keeps poorly. This severs the arteries 
In the neck and will Insure better 
bleeding. Avoid sticking the heart, for 
(f this is done the blood will not be 
pumped from the arteries. After stick- 
ing, the hug may be turned over on the 
side,

Scalding and Scraping. 

The handlest way of heating water 

fur scalding Is {n a large caldron or a 
kettle built) for scalding hogs and 
which is placed over a tire near the 
place of butchering. A barrel ts the 
Most convenient receptacle In which 
to seald a hog, unless the hog Is too 
lirge for the barrel, In which case a 
tank must be used. Much of the 
heavy labor can be avoided by means 
of a holst, such as a block and tackle, 
for lifting the hog In and out of the 
sealding vat or when hanging the hog 
for removing entrai{ls, 
» If the water Is heated In the house, 
ft should be boiling when removed 
from the stove and carried to the bar- 
rel. At the time the hog 1s scalded 
the water should be at a temperature 
sf 185 to 195 degrees F. If no thermom- 
eter is at hand, stick the finger [nto 
the water three tlmes In rapld succes- 
pion, and {if It burns severely the third 
time the water {s about right. If the 
water Is too hot the hair is likely to 
get, Causing even more trouble than If 
too cold. A teaspoonful of lye or a 
small shovelful of wood ashes added to 
every 30 gallons of water will aid fn 
removing the scurf. After either one 
of these alkalis Is added the wafer 
should be stirred thoroughly. 

Insert the bog hook In the lower 
Jaw, place the hog on the table and 
wilde it Into the barrel. The rear end 
of the hog Is scalded first for the rea- 
son that !f the water Is too hot and 
the hair sets It can be removed easier 
Crom the rear than from the fore part 
of the hog. The hog should be kept 
moving In the water to be sure that no 
part will rest against the side of the 
burrel. Occastonally the hog should be 
drawn out of the water to ulr, when 
the halr may be “tried.” When the 
balr and scurf slip easily from the sur- 
face, scalding 1s complete. Pull ila 
hog out upon the table and remove the | 
hair and scurf from the legs and feet 
at once. The simplest way to accotn- | 
plish this is to twist the legs In both! 
gonds, Use the hog hook to remove | 
the dew-claws at the same time, Ie. 
move the hair and scurf from the rear: 
end of the hog by means of a bell- | 
thaped seraper. ' 

Cut the skin about three or four | 
Inches long just below the hocks In 
both hind legs. Loosen the tendons | 
and Insert the gambrel. Be sure that 
beth tendons in each leg are loosened 
before Insertlng the guambrel. Now 
acald the front part of the hog. After 
the front part of the hog 1s scalded 
pull it out on the table as before, Re- 
move the halr and scurf from the ears, 
forelegs and head fmmedintely, as 
these parts cool very quickly. Use 
the bell-shaped sernper to retnove the 
gemulnlog hair and scurf. If the halr 
falls to yleld {n any particular region, 
cover that portion with a gunny sack 
and pour on hot water. When most of 
the hair and scurf !s removed pour 
hot water over the entire carcass and 
shave off. by means of a knife, the hair 
that is left. Hang up the hog and 
pour a bucketful of cold water over 
the carcass and scrape from the eur- 
face the remaining dirt and scurf. 

Remeving Entrails. 

After the hog Is bung up and the

move the ertralls. Cut through the! 
midline, beginning at the top and con | 
tinue cutting down to the head. Cut | 
around the rectum on each side an¢ 
pull it out between the pelvic bones, 

Place the knife between the first and 
second fingers of the left hand, Insert 
Ing the fingers where the opening hat 
been made and with the right band 
force the knife down to the breast 
bone. The fingers will serve as 6 
guide in making the cut and protect 
the Intestines from being cut. Wher 
this opening has been made remove 
the fat which surrounds the stomach 
cutting the gullet as soon as It Is drawn 
up far enough, Cut on each side of the 
tongue to loosen {t and pull it out wit 
an upward jerk. Now cut through the 
breastbone, beginning at the front end 
Cut upward slightly to one side. Re 
move the pluck, which consists of the 
heart, lungs, gullet and windpipe, by 
cutting the diaphragm. This fs the 
membrane which separates the organs 
of the chest from the stomach, bowels 
and other abdominal organs. Cut just 
between the light and dark portions ot 
the diaphragm, 

Cut down along the backbone and 1! 
will be easy to pull out the entite 
pluck. Put a piece of corncob or smal 
block of wood In the hog's mouth sc 
uir can circulate. Wash out the Inside 
of the carcass with cold water and 8 
cloth, Take a stick about a foot or 1& 
Inches long and spread open the sides. 
allowing a free circulutiun of air, Te 
fucilitate cooling, the head can be re- 
moved and the carcass split or sawed 
down the backbone, In splitting or 
sawing the curenss be careful to cut as 
near the mid-Hne as possible. 

Leaf Lard. 

While the carcass is still warm, re 
move the leaf lard or kidney fat. This 
facilitates cooling the cureass and less 
ens the danger of the hams and loins 
souring. The leaf lard should be 
spread out on a table to cool, with the 
thin membrane side turned down, The 
gut fat should not be mixed with the 
leaf lard In rendering. 

Cooling the Carcass. 

The carcass should be cooled after 
sliugitering, but not allowed to freeze. 
Temperature cannot be controlled on 
the farm, but {t is possible to kill when 
the weather Is favorable. Select a day 
in winter when there 1s chance for 
cooling the carcass before the surface 
freezes, The desirable temperature 
for cooling meat 1s 34 to 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit. In the summer time it 13 
necessary to have refrigeration. In the 
fall it 1s best to kill In the evening, 
allowing the carcass to cool overnight 
Hang the carcass In a dark cellar or a 
cvol room In the barn before the files 
can get at It. Freshly killed meat ab- 
sorbs odors very readily; do not hang 
the carcass In a freshly palnted roow 
or In a room with tar, kerosene or gus 
ollne. 

A pork carcass should not be cut up 
until it 1g thoroughly cooled. 
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(Prepared by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture.)

Such aetded 
flavor is perhaps less necessary in 
some of the ready-to-eat kinds which 
hnve been browned at the factory and 
have thus gained the pleasant flavoi 
which also appears in the crust of 


bread and cake or in toast, but In the | 


plain boiled cereals or mushes the 
careful tise of salt in cooking then, 
may tmnke all the difference between 
an appetizing and an unpualatahle dish. 
A goml general rule is one level tea- 
spoonful of salt to each quart of water 
used in cod®ing the cereal

Go to Johns Hop- 
kins and see its million dollar Phipps’

be fully understood. Dreams are built 
from material already in the dreamer’s 
brain; only the arrangement 1s unregu- 
lated by judgment but there is nothing 
in the dream that has not been already 
in some form in the life. Jacob had come 
to that critical time ot revealing, the 
young man leaving home. All the 
familiar things are behind, all the un- 
kncwn fortunes of the world before. 
Dream he willif atno other time and 
the contents of it are the unfailing in- 
dex of the heart the youth carries. It 
has been advisable for him to leave and 
the first day had been over the familiar 
paths and in contact with the herders 
with whom he probably epent the night 
ao he had often done before. The sec- 
ond night brought him to unfamiliar 
ground tho pressed by the feet of Ab- 
raham. He knew no one ana sought no 
comradeship of strangers so avoided the 
town end its questions. He ever wasa 
cluse-mouthed fellow and his own 
thoughts should sit at his solitary camp 
for he did not have the mood for talk 
that niyht. There amid the giant hills 
tnat rimmed hia world he wrapped him- 
self in bis cloa. and lays down and 
dreamed. He saw a ladder leading from 
wacre he was over the hill and beyond 
into heaven, used of anyels and watch- 
ed of Jehovah who spuke to him with 
the confirming promise for the bless- 
ing of Isaac. Hlis heaven lay beyond 
the highest hill he saw and answered to 
the hope and ambition of youth. There 
wus a way to reach it that began at his 
feet so that he was taking the right di 
rection. And God would be both guard 
av.d guide. Now no man can dream God 
and Heaven and angels unless they 
have been in his mind before. Jacob in 
speaking of this event admits that he 
had been praying (35:3) before he slept. 
The motive power of his life had been 
religious however much he fell below 
the Christian standard and his dream 
confirms his choice as transmitter of 
the heritage of faith as fitting. It 
would have been impossible for Esau to 
have had such a dream. Jacob needed 
a school while Esau needed a soul. 

Gob AND THE DREAM. 

This isthe God of the clear-seeing 
child and not of the philosopher. There 
is a fascination about this central Per- 
son ot the picture that is compelling in 
its interests. It reveals a God who 
knew Jacob and the entire family by 
name so that He called Himself bv 
them, the God of Abraham and of Isaac. 
This God made promises and kept them; 
was deeply interested in the affairs of 
Jacob and would become the guardian 
of the traveler thru all the journey and 
would effect his return to the land he 
was leaving. It is the God of the clun 
caring fur a member of it and not the 
world God of Isaiah or the Father of 
Jesus. When Jacob woke he feared us 
well as rejoiced. To Abraham God had 
been a friend but to Isaaca fear (31:42) 
and doubtless this was the impression 
that had been to Isaac’s children. 
Matheson finds the reason in the re- 
buke which he found in the angels who 
ascended only to descend to serve while 
his pride had desired the priestly office 
in the family because of its exaltation 
only. Probably the feeling was induc- 
ed by the sense of profanation from 
making a sleeping place of the residence 
of Deity and sacrilege was no small 
crime. But the great thing in it all is 
the intimate picture of a friendly God 
that fills every line and is as high a con- 
ception as many reach today. And 
Jacob had no bible; no prophet had 
spoken, no Christ had been crucified, 
no church had proclaimed its evangel, 
yet lacking all these with only the back- 
ground of heathenism and the dimness 
of the night about him he climbed so 
high and saw so much. He did much 
with his little, so much that it shames 
the little from our much. 

THE MAN AND THE DREAM. 

No dream is of any value until it 18 
translated into life. Wemake a mis- 
take in our desire for visions, trances, 
tongues, physical phenomena for any or 
all of them are valueless except in the 
use that is made of them. What did 
JacobYo with his dream? He made 
public acknowledgement of it by an 
immediate erection of a memorial to 
mark the spot. He took his stand un- 
der the fact of the revealing dream as 
one flaunts a banner above his head and 
proclaims his faith and love of Old 
Glory. No spiritual advance is valid 
until its mooument has been reared and 
a new name given to the place in our 
lives, The process can not be reversed 
and a dream secured by building first; 


‘there was more than this. Jacob rest- 
‘ed his program upon God's promise for 
the “‘if’’ may as truly read ‘‘since,”’ 
and there appears very little of the so- 
called bargain thut some read into these 
lines. There would. probably be ex- 
! pense connected with the maintenunce 
ot the shrine and Jacob would foot the 
bills making a tenth the acknowledgce- 
ment of continued fealty to the God to 
whom he had rearcd the memorial 
stone. He would keep his experience 
{up to date thruout his life and not leave 
_it a dead thing in tts past. One may

SSEGINS AT inEADE 


Garrett County Boys There to be 
Home by Christmas. 


: 
| 


The changes that have taken place at 
Camp Meade in the past week, since} 
the signing of the armistice on Nov. 11, | 
have been so numerous and so important | 
that they are not yet clearly understood 
by the men affected by them. Demobi- 
lization has been started; training’ 
schools have been canceled; accounts | 
are being rapidly closed and every | 
soldier’s goal has been suddenly shifted | 
from France tohis home and civilian 
life again. 

Soldiers who were hard at work en- 
deavoring to master the military game; 
who had been selected to go to officers’ 
training schools and who expected at 
least a year’s service overseas, are now 
expecting to be back in civil life before | 
Christmas. H 

The majority of the Garrett county 
men are inthe training cadres of the 
Depot Brigade or members of combat- | 
ant units bothin and out of the 11th 
Division. It is known unofficially that | 
all the men here who entered the ser-' 
vice for the duration of the war will 
have been discharged not later than the 
first of the year. Most of the Camp 
Meade soldiers will be home for Christ- 
mas, and some a great deal sooner. 
Oversea; organizations are expected to 
begin arriving in camp by February 1, 
1919, a little more than two months 
hence. 

There will probably be a shut-down 
on passer in order to have all the men! 
on hand as mustering out orders are re- 
ceived. It is estimated that there are 
more than one hundred Garrett county 
men now in Meade in spite of the large 
number who have been sent overseas 
and transferred to other camps. Be- | 
ginning soon units of mustered out sol- 
diers will be arriving back home «almost : 
daily. It will not be until then that the 
full realization et the ending of the 
war will come.

President Wi!son, in hie proclamation 
setting aside theSannual day for the ex- 
pression by the nation of its thanks to 
the Almighty, has given to the people a 
key to the sentiments of the day in the 
preamble he wrote to the proclamation 
itself. In this introduction of the sub- 
ject the Presilentipoints to the moving 
cause fur gratitude by the nation. 


Peace divinely ordained and obtained ~ 


through the valor of, American arms, is 
the great theme$for praise. The Ameri- 
can people, from¥the days of the first 
colonists, haye been accustomed to on- 
serve the day off{praise and of gratitude 
to the All Highest. There have been 
many dark years in the histery of the 
American people.) Thanksgiving Day 
has been observcdiin the shedows of 
panic, andjof war, and of pestilence, 
and of political disturbance. It has 
been observed when , schism rent the 
nation, when the nation in its growing 
pains was eubject to all kincs of inter- 
nal disorder, But never was the day 
celebrated during u period of equal 
anxiety as last year. And yet the peo- 
ple were confidently looking forwafi to 
the victory that has now been gained. 
The yeur that has passed since the last 
observance of }'Thanksgiving Day is 
momentous in the life ot the nation and 
of the race. The full iseues that will 
flow out from the months of active par 
ticipation in the strife by the United 
States, that became albelligerent April 
a year ago, can scarcely be meazured. 

The vast themrfof thanksyiving will 
be for victury. But the great theme 
of praise will;be forpeace. Thanks for 
victory; praise for peace! What more 
could till the}measure of the joy of the 
people of the great American demo- 
cracy like this? Listen to the words of 
the nation’s ChiefgMagistrate: ‘‘Com- 
plete victury,has brought us, not peace 
alone, but the confident promise of a 
new day as weil, in which justice shall 
replace force and jealous intrigue 
among the nations. Our gallant armies 
have participated in a triumph which is 
not marredfor strained by any purpose 
of selfish aggression. In a righteous 
cause they have won immortal glory 
and have nobly served their Nation in 
serving Mankind. God has, indeed, 
beén gracious. We have cause for such 
rejoicing as revives and strengthens in 
us all the best traditions of our national 
history. Anew day shines about us, 
in which our hearts take new courage 
and look forward with new hope to new 
and greater duties.’ 

Yet, while praise is uplifted, the

PROCLAMATION 


WASHINGTON, November 18—Presi- 
dent Wilson, in a proclamation, desig- 
nated Thursday, November 23, as 
Thanksgiving Day, and said this year 
the American people have special and 
moving cause to be grateful and re- 
joice. Complete victory, he said, has 
brought not only peace but the confi- 
dent promise ot anew day as well in 
which ‘‘justice shail replace force and 
jealous intrigue among the nations.”’ 

“Thanksgiving Day, 1918: By the 
President of the United States of 
America. A proclamation: 

‘It has long been our custom to turn 
in the autumn of the year in praise and 
thanksgiving to Almghty God for His 
many blessings and mercies to us asa 
nation. This year we have special and 
moving cause to be grateful and re- 
joice. Godhas in His geod pleasure 
given us peace. It has not come as a 
mere cessation of arms, a mere relief 
from the strain and tragedy of war. It 
has come as a great triumph of right, 
Complete victory has brought us not 
peace alone but the confident promise 
of a new day as well, in which justice 
shall replace force and jealous intrigue 
among the nations. Our gallant armies 
have participated in a triumph which is 
not marred or stained by any purpose or 
selfish aggression. Ina righteous cause 
they have won immorta! glory and have 
nobly served their nation in eerving 
mankind. God has indeed been gracious. 
We have cause for such rejoicing as re- 
vives and strengthens in us all the best 
traditions of our national historv. A 
new day shines about us in which our 
hearts take new courage and look for- 
ward with new hopes to new and great- 
er duties. 

‘While we render thanks for these 
things let us not forget to seek the di- 
vine guidance in the performance of 
those duties and divine mercy and for- 
giveness for all error of act or purpose 
and pray that in all that we do we shall 
strengthen the ties of friendship and 
mutual respect upon which we must as- 
sist to build the new structure of peace 
and good will among the nations. 

“Wherefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, 
President of the United Statesof Ameri- 
ca, do hereby designate Thursday, the 
28th day of November, next as a day 
of thanks and prayer and invite the 
people throughout the land to cease up- 
on that day from their ordinary occupa- 
tions and in their several homes and 
places of worship to render thanks to 
God, the ruler of nations. 

‘In witness whereof. I have here un- 
to set my hand and caused the seal of 
the United States to be affixed. 

‘*Done in the District of Columbia

DOG TAX 


Warning to De'*nquents. 


Warning is hereby given to all who 
have heretofore failed to pay their 1918 
dog taxes to come forwarded and pay 
the same at once, either to the County 
Treasurer or to sume Justice of the 
Peace.

The Sabbath was made for man, we 
are told Soit was, for hig prctit not 
for abuse; for edification not demor- 
alization. To keep it holy is binding on 
us because the Lord has commanded it. | 
This command was founded un the _ re- 
lations of man and hence ia permanent. 
It is also founded on the nature of God. 
It ia a moral law and hence of universal 
obligations. The Lord blessed the day 
on the ground of His resting from His 
six days work. Heset it apart to a 
holy use—for religious services. 

The Sabbath was instituted to meet 
the necessities of man. The physical 
Necessities require the rest of the Sub- 
bath. This has been thoroughly tested 
in the past. He needs the Sabbath 
rest to recuperate the wasted energies 
of the week. Men have thought they 
did not need this rest and so have wont- 
only disregarded the Sabbath, but their 
folly has brought them to shame and 
they have suffered loss.

It is not a matter of marvel that the 
country is made to pass through so 
much suffering of late. It is as true 
now ua ever, that judgments follow the 
breaking of the Sabbath. The stan- 
dard of religion and morale in any com- 
munity is according to the keeping of 
the Sabbath. The protination of the 
day always brings judgments. 1 do not 
mean a superstitious keeping of the 
day when outward observances take 
the place of piety, for then fanaticism 
increases in proportion as the power of 
piety is lost. 

Christ found a fanatical zeal for re- 
ligious forms existing among the Jews. 
They would not defend themselves if, 
attacked by enemies. Christ approved 
of works of necessity and mercv. He 
heaied the sick and did good on that 
day. The Jews made a merit of their 
observance of the Sabbath. Christian 
nations have regarded the Sabbath as a 
civil institution of great importance 
and have enacted laws for its protec- 
tion. Where it has been best protected 
the standard »f morality is highest and 
the gospel is preached in the greatest 
purity. Where the Subbath has deter- 
iorated into a holiday it has become a 
source of corruption and dissipation. 

To see the dire effects of such per- 
version of the Sabbath or public morals 
you have but to look at Spain or South 
America where the masses go from 
morning service to the bull fights and 
theatres and no day in the week is so 
fruitful in vice. Neither the church o 
nation or the individual can spare the 
Sabbath. Asa nation we must pre- 
serve it or sink into despotism or an- 
archy. As individuals we must have or 
suffer loss—physical, moral and spirlt- 
ual—and such a loss as cannot be re- 
gained.

PROFITEERING 


Mine Operator at Gormania Must 
Answer in the United States 
Court. 

William A. Price, a coal opera- 
tor of Gormania, W. Va., on the 
Western Maryland Railway near 
fie ap Or: was released on his 
personal recognizance by United 
States Commissioner J. Abner 
Sayler in Baltimore Tuesday for 
his appearance when summoned 
before Judge Rose, of the Federal 
Court, on the charge of selling bie 
tuminous coal at a higher price 
than that set by the Government. 
ft is understood that the Fuel Ade 
nitration set $2 as the price for 
a certain grade of coal and that 
the Gormania operator received 
various sums of money in excess 
of the Federal price. Mr. Price 
has denied the profiteering allega- 
tion. He was arrested Wednes- 
Gay afternuon and spent the night 
in a cell at the Central Police 

Station. 

| Price, who is 52 years old, was 
arrested at his mine by Deputy 
United States Marshal Aden Dillon 
| Price vainly protested his incar- 
|ceration in the steel cell at the 
police station, and he openly ac- 
cused business enemies for’ his 
arrest. 

The Federal warrant, it is un- 
derstood, accuses him of selling a 
highgrade coal used by smiths at 
a greater price than set by the 
Fuel Administration.

Hog Producers and Packers Confer With Repre- 
sentatives of the Food Administration and 

Agricultural Department and Adopt 

New Plan of Regulation. 


In accordance with the policy of the Food Administratlon gince ita founda- 
Hon to consult representative men in the agricultural Industry on occastons 
pf importance to specia) branches of the industry, on October 24 there was 
fonvened In Washington a meeting of the Live Stock Subcommittee of the 

cultural Advisory Board and the epecia! membere representing the swine 
industry to consider the situation In the hog market. 

The conference lasted for three days, and during this time met with the 
exacutive committee of the fifty packing firms participating in foreign orders 
for pork products and with the members of the Food Administration directing 


foreign pork purchases. 


The conclusions of the conference were as follows:

‘corn in the Argentine and South Afri. 
‘ea would, upon the advent of peace 
‘and lbernted shipping, become avail- 
jable to the European market has cre- 
ated a great deal of apprehension on 
the part of corn holders, This decline 
has sprend fear among swine growers 
that a similar reduction in the prices 
of hogs would naturally follow. More 
over, the lower range of corn prices 
svould, 1f incorporated In a 13-to-1 ra- 
tlo, obviously result in a continuously 
falling price for live hogs. In view 
of these changed conditions many 
‘swine producers anticipated lower 
prices and as a result rushed their 
hogs to market in large numbers, and 
this overshlpment has added to and 
aggravated the decline. 

The information of the Department 
of Agriculture indicntes that the sup- 
ply of hogs hana Increased about 8 per 
cent., while the highest unofficial esti- 
mate does not exceed 15 per cent. In- 
creased production over last year. On 
the other hand, the arrival of hogs 
during the last three weeks in the 
eeven great markets hns been 27 per 


cent. more than fast yenr, during the | 


corresponding period, demonstrating 
the unusually heavy marketing of the 
available supply. In the face of the 
excessive rece{pts some packers have 
not maintained the price agreed Inst 
month. On the other hand, many 
of the packers have paid over the 
price offered to them in an endeavor 
to maintain the agreed price. The re- 
sult in any event has been oa failure 
to maintain the October price basis 
determined upon at the September con- 
ference and undertaken by the pack- 
ers. Another factor contributing to 
the break in prices during the month 
has been the Influenza epidemic; it 
has sharply curtailed consumption of 
pork products and temporarily  de- 
crensed the labor staff of the packers 
about 25 per cent. 

The exports of 139,000,000 pounds 
of pork products for Octaber com- 
pared with about 62,000,000) pounds 
{n October ai year ago, and the 
export orders placeable by the Food 
Administration for November, amount 
to 170,000,000) pounds as contrast- 
led with the lesser exports of 
£8,000.000 for November, 1917. The 
(Increased demands of the allies are 
Jeontinuing, and are in theniselves 
\proof of the necessity for the large 
production for which the Food AdmlIn- 
{etratlon asked, The increase in ex- 
‘port demands appears to be amply 
sufficlent to take up the Increase in 
‘hog production, but unfavorable mar- 
ket conditions existing in October nf- 
ford no fair index of the aggregnte 
supply and demand. 

It must be evident that the enor- 
mous shortage in fats in the Central 
Empires and neutral countries would 
Wmmediately upon pence result in ad- 
‘ditional demands for pork products 
‘which, on top of the heavy shipments 
to the Allies, would tend materially 
ito increase the American exports, In- 
jasmuch as no considerable reservolr of 
jauppiies exists outside of the Tnited 
‘States. It seems probable that the 
pee prospective supplies would be 
inadequate to mect this world demand 
‘with the return to pence, So far as it 
is possible to interpret this fact. it ap- 
spears that there should he even a 
atronger demand for pork products 
after the war, and therefore any alarm 
of hog producers us to the effect of 
peace fs unwarranted by the outlook, 

In the light of these circumstances 
fit is the conclusion of the conference 
ithat attempts to hold the price of hogs 
Ito the price of corn may work out to 
|the disndvantage of perk producers. 
iIt Ie the conclusion that any Interpre- 
tation of the formula should be a 
‘broad gauged policy applied over a 
‘Jong period. It is the opinion of the 
conference that in substitution of the 
previous plans of stabilization the 
Live Stock Subcommittee of the Agrt- 
cultural Advisory Board, together with 
|the specially invited swine representa- 
tives, should accept the invitation of 
{the Food Administration to join with 
the Administration nnd the packere In 
‘determining the prices at which con- 
trolled export orders are to be placed. 
jThis will be regularly done. The in- 
fluence of these orders will be directed 
tto the maintenance of the common ob- 
ject— namely, the stabilization of the 
price of live haga so as to secure as far 
,o8 it is possible falr returis to the

Producer and the {insurance of an ade- 
quate future supply. 

Those foreign orders are placed 
t:pon the bnsls of cost of hogs to the 
packers. 

As the result of long negotiations 
between this body and the Packers’ 
Committee, representing the 45 to 50 
packers participating in foreign or- 
ders, together with the Allled buyers, 
all under the Chalrmanshlp of the 
Food Administration, the following un- 
dertaking has been given by the pack- 
ers: 


In view of the undertakings on the 
part of the Food Administration with 
regard to the co-ordinated purchases 
of pork products, covered in the at- 
tached, It 18 agreed that the packers 
partieipating in these orders will un- 
dertake not to purchase hogs for less 
than the following agreed minimums 
for the month of November, that Is a 
daily minimum of $17.50 per hundred 
pounds on average of packers’ droves, 
excluding throw-outs, “Throw-outs” 
to be defined as pigs under 130 
pounds, stngs, boars, thin sows and 
kkips. Further that no hogs of any 
kind shall be bought, except throw- 
outs, at less than $16.50 per hundred 
pounds, The avernge of packers’ 
droves to be constrned as the avernge 
of the total sales in the market of all 
hogs for a given day. All the above 
to be based on Chlengo. 

We agree that a conmilttee shall be 
appointed by the Food Administration 
to check the dally operations in the 
various markets with a view to super- 
vision and demonstration of the carry- 
ing out of the nbove, 

The ability of the packers to carry 
out this arrangement will depend on 
there being a normal marketing of 
hogs based upon the proportionate in- 
crease over the reeefpts of last year. 
The Inerease In production appears to 
be a maximum of about 15 per cent. 
and we can handle such an increase. 

If the producers of hogs should, as 
they have in the pust few weeks, pre- 
maturely market hogs in sueh inereas- 
{ng numbers over the above ft fs en- 
tirely beyond the ability of the pack- 
ers to maintain these minfinums, and 
therefore we must have the co-operi- 
tion of the producer himself to muain- 
tain these results.

packing houses to handle ao similar 
over-flood of hogs and to find a market 
for the output. The packers are anx- 
fous to co-operate with the producers 
in maintaining a stabilization of price 
und to see that producers recelve a 
falr price for thelr products.

The plan embodied above was adupt- 
ed hy the conference, 

The Food Administrator has appoint- 
ed a committee, comprising Mr. Thom- 
ns 1. Wilson, chairman of the Pack- 
ers’ Committee; Mr. Everett Brown, 
president of the Chicago Livestock Ex- 
change; Major Roy of the Food Ad- 
ministration, Mr. Louls I. Hall of the 
Bureau of Markets, to undertake the 
supervision of the execution of the 
plan in the various markets. Conimis- 
sion men are asked to co-operate in 
carrying out the plan embodled in the 
packers’ agreement. It must be evt- 
dent that offers by commission men to 
sell hogs below the miniinum = estab- 
Ished above fs not fair, elther to the 
producer or the participating packers. 
Mr. Brewn has undertaken on behalf 
of the commission men in the United 
States that they will loyally support 
the plan. 

It is believed by the conference that 
this new plan, based ns it is upen a 
positive minimum basis, will bring bet- 
ter results to the producer than aver- 
uge prices for the month. It does not 
Hmit top prices and should) narrow 
the margins necessary to country buy- 
ers in more varinble markets, It {8 
befleved that the plan should work out 
close to &18 avernge. 

Swine producers of the country will 
contribute to thelr own interest by 
not tlooding the market, for it must be 


| evident that if an excessive over per- 


centage of hogs is marketed in any 
one month price stabilization and con- 
trol] cannot succeed, and it is certain 
that producers themselves can contrt- 
hute materially to the efforta of the 
conferences if they will do thelr mark- 
eting in as norma! a way as possible. 


The whole situation as existing at 
present demands a frank and explicit 
assurance from the conferees repre- 
sented—namely, that every possible 
effort will be made to maintain a live 
hog price commensurate with swine 
preduction costs and reasonable acit- 
ing values in execution of the declar- 
ed policy of the Food Administration 
te use every agency In its control to 
secure justice to the farmer. 

The stablilzation methods adopted 
for November represent the hest ef- 
forts of the conference, concurred in 
by the Food Administration aud the 


Livestock Subcommittee of the Agr 
cultural Advisory Board, together 
with speclal swine memhers aud the 
representatives of the packers, to ink 
prove the present unsatisfactory situ- 
ation, which has unfortunntely result- 
ed because of the Injection of uncon- 
trollable factors. 

We ask the producee to co-operate 
with us in a most dificult task.

The influenza set beck by several 
weeks the new food card which was 
to have been placed in every Auert- 
can home at the beginning of Noven» 
ber. But it has pot deferred by an 
instant fulfillment of America’s pledge 
to her allies to “keep the wolf from 
the door.” That undertaking requires 
the shipment of foodstuffs on a fifty 
per cent higher plane during the next 
twelve months. It means exporting

It has been brought to the at- 
tention of the United States Food 
Administration that certain retail- 
ers in Oakland, Mountain Lake 
Park, Accident and other com- 
munities in Garrett county have 
been charging a profit on sugar in 
excess of one cent per pound. The 
food Administration has rujed that 
no more than one cent profit on 
each pound of sugar may be charg- 
ed. All retailers are hereby warn- 
ed that in the event of violations 
of this ruling their stores may be 
closed and placarded for at least 
one day. 

Any consumer knowing that he 
is asked to pay more than one cent 
profit on sugar shall refuse to buy, 
and will perform a_ patriotic ser- 
vice by reporting the name of the 
profiteering merchant to the Food 
Administration.

ARMISTICE TERM 
AGREED UPON 


Will Render Germany Helpless 
To Resume the War. 


GU’ RANTEES TO BE EXACTED 


Terms Include Evacuation Of All Oc- 
cupied Territory — Surrender Of 
Rhine Fortresses, Loss Of 
All Ordnance. 


Washington.—it is the fixed detei- 
mination of the Allied iilitary com- 
manders to render Germany utterly 
powerle-3 Jrom a military standpoint, 
dt she accepts the terms ot the armis- 
tice to be laid down in answer to the 
latest German note and soo to be an- 
nounced not only to the Government 
in Beilin but to the world at lare. 

in fact the acceptance of these terns 
will constitute absolute and uncundi- 
tlonal suriender. It will place the 
Allies in a positfon to impose upon 
Germany whatever peace program 
they may tinally decide upon between 
themselves, by making it Impossible 
for her to agaln resume hostilities 
without inviting annihilation at tie 
hands of her enemies. 

This became certain when an out- 
line of the armistice terms as tente- 
fively adopted by the Inter-Allied War 
Council and as submitted for the con- 
sideration of this Government became 
known. These terms, if finally con- 
curred in, will paralyze the German 
war inachine, should they be accepted, 
and will place the Allies in a position 
to exact peace upon any basis that 
they muy he disposed to dictate. 

It should be remembered in this con- 
nection that Germans’s enemies have 
laid down two general conditions upon 
which peaee misht be had. The first 
is, the destruction of the German mili- 
tary power and her curremler of all 
conquered) territers. The second is 
thet Germany mu-t make reparation 
to Relefum and France for the wantea 
destiuction of hundreds of millions of 
Lollais worth of property in etch. 

{n considering, not peace termes, but 
the term. of an armistice, the War 
Corneil found it necessary to demand 
safeeuirds against German militarism, 
as expressed [In terms of armies, for- 
tresse- and munitions manulacturing 
plint.. but guarantees as well that 
Germany would pay anv indeninith 
that might be levied upon her. She 
must not only be deprived of the op- 
portunity to feht again. but must glve 
a mortgage Of some sor’ to secure the 
Obligations which «he must assume. 

The first proposition was compara- 
tively easy to work ont. Marshal Foch 
and his superstaff of field officers know 
exactly what needs to be done to dis- 
att Germany, but the laying of a len 
upan her without actually seizing and 
garrisoning great areas of her terri- 
tory is as much a problem of states- 
manship as of disarmament. But that 
problem scems to have been met. Here 
are the le:ding terms of the armistice, 
as they stand at this moment: 

1. Germany {is to withdraw her ar- 
mies from occupled territory in Franee, 
Beogium. Russia and Roumania and 
must do it within a time to be specified 
by Marshal Foch. 

2. Not only must her armies in 
France and Belgium retire to thelr own 
frontier, but they must drop back of 
the river Rhine at all polnts, leaving 
the whole of the area hetween her 
frontier and the Rhine unprotected, if 
not actually in the hands of the <Al- 
lied armies. 

3. The whole chain of German for- 
tresses facing the line of France, and 
including Metz and Strassburg, ate to 
be occupied and garrisoned by Allied 
armies. 

4. Germany ts to release every Allied 
eollie: held prisoner of war, but the 
Allies are not to release any Germans 
held prisoner untll the work of tecon- 
struction in Belgium and Northern 
France is completed, 

5. Germany is to surrender all °h- 
marines in the Mediterranean and is 
to surrender one of every type of U- 
boat now in her service 

€&. The Cerman ernie. are ta he 
arme! t)vame. tae de ot all t. i 
ordnane:. iat and leave, but at is not 
clea yet whether this will include the 
side arms of the enemy troops. 

7. The German armies must he de.

Saw Ribs on Each Side of Back- 
bone and Split Carcass 
Down Mid Line. 


DIVISION OF VARIOUS PARTS 


Jowl le Sometimes Used for Cooking 
With Sauer Kraut or Baked Beans 
—“Spare Ribs” Make a Most 
Excellent Dish.

The usual farm method of cutting up 
a hog 1s to saw the ribs on euch side 
of the backbone, tuke out the backbone, 
and split the curcuss duwn the mid 
line. The ribs ure tuken out before 
the sides are “blocked.” Another 
method Is to spilt with u saw or cleuv- 
er as near the mid Ine us possible. 
Then divide each half {nto four parts, 
head, shoulder, middle, and harus. Re- 
move the leaf If this was not done be- 
fore. Peel the leaf backward with the 
fingers, starting at the front end, The 
hidneys are In this fat. 

Head. 

Tho head Is generally removed be- 
fore the carcass Is split into halves, 
Cut abcut an inch back of the ears, 
making a complete circle around the 
hend. If the cut does not huppen to 
strike the ntlas joint. twist the head 
and it will yield. The fattest part of 
the head can be used for lard and the 
more fleshy parts may be used for 
s.usage or headcheese. The jowl Is 
sometimes used for cooking with sauer 
kraut or buked beans.

Vegetable Can Be Had. 


Rough Boards Are Used for Building 
Walls of House In Field and Cov. 
ered With Roofing Paper— 
Heat With Steam.

Crisp, fresh aspuragus tips can be 
obtained in a continuous supply this 
winter by forcing. For a large supply 
crowns of the plants may be forced In 
the fleld or In hothouses, while the 
smal] gardener may bed a few crowns 
in the cellur to furnish tips for his 
own use. 

In building a forcing house over the 
rows in the fleld rough hoards are 
used for the walls, These are covered 
with u cheap grade of roofing paper. 
The roof is formed of hothed sash.

The other half of the carcass should 
be cut up in similar fashion. 

After the careass has been cut up 
and the pieces are trimmed and shaped 
property for the curing process, there 
are considerable pieces of lean meat, 
fat meat, and fat which can be used 
for making sausage and turd.

When ready for forcing the crowns 
or roots should be brought to the cel- 
lar or other foreing place and bedded 
on two or three Inches of loose soll on 
the floor. The clumps should be placed 
close together, the spaces between the 
clumps filled with loose soil, and the 
crowns covered to the depth of about 
an Inch. The soli should he moistened 
thoroughly and kept moist all the time, 
but never allowed to become drenched, 
For white shoots the light should bo 
excluded. When foreed in the greene 
house the space under the benches {3 
utilized, and the hght can be excluded 
by boarding up the sides or hanging 
old carpets, burlap or ¢anvas over the 
openings. 

Tor the first ten days after the 
crowns are placed for forcing the tem- 
perature should be kept rather low, 
45 degrees to 50 degrees F. After this 
period a temperature of 55 degrees is 
most satisfactory, although a higher 
temperature will not be Injurious, A 
temperature as high as 75 degrees to 
80 degrees F. produces a rapid, soft 
growth, while a low temperature pro- 
| duces a slow growth but gives shoots 
| of good quallty. 

In nbout six weeks after bedding 
ithe cutting can begin and will con- 
tinue until the crowns are exhausted, 
As soon ns the crowns become ex- 
hausted they should be removed and a 
'new supply put In. With a little care 
‘in timing the bedding of the crowns 
a eentinuous supply ean be had all 
winter. 


STORING BEANS FOR WINTER 


Fick Pods Soon as Mature and Spread 
in Warm, Dry Place—Treat 
Peas In Same Way. 
(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Reans may be kept for winter use 
hy picking the pods as soon as they 
‘are mature and spreading them in a 
warm, dry place, such as an attie tleor, 
until the beans are thoroughly dry, 
Then shell and store in bags hung in 
noodry, well-ventilated place untill 
jneeded. Allow navy and other bush 
| beans to mature on the vines until a 
|maximum number of pods are ripe; 
ithen pull the whole plant and cure it 
like hay. After thorgugh drying thrash 
the beans an@ store as suggested nbove,

NO OCCASION FOR PANIC 

Spanish influenza, which appenred In 
Spain in May, has all the appearances | 
ef grip, or Ja grippe, which has event 
over the world in numerous epidemics 
as far back as history runs, Hippoc- 
rates refers to an epidemic in 412 
B. C., which Is regarded by many to 
have been influenza. Every century 
has had its attacks. Beginning with 
1831 this country has had five epidem- 
Ics, the last in 1889-90. 

There is no occasion for panic—influ- 
enza itself has a very low percentage 
of fatalities—not over one denth out 
of every 400 cases, according to the 
N.C. board of health. The chfef danger 
lies in complications arising, attack- 
ing principally patients in a run-down 
conditlon—those who don't go to bed 
eoon enough or those who get up too 
enrly. 


THE SYMPTOMS 

Grip, or Influenza, as It is now called, 
usually begins with a chill. followed by 
aching, feverishness, and sometimes 
nausea and dizziness, and a general 
feeling of wenkness and depression.

DOG TAX 


Warning to Delinquents. 


Warning is hereby given to all who 
have heretofore failed to pay their 1918 
dug taxes to cume forwarded and pay 
the same at once, either to the County 
Treasurer or to some Justice of the 
Peace.

In this perlod there wns n decrease 
in sheep of 819,000 head. The tindica- 
tlons ure that this decrease will show 
an fnereuse, according to recent re- 
ports. 

Since January 1 unofficlal informa- 
lion indleates an Increase in hogs of 
not less than 8 per cent. and not 
more than lu per cent. as compared 
with one year ago, with an Increase in 
the average welght. 

Following the request of the U. S. 
Food Administration for an increase 
in hog production fur marketing In the 
fall of 1018 and the spring of 1910 the 
increase may yleld not less than 1,600,- 
000,000 pounds more of pork products 
than were available last year. With- 
out this Increase the shipping program 
arranged by Mr, Hoover regarding an- 
imal food products would have been 
Impossible. 

The dressed hog products during the 
three months ending September 30, 
1917, amounted to 3,172,000 pounds, 
while fur the corresponding months of 
1918 the dressed hog products totaled 
1,277,589,1W), an Increase of over 874,- 
000,000 pounds for the quarter. 

During the same period for 1017 the 
records of Inspected slaughter of 
dressed beef showed — 1,263,000,000 
pounds as against 1,454,000,000 pounds 
for the three month period ending 
September 1, this year.

In 
this connection it might be added that 
another pressing need for the better 
welfare of our schools is for the County 
School Authorities to be erab!-d to se- 
cure beginning teachers who have been 
regularly certificated by the State De- 
partment of Educaticn instead of hay- 
ing so many beginning teachers in the 
service without professional training 
who have only Proyisional Certificates; 
and it is now becoming more difficult 
each year to secure even teachers with 
Provisional Certificates since the State 
Department of Education requires that 
applicants for Provisional Certificates 
of even the lowest grade shall have at 
least educational preparation equiva- 
lent to the completion of the ninth grade 
of the public school system of Mary- 
land, which minimum egucational prep- 
aration cannot be secured in the one 
room schools of the County, but must 
be secured in the accredited high 
schools thereof or in the larger schools 
which carry accredited work beyond the 
seyenth grade.

American Nation Maintained Al- 
lied Loaf Through Self- 
Denial at Home Table. 


AVERTED EUROPEAN DESPAIR. 


With Military Demands Upon Ocean 
Shipping Relieved, Worid tse Able 
to Return to Normal White 
Wheat Bread. 


Bince the advent of the latest wheat 
crop the only Himitation upon Amert- 
can exports to Europe has been the 
shortage of shipping. Between July 1 
and October 10 we shipped 65,080,305 
bushels. If this rate should continue 
antil the end of the fiscal year we will 
have furnished the Allies with more 
than 237,500,000 bushels of wheat and 
flour in terms of wheat. 

The result of increased production 
and conservation efforts in the United 
States has been that with the cessa- 
tion of hostilities we are able to re- 
turn to a normal wheat diet. Supplics 
that have accumulated in Australia, 
Argentine and other hitherto {nacces- 
sible markets may be tapped by ships 
released from ‘transport service, and 
European demand for American wheat 
probably will not exceed our norma! 
surplus. There is wheat enough avail. 
able to have a white loaf at the com- 
mon table, 

But last year the tale was different. 
Only hy the grentest possible enving 
and sacrifice were we able to keep a 
steady stream of wheat and flour mov. 
ing across the sea. We found our- 
selves at the beginning of the harvest 
year with an unusually snort crop. 
Even the most optimistic statisticians 
figured that we had a bare surplus of 
20,000,000 bushels. And yet Europe 
was facing the probability of a bread 
famine—and in Europe bread 1s by far 
the most Important article in the diet. 

All of this surplus had left the 
country early In the fall. By the firet 
of the year we had managed to ship a 
ttle more than 50,000,000 bushels by 
practicing the utmost economy at 
home—by wheatless days, whenatless 
meals, heavy substitution of other 
cereals and by sacrifice at almost 
every mea! throughout the country. 

In January the late Lord Mhondda, 
then [British Food Controller, cabled 
that only if we sent an additional 75,- 
000,000 bushels before July 1 could he 
take the responsibility of assuring his 
people that they would be fed. 

The response of the American peo- 
ple was §5,000,000 bushels safely deliv- 
ered overseas between January 1 and 
July 1. Out of a harvest which gave 
as only 20,000,000 bushels surplus we 
actually shipped 141,000,000 bushels. 

Thus did America fulfill her pledge 
that the Allied bread rations could be 
maintained, and already the American 
people are demonstrating that, with 
an awakened war conscience, last 
year's figures will be bettered.

WON'T ALLOW UNFAIR PROFITS 
ON VEGETABLE SALES 


The Maryland Food Administration 
will not tolerate profiteering on vege- 
tables. But to catch the culprits is 
More difficult than when the offense 
takes place in connection with jess 
perishable commodities. The amount 
of spoilage has to be taken into con- 
sideration before {t can be determined 
whether the public 1s being gouged. 
One day's sales can hardly afford suffi- 
cient evidence for a prosecution, says 
Mr. W. H. Maltble, Assistant Food 
Administrator for Maryland. 

“The moment you go into the mat- 
ter of vegetable prices, you have two 
elements of risk to consider. One of 
them {s the artual spoilage; the other 
is the fact that the dealer 1s likely to 
get caught either with stuff that 
doesn’t hold up or with a glutted mar- 
ket or with low demand, due to weath- 
er or other conditions. You must go 
into the vegetable dealer’s books for a 
period of say three months or six 
months and average up his profits if 
you really want to know whether 
those profits are excessive. And the 
trouble fs that a lot of vegetable ceal- 
ere do not keep books, and hardly 
know themselves just how much profit 
they have made at the end of the 
season. 

“There is only one direct way I 
know of, then, to handle the matter, 
and that is to keep the run of business 
of individual dealers from week to 
week or month to month, and ff they 
are averaging excessive profits penab 
ize them.” 


Tongue With Spanish Sauce. 
(Official recipe.) 

One beef tongue, one cup mild vine- 
gar, two tablespoons sugar, one-quar- 
ter teaspoon ground cloves, one onion, 
six sweet cucumber pickles, one sweet 
green or red pepper, six olives. 

Boll the tongue in sufficient water 
to cover until tender. Skin and allow 
to cool. Slice thinly and spread with 
the sauce made In the following man- 
ner; chop the peppers, onion. cucun 
bers, and olives finely. Cover with 
the vinegar, sugar and spices. Let boil 
fifteen minutes. When cold, spread 
on the tongue. The part of the tongue 
not suitable for slicing can be used 
in hash or scalloped dish.

The housewife 
could obtain the hot weather food by 
leaving her order for {t as she does for 
milk. 

Thirty billion pounds of one kind of 
food are wasted yearly In the United 
States. This waste {s in skimmed milk, 
which, when prepared in any one of a 
score of palatable forma, constitutes 
the best possible food. 

In {ts most familiar form it is known 
as cottage cheese. A pound of this 
product {s equal in food value to a 
pound of meat or to a dozen eggs.

The ahipments of pork were another 
shock to the Kaiser. His enemies re 
celved 169,3231.000 pounds from the 
I’nited States, though our average 
monthly exjwrt of that commodits 
used to be only 21,590.900 pounds. 

In order to make the wheat suppry 
of the Allied countries go round and 
still provide for possible reverses, 
there must be strict and universal 
wheat economy during the coming 
year. 

Our allies have agreed that their 
wheat bread shall contain 20 per cent. 
of grain other than wheat, and the 
American people, in order to do their 
oart, will put their bread upon the 
tame basis. 

To carry out this plan, the United 
States Food Administration has made 
certain rules, effective September iat, 
which provide for the manufacture and 
sale of flours mixed with wheat sub 
stitutas and sold, therefore, without off- 
setting osrasis. These flours will ba 
labsled “Victory Mixed Flour.” 6&tsnd- 
ard wheat flour may still be purchased 
at the rate of four pounds to every

The new rulings set aside the fifty- 
fifty or pound-for-pound rule, but this 
ip net to be taken as a signal for 
abolishing wheat economy, The Feod 
Administration depends upon the ce-

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WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 


“Food will win the war: don’t 
waste it.’’

In a few weeks there is cxpected 
to be a shortage in fats. We can- 
not afford to waste butter, or milk, 
or feed for dairy animals. We can- 
not afford to waste anything. The 
man or woman who wantonly 
throws away bread, as some men 
and women do, ought to be put in 
jail.

Soldiers’ Letters to Folks at Home 


Corporal Mason Smith, writing 
to his mother, Mrs. John T. Smith, 
of Swanton, under date of Sep- 
tember 20, from France said: 

“As I have some spare time I 
will write you to-night. Every- 
thing is quiet on this front. I have 
over-enjoyed myself for the past 
three weeks and am still on the 
lookout for the Hun, and all that 
is-wrong with this place at present 
there is not enough shooting going 
on to suit me- I wish you could 
see me looking over the top of a 
trench watching for one to poke 
his ‘‘knob’’ up high enough for 
me to get a lead on him with my 
Springfield, and one good look is 
all I need. 

“I would be the happiest man 
in the world if I could only hear 
from home, but J am sure there is 
mail somewhere on the road for 
me, so I am going to wait patient- 
ly for it. 

“You should see how happy the 
American’soldiers are. You never 
see one witha grouch on, or look- 
ing sad or downhearted. All have 
the smile that won’t come off, no 
matter what happens. 

‘This must be a good climate, 
for I’m so fat I can hardly get my 
clothes on. I weigh 206 pounds 
without any coat. I used to think 
my feet would never stand the 
hiking one has to do in the In- 
fantry, but the more I hike the 
tougher they get and I believe I 
could make a trip on foot right 
now that would wear the tires out 
on a Ford car, and I can carry a 
load that would make a pack mule 
turn green with envy and could 
starve a camel to death for water, 
but after all it’s a great life, and 
I’m proud to be here tonight. 
When an American sets his feet 
on French soil the word fear is 
struck from his. vocabulary and 
passes from his mind to be re- 
membered no more. 

“T had my first piece of candy 
today since leaying Camp Mills 
and you may know how good it 
tasted. The sweets are tew and 
far between in this country, but 


we have plenty of tobacco and 
civarettes. The tobacco is issued 
by the Government and we buy 
the cigarettes from the Y. M. C. 
A. men at less than you can buy 
them at home. We have the Red 
Cross and the Y. M. C. A. with us 
at all times and they certainly are 
playing a great part in the war, 
and if you ever hear anyone knock- 
ing on them, just tell them to do- 
nate five or ten ‘‘bones’’ that? will 
cross the ocean to gladden the 
heart of some boy who has sacri- 
ficed his all in behalf of the great 
cause for Freedom and Liberty, 
and tell them to write more letters 
to the boys at the front. Just re- 
member that this is not 4 vacation 
or a pleasure trip that we are on 
over here and all the sacrifice you 
can make at home will only be 
small compared with what each 
and every man has already made 
who has crossed the ocean. Think 
of the men who are sleeping be- 
neath foreign soil and the ones 
who will some day come home 
maimed and crippled for life and 
then think what would have be- 
come of our homes and the coun- 
try we prize so highly it America’s 
sons had not left their homes and 
loved ones to help rid the world of 
Prussianism. 

“I often think of that poem 
“Bingen on the Rhine,’’ but I 
never dreamed that some day I 
would have a chance to cross it in 
battle. We haye not crossed it yet, 
but unless there is a white flag 
raised there soon, we will cross it. 
You have heard me say many 
times, I am sure, that there was 
only one foreign country I’d really 
care to visit. The country is re- 
ferred toina story I once read, 
and Iam only a short distance 
from there now. I do not know 
whether this will get by the censor 
or not. We have to be very care- 
ful about telling where we are, and 
small things we might say and 
never think would be valuable in- 
formation for the enemy,.for they 
have the greatest spy system in 
the world, and are always on the 


alert for anything loose that can 
be picked up. 

‘All Iam doing at present ‘is 
making use of my marksmanship 
I took so much pride in while on 
target range in South Carolina 
and I am holding on to my medal 
presented me by the U. S. Gov}t- 

‘Our worst enemy is Mr. Flea. 
He goes ‘‘over the top’’ every 
night. I mean over the top of some 
poor tired Yank after he lays down’ 
for the night. : 

‘With all good wishes for the 
folks back home, I will close. 

“Write often and remember your 
boy who is coming home soon but 
we are all coming back via Berlin 
and no other way.

Of the 12.000 now here, between 
GOO and 700 are working In Great Brit- 
ain in the dozen or more Amerlenn 
hospitals that have sprung into being 
within the past six months. The fe- 
mainder are stalling hospitals behind 
the fines fin France, 

With the arrival of American sol- 
diers at Vladivostok came ao contin- 
gent of nurses from the Amerienan Red 
Cross unit at Toklo, Japan. Ag bos- 
tilittes and Ameriean ensualties begin 
there more United States army regu- 
lur nurses probably will be sent to 
Russia.

FARMERS SHOULD COMBINE 


Eseential That Corn Be Mature and 
Past the Dough State Before Cut— 
Make Use of Boys for Tramp- 

Ing and Packing. 

(From the United States Department of 
Agriculture.) 

On account of the labor shortage, 
neighborhood co-operation {fn silo fHl- 
ing should he highly developed during 
fhe current fall, All the silage crops 
should he saved without loss, while all 
silos should he filled to capacity. Five 
or six or more farmers who own silos 
in one community should combine 
thelr working forces Into a crew 


which should rotate from farm to farm 
as the corn 
Such an arrangement resulting from 
the interchange of nelghborhood farm 


labor will minimize the expense 


becomes ripe enough, 


housing the silage crops. 

It is essential that corn should not 
be cut for ensilage untill it fs muature 
and through the dough stage, as re- 
peated) demonstrations have shown 
conclusively that corn in this condl- 
tion fs at the peak of nutrient value. 
The bugaboo about frosted corn being 
wholly unsuftuble for ensiinge is a fale 
luey, as corn which has been damaged 
with frest can be converted Into very 


wards, In the case of badly frosted 
cern, however, there occurs a cousid- 
eruble loss of lenves, 

Watering the Chopped Feed. 

In cnse the corn fs exeessively dry 
und wilted at the time of silo filling, 
water should be run through a rubber 
hose inte the cutting box and blower 
Curing the filling process so that. the 
chopped feed may be wet thoroughly 
abd rendered succulent for future feed- 
fing In extreme cases Shere ft is im- 
pessibte to saturate the corn com- 
pletely in this manner, and where wa- 
ter pressure fs available, n second hose 
is sometimes carrfed over the top of 
the silo so that the water falling on 
a board Inclined against the side of 
the silo and moved at regular intervals 
serves efficiently to thoroughly molsten 
the forage. 

Use of Elevating Attachment. 

Labor in londing the corn on the 
wagons tn the fleld may be reduced by 
the use of an elevating attachment, 
several standard types of which are 


now on the murket. This device fs at-

By the practice of this sys- | 
tem the silo will still provide a wealth 
of cheap, succulent roughage, 

Sealing Is Negtected. 

Sealing of the silo after the strue-

Outfits of Wlinois Farmers Not

representative farms in Ilfnois who 
reported to a recent survey conducted 
by the United States department of ag- 
rculture, a report of which is pub- 
lished as Farmers’ Bulletin 963, 5-4 per 
cent stated that their outflts were not 
disabled a single day when needed dur- 
Ing the entire senson last year, Of the 
remaining 46 per cent the average num- 
ber of days thelr tractors were out of 
commission when needed was five. This 
avernge, however, did not include one 
man who stated that hls machine was 
uot usable about half the time, 

The reports of tractor owners indl- 
cate that with a careful and proficleut

Operator a gus tractor is a very de- 
pendable source of power, Occasional 
slight delays probably will be encoun- 
tered, but serious ones will be excep- 
tlonal, whereas with a careless or th- 
conipetent operator expensive delays 
fire apt to be frequent. 

Of the tractors owned by Tinms 
farmers reporting, about 0 per cent 
Were operated by the owner or some 
member of his family, the best results 
usually being obtained by this class of 
operators, Thirty-six per cent of TI 
hols owners reported no time lost in 
the fleld on account of trouble with the 
outfit. This probably menus that the 
time lost was not worth mentioning. 
Most men do not consider {it trouble se 
long as they know at once the cause of 
stoppage or other Irregularity in the en 
gine’s operation and are able to rem- 
edy it promptly. The average tlme lost 
per day by the 46 per cent reporting 
trouble fs a little over three-quarters 
of an hour. 


PROPER STORAGE FOR BEETS 


When Placed in Cellar Avoid Large 
Piles as it is Liable to Cause 
Heating and Decay. 


(Prepared by the United States Depait- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Beets should be puifed and the tons 
If they 
are to be held in the stornge room in 
the basement or in an outdoor storage 
cellar, they should be placed In ventl 
lated barrels, loose boxes, or, better 
stil, in erates, If sufficlent spaee fs 
available In the cellar, ft is a good plan 
simply to place them in small piles 
Storage In large pltes 
should be avolded, as ft is Hable to 
couse heating and deeuy, 

For storage In banks or pits prepare 
the beets as for storage in the room In 
the basement or In the outdoor cellar. 
Select a well-drained location, make a 
shallow exenvation, about six inches 
deep, Ine fit with straw, bay, leaves, 
or similar material, and place the beets 
in a conten! pile on the lining. Make 
the bottom of the pile about the same 
size as, but not larger than, the bottora 
of the excavation. Cover the beets with 
same material as that used for lining 
the bottom of the pit, and carry ft up 
several inches ahove the apex of the 
pile of vegetables, having it extend 
through the dirt covering. This serves 
as a ventilating flue, and it should be 
covered with a plece of tin or a short 
hoard ns a protection from rain. The 
dirt covering should be two or three 
inches thiek when the vegetnbles are 
stored, and {ft should he increased as 
severely cold weather approaches until 
it is a foot or more tn thickness, In 
fnishing the plt the dirt should he 
firmed with the back ef the shovel In 
order to make ft as nearly waterproof 
ns possthte, 

The shallow trench around the base 
0? the pit should bave an outlet for 
errrying olf the water. Supplement 


Ithe dirt covering with manure, straw, 


corn fodder or other protecting mate. 
Tse several stnnll pits instead] of 
one large one, as vegetables Keep bet: 
ter in small pits and the entire con. 
tents may be removed when the pit is 
opened,

Farmers, Urged by Food Administra. 
tlon, Provide Seven Extra Loaves 
of Bread for Every American. 


By adopting cleaner threshing meth- 
ods and by Nterally combing harvest 
flelds to gather grain formerly wast- 
ed, threshermen and farmers of the 
United States this year saved fully 
16,000,000 bushels of wheat, estimated 
as cquivalent to nbout seven one-pound 
lonves of bread for every person in 
the country. This result, accompanted 
by corresponding savings of barley, 
oats, rye and other grains, 1s shown by 
reports from 83 grain states to the U. 
3. Food Administration. Other states, 
although not prepared to furnish defi- 
nite figures of conservation in the 
grain fields, report greatly reduecd 
harvest losses,

In ntimerous instances drivers of 
racks with leaky bottoms were sent 
from the flelds to repair their equip. 
ment and frequently bad order thresh- 
ing machines were stopped until the 
cause of Waste was féfnoved. But ip 
proportion to the number of persons 
engaged in gathering the nation’s grain 
crop, cases of compulsion were com- 
paratively rare. The Food Adminia 
tration freely attributes the success of 
the grain threshing ecampalgn to pa: 
triotic service by farmers, thresher 
men and their crews. Incidentally 
grain growers of the United States are 
many millions of dollars “in pocket” 
fos a result of the grain saved.

With the guns in Europe silenced, 
we have now to consider a new world 
food situation. But there can be ne 
hope that the volume of our exports 
can be lightened to the slightest de ' 
gree with the cessation of hostilities. ; 
Millions of people Iberated frim the 
Prussian yoke are now depending 
upon us for the food which will keep , 
them from starvation, 

With food the United States made 
{t possibile for the forces of democ , 
racy to hold out to victory. To insure 
democracy in the world, we must con- 
tinue to live simply in order that we 
may supply these liberated nations of 
Europe with food. Ilunger among a 
people inevitably breeds anarchy 
American food must complete the work 
of making the world safe for democ 
racy, 

Last year we sent 11,820,000 tons of 
food to Europe. For the present year 
with only the European Allies to feed. 
we had orlginally pledged ourselves tc 
Q program that would have Increased 
our exports to 17,500,000 tons, Now 
to feed the Hberated nations, we will 
have to export n total of not less than 
20,000,000 toas—practically the limit 
of loading capacity at our ports. Ke 
viewing the world food situation, we 
tind that some foods will be obtainable 
in quantities sufficient to meet all 
world needs under a regime of eco- 
nomlcal consumption. On the other 
hand, there will be marked world 
shortages in some important commodl- 
tles. 

Return to Normal Bread Loaf. 

With the enlarged wheat crops 
which American farmers have grown, 
and the supplies of Australia, the Ar 


gentine and other markets now acces | 


sible to shipping, there are bread 
grains enough to enable the nations to 
return to their normal wheat loaf 
provided we continue to mill flour at 
a high percentage of extraction and 
maintain economy in eating and the 
avoldance of waste,

Increase In All Respiratory Dis- 
eases After the Influenza 
Epidemic Probable. 


influenza Expected to Lurk for Months, 
How to Guard Agalnst Pneumonia. 
Common Colds Highly Catching—Iim- 
portance of Suitable Clothing—Could 
Save 100,000 Lives. 


Washington, D. C.—With the substd- 
ence of the epidemic of influenza the 
attention of health officers is directed 
to pneumonia, bronchitis and other 
diseases of the respiratory system 
which regularly cause a large nunjber 
of deaths, especially during the winter 
senson. According to Rupert Blue, 
Surgeon General of the United States 
Public Health Service, these discases 
will be especially prevalent this wine 
ter unless the people are particularly 
careful to obey health instructions. 

“The present epidemic,” sald Sur- 
geon General Blue, “has taught by bit- 
ter experience how readily a condition 
beginning apparently as a slight cold 
may go on to pneumonia and death, 
Although the worst of the epidemic is 


! over, there will continue to be a large 


number of scattered cases, many of 
them mild and unrecognized, which 
will be danger spots to be guarded 
against.” The Surgeon General Ilkened 
the present situation to that after @ 
great fire, saying, “No fire chief who 
understands his business stops plasing 
the hose on the charred debris as soon 
as the flames and visible tire have dis- 
appeared. On the contrary, Le con- 
tinues the water for hours and cven 
duys, for he knows that there Is dun- 
ger of the fire rekindling from smol- 
dering embers.”

While we will be able to change our 
Program in many respects, even a 
casual survey of the world supplles 
in comparison to world demands shows 
conclusively that Europe will know. 
famine unless the American people ' 
bring their home consumption down’ 
to the barest minimum that will main- 
fain health and strength. 

There are conditions of famine fn 
Europe that will be beyond our power 
to remedy, There are 10,900,000) peo 
ple in North Russia whom there is 
small chunce ef reaching with food 
this winter. Their transportation 1s 
demoralized in complete anarchy, and 
shortly many of their ports will be 
frozen, even if internal transport 
could be reallzed. 


To Preserve Civilization. 


At this moment Germany has not 
alone sucked the food and animals 
from all those masses of people she 
has dominated and left starving, but 
she has left behind her a total wreck 
age of social institutions, and this 
masa of people is now confronted wit! 
nbsolute anarchy. 

If we valuc our own safety and the 
suctal organization of the world, if we 
value the preservation of clvyillzatior 
itself, we cannot permit growth of this 
cancer In the world’s vitals.

Britain Day. 


To the Editor of The Republican: 

On Saturday, December 7th, 
Britain Day will be celebrated all 
over the United States. The vov- 
ernors of the various states have 
set aside the day as a time for 
honoring one of the great Allies, 
without whose powerful aid the 
war would have ended svon after 
it began in 1914, with Germany 
victorious. 

It has been the policy of the 
huns all along to stir up enmity be- 
tween England and the United 
States. Soon after the war began, 
German agents were spreading 
their silly lies in this country, to 
the effect that England caused the 
war and that she wanted to rule 
the world. They took every op- 
portunity to remind us of our an- 
cient grudge against the mother 
country. They hoped to separate 
forever the two great English- 
speaking races. As the war went 
on the propagandists changed their 
tune alittle and went about spread- 
ing the outrageous falsehood that 
England was not doing her share 
but was standing back at the ex- 
pense of France. Unfortunately, 
but inevitably, some Americans 
believed the tale. Perhaps a few 
still believe it. You may know 
the man (thank heaven, he’s al- 
most extinct) who asks the ques- 
tion: ‘"What has England done in 
this war?”’ 
that, here is the answer: 

1. Great Britain has given 8 
million men to the Allied Armies, 
since the war began. England 
alone, not counting Ireland, Scot- 
land, Wales, the Colonies, Canada 
or India, furnished 60 per 
cent. of them. Sixty per cent. of 
all Great Britain's armies are from 
england herself. That means one 
man for every seven and one-half 
persons in her population. Tf the 
United States had done well, 
she would have enrolled 15 million

2. More than 1 million English- 
men laid down their lives during 
the war. 

3. In August, 1914. over 100,- 
000 subjects of Great Britain vol- 
untarily enlisted in two weeks. In 
September they enlisted at the 
rate of 30,000 a day. 

4. Before August. 
Britain had given half a 
men, who were volunteers, 

5. Since the war began, the 
British Navy has been instrumen- 
tal in transporting to the various 
fronts 13 million men. 

6. The British Navy bottled up 
the German grand fleet and kept 
German boats away from America, 
She actually fought our fight for 
two and a half years. 

7. A British commander sank 
his own ship and bottled up the 
the submarine base at Zeebrugge, 
so that the U-boats could neither 
get in nor get out. The defeat of 
the submarines is largely due to 
England. 

8. The British Army rescued 
Palestine from the Turk. It gave 
back to Christian dominion Jeru- 
salem, Damascus and Bethlehem, 
after they had been dominated by 
Turkey for centuries. 

9. The British Army captured 
Baghdad and Constantinople. It 
drove the Turk out of Europe. 

10. England kept Germany from 
winning the war. If she had not 
gone to the rescue of Belgium on 
land, if she had not sent her vreat 
navy to defend the ocean, the hun 
would have mastered Europe and 
turned upon the United States.

Washington. — (Special.) — Just be- 
forc leaving for France to superin- 
tend the demohilization activities of 
those organizations which recently 
took part in the United War Work 
Campaign, Raymond B. Fosdick, 
Chairman of the Commission on Train- 
Ang Camp Activities, was interviewed 
sith regard to the present situation of 
our overseus forces, 

“The problem presented by the 
gradual demobilization of more than 
two million men three thousand miles 
from home is one which will tax all 
eur goelal resources,” sald) Mr Fos- 
dick. “It fg above all a morale prob- 
lem, and it must be faced as such, with 
the full co-operation of familles and 
friends here In this country, If it Is to 
he solved successfully, Every one who 
has a son, a brother, must help, 

“While the war was on our hoys 
were fully oceupicd; they were still 
filled with the spirit of adventure, 
looking forward rather than back. 
Now, however, the fighting fs at an 
end, They are golng to remain, most 
of them, many months doing work 
which willl be neither exciting nor 
particularly interesting. They will get 
lonesome, bored and terribly home- 
sick. 

“The $170,000,000 raised in the re- 
cent United War Work drive is to he 
used precisely to bridge over this pe- 
riod by providing reerention and 
amusement. But no amount of mere 
money expended in such a way will be 
enough. What these boys really want 
fs not diversion, but human interest 
ond sympathy, These things express- 
ed in letters from home will warm 
their hearts and create a home at- 
mosphere around them, even while 
they are absent from the family circle, 

“Such letters may be a very neces- 
gary sheet anchor to windward in the 
ecnse of some boys. The thought of 
eome one waiting for them, counting 
on them, will more than anything 
else, innke them hold back and think 
twice before plunging into situations 
which might mean harm and unhap- 
piness for thet. 

“We have raised the cleanest army 
in the world. We have kept it clean. 
We hope to bring it back as clean and 
atrong as it was when ft left us, But 
while we belleve our soldiers will 
stand the present test—the hardest of 
all in) seme ways—nas bravely and 
successfully as they have stood every 
other test of their manhood and en- 
durance, {it 1s our duty to give them 
all the help we can. 

“This, as I have sald, can best be 
rendered by means of letters which 
Will begin now, at once, not only to 
Batisfy thelr home longings, but to 
turn their thoughts from tasks already 
accomplished in the long years of life 
ehead of them.”

Help them to remember. Help them 
to come home clean and fine.

HOOVER GOES TO FIGHT 
~FAMINE IN EUROPE. 


Message Fron) Federel Food Admin. 
jetration Outlines Gigantic Task 
Which Amerioan People Must Ful. 
fill !f She Prove Not False Ts 
Nation's Pledge. 


Attila, the Hun, once boasted thal 
where his armies had passed no blade 
of grass would grow. The passage of 
his modern prototypes through cap 
tured territories has likewise been 
mnarked by devastation and desolation 
The foe has been driven back to his 
lair, but America’s contribution to the 
welfare of the world will not be com: 
plete until the liberated people of 
Europe are restored to normal cond) 
tions. Their first amd crying need I9 
for food and on behalf of this nation, 
Herbert Hoover, Federal Food Admin. 
istrator, has promised the shipment 
of at least twenty million tons of food: 
stuffs during the current twelve 
months. That is wellnigh double the 
total which evcon war-time economy 
has been able to eccomplish. it is a 
task however from which a nation 
with na “world conscience” will not 
shrink. 

Mr. Hoover has gone to Burope to 
study the conditions and see what 
Measures are to be taken In order to 
rescue its liberated peoples from 
hunger and chaos. Economy at home 
will be supplemented with efficiency 
abroad. All told there are 300,000,000 
men, women and children looking 
westward for food. Our allles come 
first, then friendly neutrals, and finaly 
at the tail end of Furope’s breadline 
stands the hungry Hun himself. It 1s 
sound economic policy to see that he 
gets enough sustenance to shoulder 
he burden of his punishment. But ft 
is human nature to see that he waits 
with empty platter until his betters are 
Batisfiod. 

Mr. Hoover’s message to his fellow 
countryinen was declared from tha 
pulpits on Sunday. The last of that 
message is a clear call for the most 
drastic economy which a nation living 
itself In the midst of plenty has ever 
been asked to make for the welfare 
of humanity. It is indeed a call to 
America’s world conscience. 

“Again in full confidence,” cables 
Mr. Hoover, “I call upon the American 
people to set aside Sunday, December 
lst. and the week following, for tha 
consideration of America’s opportu- 
nity for renewed service and sacrifice. 

Last summer, when the nrilitary ait- 
uation Was acute, we assured the Inter- 
Allied Food Conference in London 
that, whatever the war-foud progrimun 
ot the Allies required, we were pre- 
pared to meet; that the conferences 
need not consider whether or not we 
bad the supplies; we were pleparesl 
to find them; we pledged ourselves by 
the voluntary economy of our peuple, 
to have the reserves in lood to supp'y 
all necessitles. The ending of the war 
does not release us from the pledge. 
The same popul@tiona must be fed, 
ane until anvther season has pussed 
they cannot feed themrelves 

The change in the forelgn situation 
Deves-ariiy ultezs the dotalls of our 
loud program. because the frecing of 
the seas from the subluariue menace 
tenders accessible the Wheat supplies 
ot India, Australia and the Argentine. 
The total food demand upon the Unit: 
ed States fs uot diminished, however, 
On the contrary. it is Increased. In 
addition to the supplying of those to 
whom we are already pledxed, wo now 
have the splend!d opportunity and ov- 
ligation of meeting the needs of those 
nilllons of people in the hitherto oc 
Cupied territories who are facing act- 
ual starvation The people of Bel 
giuru, Northern France, Serbia, Rou. 
munia, Montenegro, Poland, Russia und 
Armenia rely upon America for fm 
medlate ald. We orust also participate 
in the preservation of the newly Lib 
erated nations in Austria nor can we 
tanore the effect on the future world 
Gevelopments of a famine condition 
among those other people whom we 
have recently released from our en® 
mies. All these conelderations mean 
that upwards ot two hundred million 
people, in addition to those we are 
already pledged to serve, are now look 
ing to us in their misery and famine. 
Our appeal today ia. therefore. larger 
than the former appeal to the "war 
comecience” of our people. The new 
appeal is to the “world conscience.’ 
which must be the guiding inepiration 
of our future program 

The President of the United Stites 
bas asked] me to take charge tor this 
Government of this work, to perfect 
and enlarze the ar:angements for food: 
stuils to the populations of Belglum 
and France now being released and 
to organize and determine the neev 
of provision to the Iiberated peoples 
of Svuthern Burope to prevent such 
debacle as has taken place in Ruasia 

The determining factor for the suo 
cess of such an enlarged appeal wil) 
be the vivid coneclouaness In every 
ind4vidual In each community of obli 
gation and opportunity. it is tha! 
conunon recognition of obligation that 
we now wied to create. Such an io 
tellivent “world conscleuce” in the 
American people muat be the main 
dependence of the stricken countries 
of the world until normal conditione 
are once more restored 

America by her 4articipation in the 
wer has accomplistied her objectives 
of self-defenee and of vindicating tlie 
efficiency of e government in which 
the people ami the people only, are 
sovereign. She hae eatabliehed the 
foundatione of govermment by fhe peo 
ple througbout the enamy oountries, 
and thie is tha real btidwark of world 
peace. We have yet to build on these 
foundations.

armly greeted, therefora, was the an 
gival of Herbert Hoover, American’ 
Food Administrator, on his way to the 
Allied conferences at Versailles. lo 
the United States for somedme yet 
Europe must put ite truat for food 
imports. Mr. lloover’s ¢onfidence thet 
bia own people will ship this year al- 
Most 20 million tone of food hase allayed 
greatly tho spirit of pesalmism over the 
outlook, which goes tl] with the grea 
military victory that waa eonsummate 
on November ILith. 

Mr. Hoover’s statement made before 
he sailed outlines the tremendous task 
that has been assumed by the U. 8. 
Governinent aad which depends for 
euccesa upon the voluntary co-opera- 
tion of every individual in that great 
Mation. 

“Our first and deepest concern,” de 
elared Mr. Hoover, ‘must now be tha 
little allies who wera under the Ger 
man yoke. There are seventy-five mil- 
tions of them, and they must be sys- 
tematically helped, and at once. We 
fave already doukled the stream of 
food dowing toward Belgium. 

“Our next concern must be to relax 
blockade measures as far as possible, 
in order that the neutral etates in Eu- 
rope who are bow al! on short ratione 
ehould be able to take care of their 
people and prevent the growth of 
anarchy. This is another group of 
about 40,000,000. 

“Another problem lies in the 60,- 
000,000 people in north Rusata, a large 
part of whom are inaccessible owing 
to the breakdown of transportation and 
through sheer anarchy. Millions of 
these are beyond help this winter. 
These groups are the onea that must 
enlist the sympathy of the American 
people and for whom we are prepared 
to make any necessury sacrifice. 

“There is a great problem in the 
situation of the enemy people—about 
90,000,000. Thies problem fa not one of 
going to tifeir relief. It la a problem 
of relaxing the watertight blockade 
which continues through the armistice, 
sufficiently so that they may secure for 
themselves the bare necessities that 
will give stable government. Unless 
enarchy can be put down, and sta- 
bility of government can be obtained 
in these enemy states, there will be 
nobody to make peace with and nobody 
to pay the hill to France and Belgium 
for the fearful destruction that has 
been done. 

“1 would certainly approach the prob- 
lem, with mized feelings, having been 
long a witness to the robbery of food 
from women and children and the de- 
struction of millions of tone of food at 
gea, and to the misery under which the 
milllons amongst the hig and little 
allies have suffered under the German 
yoke. Justice requires that govern: 
ment be established able tu make 
amends for wrongs done, and {it cunnot 
be accomplished through spread of 
anarchy. Famine is the mother of 
anarchy.”

IN WHEAT 
STILL ESSENTIAL. 


Revocation of the substitute regula: 
tlons has not removed the imperative 
necessity for continued economy in the 
use of wheat four. 

Bread may now be made from pure 
wheat flour, instead of with substi- 
tutes, but economy should be exercised 
in the consifaption of all breadstuffs, 
#* well as in all other foods. 

The substitute rule was abandoned 
primarily to relieve a world-wide short 
oge in coarse grain feeds for domestic 
animals. Most of the substitute fours 
ware made from those grains and con 
sequently a great scarcity for stock 
feeding developed. In view of the 
large domestic wheat crop and the 
fact that additional stores of wheet 
were made available by the signing 
of the armistice, the Food Administra 
tion rescinded the subsutute progrum 
to relieve the pressure on coaise grains 
urgently neeved tor American and Eu 
ropeau dairy and swine herds, which 
have been greatly depleted by the war. 

The abandonment of the substitute 
rule haa been widely but erroneously 
misinterpreted as meaning that further 
conservation of wheat produdts. par- 
ticularly flour, bad beeome unneces 
eary. In order to fulfill America's 
pledge to export 20,000,000 tone of food 
during the next twelve months and te

REMOVING THE WALL 


The following authentic — story, 
concerning the burial of the first Am- 
erican soldier who died on French 
soil is related: 

Percy Atkins, a minister of the 
Christian church, who went over with 
the first contingent, was one of a 
committtee named to wait upon the 
| Catholic priest, with a request that a 
portion off their cemetery be used for 
the American dead. 

The aged priest was greatly dis- 
tressed. Tears streamed down his 
cheeks us he replied: “I wish I might 
grant your request,but I can not. This 
1s consecrated ground, and, according 
to the teachings of our church, you 
are heretics. But I tell you what we 
will do. We will lay off a part of the 
ground adjoining the cemetery for 
your use.” 

Many of the villagers had gathered 
‘for the services and all went together 
to the cemetery. As the priest desiz- 
nated a certain spot for the grave, he 
said: “Let us put it just as close to 
the wall as we can get it. 

When their mission was ended, Mr. 


Atsins and his comrades left that 
part of France, and it was many 
months before they returned. When 
they went to search for the burial, 
they failed ‘to recognize it. Flowers 
land shrubbery had been planted, and 
; the spot had been enclosed within the 
joriginal cemetery. They sought an 
lexplanation and this is what they dis- 
| covered: 

| The very night after the fanere 
‘service, the villagers gathered with 
!their leaders and decided that they 
their leaders and decided they would 
tear down the wall and rebuild it, so 
as to take in the American grave. One 
of them said to Mr. Atkins: “We de- 
cided that if you Americans are yood 
enough to die for France, vou are 
: good enough to be buried with us. So 
we removed the wall.” 


FORCE THE ONLY CLRE. 
When William Howard Taft de- 
mands that extremest measures be 
adopted to rid Russia, and so the 
world of Bolshevism, you may be sure 
that he has examined the situation 
with great care and has come deliber- 
ately to the conclusion which he ad- 
vances. He is not bloodthirsty, he 
does not desire to limit in any man- 
ner the free development of peoples. 
He would prefer gently to lead the 
mistaken into the light, sympatheti- 
cally to show them the error of their 
way, and by kindness cause them to 
welcome and adopt the better course. 
But Mr. Taft is convinced that Bolshe- 
vism is the enemy of huntan society 
and that the only way to deal with 
that doctrine is to kill them off.” So 
he declared to the Investment Bank- 
ers’ Association at Atlantic City yes- 
terday. He advised that men should 
be sent to Russia verv soon in suffi- 
cient force to set up a constituent as- 
sembly and assure representative gov- 
ernment. The future of Russia is to 
be settled at the peace table, he said; 
but it is evident to all observers that 
if the Bolshevists are not soon killed 
off there will be few Russians left to 
engage the solicitude of peoples else- 
where. 

Nowhere in history, we believe, is 
such wanton, senseless, almost in- 
credible destruction of human beings 
recorded as is told of in recent re- 
ports of events in Petrograd. Before 
the war that city had a population of 
2,000,000; at the time of the revolu- 
tion or shortly thereafter the number 
of people in Petrograd was 3,000,000. 
Now, due to murder, starvation and 
pestilence, all attributable to the ac- 
tivities of the Bolsheviki, not more 
than 500,000 remain in the former 
capital of the Czar, and this number 
is rapidly diminishing. In lesser de- 
gree similar conditions prevail else- 
where in the country. hey are get- 
ting worse. There can he no improve- 
ment until Bolshevism is eliminated 
and the people are enabled to take 
charge of their own affairs. 

Mr. Taft unquestionably is right in 


his judgment that improvement can 
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hs brought about only by force from 
without. But there will be dissent , 
from his dictim that cleaning up and 
restoring Russia is work for Ameri- 
can soldiers. Many of our people 
cling to the old belief that we should 
mix as little as possible in European 
affairs. Nevertheless, we already 
have a hand in the general European 
situation and are represented among 
the military forces in Russia. It is 
difficult to see how we can withdraw 
'TIrom tne numane work on which we 
have entered with the direct purpose 
of protecting our own rights until all 
the major problems proceeding from 
the war have been solved and a 
tirm basis of ofder has been estab- 


lished.

The Bulletin of Information sent out 
from National Headquarters of Four 
Minute Menin Washington is entitled 
**What Have We Won?” and goes into 
‘the subject of American Influence on 
_ world peace very thoroughly. 

| ‘‘America’s contribution was not 
‘merely furnishmg the force that turned 
‘the tide of battle at Chatteau Thierry; 
‘it warin furnishing forces that draw 
from the past and reach into the fu- 
‘ture.” The buletin continues to <de- 
‘fine these forces in the following 
terms: 

“The United States, as the eldest 

of democracies, gave first impulse to 
the movement which in the last hun- 
dred years has spread throughout the 
‘world and which within a few swiftly 
weks has swept the last of the abso- 
-ite monarchs from their thrones. 
i “America first declared the doctrine 
‘that all men are created free and 
equal is: jaye dees TY 
been the seed and ferment of democ- 
racy. “America first declared that 
igovernments derive their just pow- 
-ers from the consent of the governed, 
which all the world today acknowl- 
‘edges to be the only sound basis.” 

“The United States first proclaim- 
ed the doctrine that conquest by a 
foreign power upon any part of this 
-continent would be an offense against 
.this Goyernment. That doctrine,am- 
plified by a long line of American 
Presidents, has led the world’s thot 
to the present day bellief, acknowl- 
edged everywhere, that every state 
has the right to wwork out its own 
destiny. That is now recognized 
throughout the world asthe only 
sound basis for international law.” 
_ The Four Minute Men_ will trace 
‘the development of the Monroe Doc- 
|trine to 1ts complete culmination in a 
basis upon which will be built the fu- 
ture peace of the world, wich basis 
has been abbreviated by its author 
into a single sentence: “The reign 
of law, based on the consent of the 
governed sustained by the organized 
opinion of mankind.” 

These three principles are’ funda- 
mental in the American democracy:

The usual farm method of cutting 
ap a hog Is to sever the ribs on each 
elide of the backbone, take out the 
backbone, and split the carcass down 
the midline. The ribs are taken out 
before the sides are “blocked.” 
other method Is to split with a saw 


or cleaver as near the mid line as pos- | 
Then divide each half into four | 


sible, 
parts—hend, shoulder, middle and 
hams, as shown In accompanying !llus- 
tration. Remove the fenf if this was 
not done before, Peel the leaf back- 
ward with the fingers, starting at the 
front end. The kidneys are in this 
fat. 

The head is generally removed be- 
fore the carcass Is split Into halves. 
Cut about an Inch back of the ears, 
making a complete circle around the 
head, If the cut does not happen to 
strike the atins joint, twist the head 
and It will yleld. The fattest part of 
the head cnn be used for lard and the 
more fleshy parts may be used for sau- 
gage or headcheese. The Jowl Is some- 
times used for cooking with sauer- 
«kraut or baked beans and In the spring 
with turnip greens. 

Cutting Up Carcasa. 

One-half the carcass should be 
placed on a cutting table and cut up. 
Cut off the front foot about 1 inch 
above the knee and the hind foot the 
same distance above the hock. The 
feet can be used to mnke pickled pigs’ 
feet or pigs’ feet jelly. The shoulder 
cut is made between the fourth and 
fifth ribs. Remove the ribs from the 
shoulders, also the plece of backbone 
which may be attached. Cut close to 
the ribs In removing them, so as to 
leave as much ment on the shoulder as 
possible, There are “spare ribs” and 
make an excellent dish when fried or 
baked. If only a small amount of 
cured ment Is desired, the top of the 
shoulder may be cut off about one-third 
the distance from the top and parallel 
to it. The fat of the shoulder top may 
be used for lard and the lean meat for 
steak or roasts. It should be trimmed 
up smoothly. The fat trimmings should 
be used for lard and the lean trim- 
mings for sausrge. 

Removing the Ham. 


The ham Is removed from the middle 
by cutting just back of the rise in the 
backbone. Cut from the flank toward 
the root of the tall to an angle of about 
45 degrees, Loln ment Is thus saved 
which would otherwise be trimmed off 
the ham and used for sausage. Re- 
move the ribs from the side, cutting 
as close to the ribs as possible. The 
loin and fatback are cut off in one 
plece; cut parn.lel with the back just 
below the tenderloin muscle on the 
rear part of the middle. Romove the 
fat on the top of the loin, but do not 
cut into the loin ment. The lean meat 
ia used for chops or roasts and the fat- 
back for latd. The remainder of the 
wididle should then be trimmed for

bacon. If it is a very large side, It 
may be cut in two pleces. Trim all 
sides and edges as square as possible. 

All rough and hanging pleces of meat 
should be trimmed from the ham, The 
ham should then be trimmed smoothly, 
exposing as little lean meat as possi- 
ble, because the curing hardens It. All 
lean trimmings should be saved for 
sausage and fat trimmings for lard. 
The other half of the carcass should 
be cut up in similar fashion. 

Meat and Fat Trimmings. 

After the carcass hns been cut up 
and the pleces are trimmed and shaped 
properly for the curing process, there 
are considerable pieces of lean meat, 
fat meat and fat which can be used for 
making sausage and lard. The fat 
should be separated from the lean and 
used for lard. The meat should be cut 
Into convenient pieces to pass through 
the grinder. 


Rendering Lard. 

The leaf lnrd is of the best quality. 
The back strip of the side also makes 
Kood lard, as du the trimmings of the 
ham, shoulder and neck. Intestinal 
or gut fat Is an Inferlor grade and 1s 
best rendered by itself. It should be 
thoroughly washed and left In cold 
| Water for several hours before render- 
Ing, which willl partlally eliminate the 
offensive odor. Leaf lard, back strips 
jand lard trimmings can be rendered 
together. If the gut fat Is Included, 
the lard takes on a very offensive odor, 

First, remove all skin and lean meat 
from the lard trimmings. To do this 
cut the lard into strips about 1% 
Inches wide, then place the strip on 
the table, skin down, and cut the fat 
from the skin. When a plece of skin 
large enough to grasp is freed from 
the fat, take it in the left hand, knife 
held in the right hand inserted between 
the fat and skin, pull the skin and with 
the knife slanted downward slightly 
this will cleanly remove the fat from 
the skin. The strips of fat should 
then be cut Into pleces of 1 to 1% 
Inches square, making them about 
equal in size, so they try out evenly. 

Pour Into the kettle about a quart 
of water, then fill It nearly full with 
the lard cuttings. The fat will then 
heat and bring out the grease without 
burning. Cook the lard over a moder: 
ate fire, When starting the tempera- 
ture should be about 160 degrees F. 
and should be run up to 195 degrees F. 
Frequent stirring !s necessary to pre- 
vent burning. When the cracklings 
are brown in color and Hght enough 
to float, the lard should be removed 
from the fire. Press the fat from the 
cracklings and use them to make crack- 
ling bread or feed them to the chick- 
ens. When the lard is removed from 
the fire, allow it to cool a Uttle. To 
nid cooling stir the lard. This also 
tends to whiten the lard and make It 
smooth. Then strain It through a mus 
lin cloth into the containers. 


Wholesome Meat. 

A large nmount of fat Is not essen- 
tlal to wholesome ment and It is far 
more important that an animal be In 
good health than that It be extremely 
fat. 

“Never kill an animal that Is losing 
flesh,” is a maxim that Is followed by 
tutchers, and observation points to a 
logical renson. When an animal fs fall- 
ing in flesh the muscle fibers are 
shrinking In volume and contain cor- 
respondingly less water. As a conse- 
quence the meat is tougher and dryer. 
When nn animal is gaining in flesh 
the opposite condition obtains and a 
better quality of meat Is the result. 
Also, a better product will be obtain- 
ed from an animal in only medium 
flesh but gaining rapidly than from a 
very fat animal that is at a standstill 
or that Is losing fleah.

They went under orders, os soldlera 
do; prepared for any emegencles, as 
soldiers do; they assumed many 
strange and unforeseen tasks, as sol- 
diers do. Literally, they went as 
fighters, against pain, disease and 
death, 

A “mobile surgical unit" of nurses— 
those words don’t mean very much, 
perhaps, the first time we hear them. 
But see such an unit follow an army 
up to an advanced post; see how the 
nurses work with steady hands beside 
the surgeons as the stretchers with the 
newly wounded are brought In. See 
thousands of them In evacuation hos- 
pitals, base hospitals, convalescent 
hospitals, tuberculosis hospitals; some 
of them In French military hospitals 
where sometimes our men are sent; 
see them with thelr spectallzed skill 
In head surgery, or fracture work, or 
psychlatry ;—all) these women who 
keep head and hand cool and steady, 
when the ambulances unload great 
harvests of wounded. Then we say 
the words “Our Nurses,” as we say 
“Our Soldiers,” “Our Saflors,” “Our 
Marines.” 

On the night of March 25th, when 
the Germans were fust ndvancing, and 
alrendy within six kilometers of 
Annel, an outpost of Complegne, two 
American doctors remained, who un- 
der order of the French government, 
had sent the patlents and personnel 
of their hospital farther back the 
Night before. The artillery was deaf- 
ening, but the Amerlean Ambulance 
sections kept bringing thelr wounded 
to Annel. These doctors sald that as 
long as the American boys brought 
them wounded they would operate. 
Two nurses volunteered from Com- 
plegne, and so In the deserted chateau 
the two surgeons, the two nurses and 
the ten drivers worked calmly on, 
while the buzz of aeroplanes shook 
the alr, and the blasting guns shook 
the earth.

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The Red Cross Ready for Peace 


HE following message has been telegraphed by the 
War Council of the American Red Cross to each one 
of the 3,857 chapters: 

“On February 10th, last year, nearly six weeks be- 
fore the United States declared war, National Red Cross 
Headquarters advised its chapters to prepare for war. 
That which has followed in the record of the Red Cross 
in helping to win this war and to relieve the suffering 
growing out of it, constitutes something of which every 
American citizen has a right to be proud. Every Ameri- 
can Red Cross worker must feel a sense of gratitude in 
having had a share in it all. 


“The moment is now come to prepare for peace. 
Until peace is really here and our soldiers home there 
can be no relaxation in any Red Cross effort incident to 
active hostilities. 

“But even with peace, let no one suppose that the 
work of the Red Cross is finished. Millions of American 
boys are still under arms. Thousands of them are sick 
and wounded. Owing to the shortage in shipping, it may 
take a year or more to bring our boys home from France. 
But whatever the time, our protecting arms must be about 
them and their families over the whole period which 
must elapse before the normal life of peace can be re- 
sumed. 

“Our soldiers and sailors are enlisted until the Com- 
mander-in-Chief tells them there is no more work for 
them to do in the war. Let every Red Cross member and 
worker—and this means both men and women—show 
our returning soldiers and sailors that to care for their 
health, welfare and happiness we are enlisted for no less 
period than they are. 

“The cessation of war will reveal a picture of misery 
such as the world has never seen before, especially in: 
the many countries which cannot help themselves. The 
American people will expect the Red Cross to continue 
to act as their agent in repairing broken spirits and. 
broken bodies. Peace terms and peace conditions will 
determine how we may best minister to the vast stricken 
areas which have been harrowed by war, and for this 
great act of mercy the heart and spirit of the American 
people must continue to be mobilized through the Amer. 
ican Red Cross. 

“On behalf of the War Council, we accordingly ask 
each member of our splendid body of workers through- 
out the land to bear in mind the solemn obligation which 
rests upon each one to ‘carry on.’ We cannot abate one 
instant in our efforts or in our spirits. There will be 
abundance of work to do, and specific advices will be 
given, but even at the moment of peace let no Red Cross 
worker falter. 

“Our spirits must now call us to show that not the 
roar of cannon or the blood of our own alone directs our 
activities, but that a great people will continue to respond 
greatly and freely to its obligations and opportunity to

It organized dining rooms fo$ 
searchlight compantes and artillert 
‘batteries having fixed cantonments, 
and installed shower baths in them. 

It distributed 69.000 enameled plates 
and cups for soldiers in the trenches. 

It gave prizes for organized nthletle 
tournaments. 

It sent presents to each man deco- 
ruted for bravery. These presents ure 
usually razors, pipes, fountain pens 
and such. Up to now this work hns 
only applied to the infantry. 

The Red Cross provided the appa- 
ratus and films for cinema shows. 
Eight thousand soldiers see them 
every day.

CARGO OF SUPPLIES 
GOES TO ARCHANGEL | 


Red Crass Sends Relief Ships for 
Allied Soldiers and Civillans 
in Starving Russia. 


A rellef ship was recently sent from 
this country to Archungel by the 
American Red Cross with 4,600 tons 
of drugs, food, soap and other sup- 
plies for the use of the Allied soldiers 
and Needy civillans in that part of 
Russla. The vessel's cargo was val- 
ued at $1,511,233. f 
Later, another ship was dispatched 
carrying 200 tons of similar supplies 
furnished by the American Red Croga, 
the total expenditure for the two ship- 
ments amounting to over $2,000,000. 
Major C, T. Williams of Baltlmore 
was in charge of the party of thirteen 
which accompanied the shipment from 
this country. He was formerly a mem- 
ber of the Red Cross Commission for 
Roumanla. Major Kirk, itrick, at one 
tIme a member of the latter commla- 
alon, but recently attached to the 
Army Medical Corps, heads the medl- ; 
cal end of the Archangel expendition. 
Drugs and general hospital supplies 
constituted the greater part of the 
cargo sent from America. 
While the chief concern of the ex- 
pedition was providing comforts for 
American and Allied fighting men In 
that part of the world, all efforts were 
bent to get relief to the Russian sol- 
diers who were returned from Ger- 
man prison camps at the rate of about 
15,000 a week. The condition of these 
men was pltlable. It has been estl- 
mated that 90 per cent. of them were 
tubercular. 
In addition to drugs and food, al- 
most every imaginable article on the 
lst of supplies sent over was for the 
comfort, convenience and pleasure of 
the Allied soldiers. Just a few of 
these articles were playing carda, 
razor blades, jewsharps, mancolins, 
accordeons,  ukaleles, phonographs, 
eamerns, skates, wigs, whiskers, 
grease paints, foothalls. snowshoes, 
slippers, hockey outtits, indoor base 
balls, moving picture outfits, Bibles, 
prayer books, boxing gloves, games, 
music, hooks, cigarettes, candy nod

HEALTH TALK |} 


Spanish Influenza or Grip 
BY DR. LEE H. SMITH. 


An old enemy is with us again, and 
whether we fight a German or a germ, we 
must put up a good fight, and not be atraid, 
The influenza runs a very brief course 
when the patient is careful, and if we keep 
the system : good condition and throw 
off the poisons which tend to accumulate 
within our bodice, we can escape the dis- 
ease. Remember theese three C’s—a clean 
mouth, a clean skin, and clean bowels. 
To carry off poisons from the system and 
keep the bowels loose, daily doses of a 
pleasant laxative should be taken.

We owe it to them, and especcially 
do we stand indebted to those of them 
who surrendered their young live s 
in the cause of Liberty. 

This is a time and occasion to 
prove our continued patriotism and 
love. None will stand back and none 
will falter in their devotion 
boys and the cause in which they were 
engaged until the last tribute to 
them is completed. Let the people 
endorse the prposition; send in a 
word of commendation and get be- 
hind the movement.

This is a period of construction, as 
well as of reconstsuction, and there is, 
to my mind, nothing more appropri- 
ate that we can do than to build a 
memorial to our sons who responded 
to the country’s call in its hour of 


twenty days ago, Wecame up on the 
front shortly after, and have had quite 
atime of it. I received a letter trom 
you the first day we were up here and 
this is the first chance I have had to 
answer. I sent youa card about two 
weeks ago and hope it will reach you 
alright. 

‘*We have been in the real thing this 
time no half-way business about it, and 
I have been seeing some of the real 
horrors of war. Ourinfantry has had 
some pretty severe losses and lots of 
them are wounded or sick in the hos- 
pital. We haye lost, two signal men 
killed in action and quite a number 
wounded. I have escaped so far with 
only a slight scratch on my leg, but I 
thought several times that I was sure a 
goner, I guess it.is only through the 
special protection of God that I am still 
alive. We are not out of it yet, but as 
it is now time for us to be relieved I 
fee] that my chances are a little better 
than they have been. Of course we 
are under more or less shell fire, and 
one may fall in my bed any night. 

**We have been on this front—days 
now, and that is a pretty long stretch 
without any rest. Weare all tired and 
full of lice and longing for a chance to 
get a bath and some clean clothes. The 
weather has been rather favorable to 
us, as we have had only a few rainy 
days. The mud is pretty bad when it 
rains. I got everything I have soaked 
one night, and did not get dried for 
three days. The holes men have to sleep 
in become regular mud-holes in rainy 
weather. The past few days have been 
clear and we surely do appreciate the 
sunshine. 

“Iwas sick a few days ago and 
thought I would have to go to the hos- 
pital, but I stuck it out and feel much 
better now. We are expecting relief 
most any time, but never know when it 
will come. We might possibly be here 
several days yet. I think we will likely 
get a good rest when we do get out. 

“T can’t tell you much about what I 
see and hear around me here. How-

How Prisoners Used War Bread 
Doled Out to Them. 


Avenue by Which Captive Allies Had 
Hoped to Escape Was Really a 
Perfect Piece of Work—Even 
Germans Admired it. 

There Is certainly more tragedy 
than comedy in the cruel disappoint 
ment of untiappy prisoners thwarted 
in a promising and almost successful 
effort to escnpe; nevertheless, the gal- 
lant gayety that has marked so many 
of the allied Ighting men does not fall 


them wholly even in such cireune 
stances, Lance Corporal Charles W 
Baker, who recently recounted his 


prison experlences in the Metropolitun 
Magazine, wastes no pathos on dim, 
self or on his teilow sufferers: when 
they fuiled to get safe awny through 
thelr Ingenious tunnel, and can eveo 
see u funny side to the alnir, 

Some of the other prisoners had be- 
guu the tunnel and had worked upon 
It daily for a ionth before they let 
him into the secret, whieh linally be- 
cuine known to several hiindred of the 
captives, 

It opened from the last hut at the 
cnd of the back row and was hended 
for the only clump of bushes anywhere 
hear the camp. The soll was so sandy 
that it was impossible to make a tun- 
nel in the ordinary way; a long time 
pussed before the boys bit on oa plan. 
After our own packages bad begun to 
come and we had white bread to eat, 
says the corporal, some genius: hid a 
hoppy thought of using the war bread 
lor bricks. The war bread ds as tough 
endoas hard as rubber and of about 
the size ond shape of a small stone 
block that you use for paving streets. 
We kept the: bread buried until night. 
Then we piled it up ina kind of erate, 
and when the sentries were out of 
sight we rushed it over to the tunnel. It 
Was the most beautiful tunnel you ever 
suw, The sides were built up Ike 
brick walls, and The roof was a perfect 
arch, The sand that we took out was 
the same color as the sand of ihe 
cump, and as the ground was) almost 
tlways wet you couldn't tell the dif- 
ference, We would take It out In small 
tinfuls and scatter it all over the place, 
and with several thousand men walk- 
Ing round there was no way of detect: 
Ine It. 

Of course It was slow work making 
the tuunel, for we hud to aecumulate 
war bread, and so to amuse ourselves 
We txed It all up. We stuck pictures 
from newspapers on the wall, and we 
even ran a wire down from the cook 
house and lighted it all up with elec.

NEW YEAR'S DAY 


its Entrance Has Been Celebrat- 
ed for Many Years. 


Custom of Calling Originated With 
Dutch in New York State—Recep- 
tion by President an Annuat 
Occasion. 


f1E celebration of the entrance of 
| o New Year has heen observed 
with much ceremony In this 
country ever since the begloning of our 
Republic. President Washington was 
the first to establish the custom, and at 
his Philadelphia residence, during 
his first administration, it has been 
noted that the day was observed with 
appropriate ceremonies, with a light re 
past In the afternoon, including a plum 
cake baked by Martha Washlngton her 
self, and some temperance punch, made 
ehfefly of lemons and sugar, minus any 
intoxicating ingredients. 

The custom of New Year's calling 
originated in this country with the 
Dutch in New York state. The nature 
of the day, the clearing off of oldene. 
counts and the honeful beginning of the 
new trial of life, made New Year's dny 
a day for the interchange of friendls 
greetings, and in no country more thar 
in this has the friendly visiting crystal 
{zed into such a hard and fast business 

In the South, in the early days, that 
land where social Hfe is as dellghtfu 
and spontaneous In its growth as Is the 
flora of the region, New Year's day 
was formerly observed as the great 
time for coming out. The debutante 
burst Into blossom on that day, the ol¢ 
homesteads were thrown open, and the 
social world, like the huge famlly, mei 
to exchange grectings and good cheer 

On New Year's day the observance 
fn Washington takes on the forin ol 
diplomatic and political observances 
when conveyances from all over the 
city start moving toward the White 
House for their occupants to pay thel 
respects to the president and other dig 
nitaries of our government. 

When the general custom of cele 
brating the first of the year by the 
parading of New Yeur clubs in fan. 
tastic costumes, and simllar Joltifica: 
tions began, !t 1s difficult to say, thougt 
{t does not appear to have antedateé 
the Civil war. As for shooting in the 
New Year, that seems to have heen the 
custom—and strikingly so in Philadel 
phla, ever since thes revolution. 

When John Adams moved into the 
White House it was so incomplete that 
there was very Hittle attempt to ob 
acrve New Year's day at the mansion 
nor in fact any other elaborate socia 
affair. The celebration, as now ob 
served, began with the administratlon 
of President Jefferson. On New Year's 
Jay tn 1803 It is noted “On Saturday 
New Year's day, the .president was 
waited upon by dlplomatle characters 
the officers of the government, the 
members of the legislature, and the 
eltizens generally. There were alse 
present u large number of ladles.” Ir 
iw the repert contains the Informa 
tion that “the aiTair was rendered more 
fgreeable by the accompaniment of the 
Marine and Italian bands.” 

At this second Jefferson receptior 
“some tine after the company bad | 
assembled, Colonel Burrows, at the ; 
head of the Marine corps, saluted the 
president, while the band of music 
played the president's march, went 
through the usual evolutions fn a mans: 
terly manner, fired sixteen rounds tr 
platoons, and concluded with a gen 
eral ‘feu-de-Jole,.’” 

Nuturally, with Dolly Madison as hos 
tess, the New Year receptions during 
her husband's administration were brill 
llant, and at the last one, prior to the 
burning of the mansion, a guest wrote 
as follows: “Notblng ever was wit- 
nessed in Washington so brilliant anc 
dazzling.” 

Every president since then has cele 
brated the dawn of the new yeur ar 
an occasion for diploignatie courtesies. 
fi Well as an opportunity to give the 
pudlic a chanee to visit the White 
House and shuke hands with the presi- 
dent,

First Observed by Romans. 

The observance of January 1 as the 
beginning of the year we borrow from 
the Romans. The first Christhan em- 
perors kept up the custom of New 
Year's observance, though ft tolerated 
and afforded the oppartunlty for {dola 
trous rites, but luter the western 
church opposed three days of penitence 
ond fasting to the Pagan celebration 
of January (A. 1. 487). By degrees, 
however, the church, In the eighth cen- 
tury, abrogated the fast, and the ears, 
lier and more congenial jovial customer 
were gradually resumed and have con- 
tInued to the present. 


NOT CEASE 


Last September, while the war was 
faging, America pledged berself to 
ahip overseas 17% tnillion tons af food. 
Peace at that time was entirely un- 
looked for and this amount waa con 
sidered sufficlertt for the Allied peo- 
ple and our armies. With the arm- 
istice, however, conditions were sharp 
ly altered. The Hun in bis flight had 
left millions starving to hia wake— 
millions who even tho they were at 
last free still had no food resources, 
and who could look for sustenance to 
Anierica alone. 

These millions are in dire need and 
America is going to help alleviate their 
suffering. and to prevent further star- 
vation wherever possible. Herbert 
Hoover, just before lteaving for Eu- 
rope, arranged for the shipment of 
270,000 tons of food on our new pledge 
of twenty million tons. 

The winning of the war was due in 
«@ large measure to the thrift of Amer!l- 
can housewives. They have perform- 
ed their task wonderfully well in the 
past year, but their work of food sav- 
ing is not yet over. It fs they who 
must ccntinue the gcod work, for to 
thein Herbert Hoover looks for the 
major portion of this country’s food 
concervation. 

The futur2 task !s somewhat diffi- 
cult. as compared with the previous 
one. for there are no fixed regulations 
to be guided by. The best rule to fol- 
ow, therefore. is the determination to 
waste nothing. The following outline, 
which was compiled by the Home Con- 
servation IMvision of the United States 
Food Administration, will be of real 
practical help to every woman who 
has pledged herself to thrift:

Have we learn- 
ed it yet: Heis the best example of 
obedience that we can have. A man 
advertised in the paper for a boy to as- 
sist in his shop. It was full of appli- 
cants and he could not choose one, so 
be advertised for a boy who always 


The Lord is better pleased with obedi- 
ence than with sacrifice. 

He led an industrious life. This is 
!not always eaay to learn. We naturally 
| like to play, but ‘all play and no work 
;makes Jack a dull boy.’’ Only by in- 
dustry can we succeed. There is a fable 
of ahusbandman who, when dying, told 
his sons he left much gold under the 
ground in his vineyard. They went t« 
digging, but while they found no gold, 
vet by stirring the mould about the 
roots of the trees they gained a great 
vintage that year. It always comes 
out thus in the labor of our calling. 

Indolence isasin. Itis fatal. Jesus 
makes it incumbent on us to labor. It 
Is God given and it is necessary for us. 
But He had wise instruction for he had 
the best of teachers. No one ever had 
|a better instructor than a good mother, 
' His text book was the best, it was the 
| Bible, Then too the Lord was His teach- 
‘er. He spent his boyhood in that little 

village. No doubt His mother took Him 
| with her to the well called ‘‘The Foun- 
| tain of the Virgin,’’ for that was the 
only well there and it has been the only 
well for three thousand years. No 
;doubt too, there wasn’t one of the 
many hills that surrounded the well 
with its grove of olive trees, that Jesus 
did not range from top.to bottom. He 
would know where tbe caverns were, 
the species of flowers that decorated 
those hillsides and the names of the 
birds that flew across them. He wasa 
bov among boys and a man among men. 
| When He was properly prepared He 
| entered upon His life’s work —that wus 
| preaching— He took His topics from the 
objects about Him. The stone of Jacob’s 
well was His pulpit, the water was His 
text, trom which He preached full gal- 
vation to the Samariten woman. When 
He wanted to preech on humility He 
took a child for His text. He saw a man 
sowing grain, so from that text He 
preached on the gospel and ita effects 
on different classes of hearers. From

It His life was wonderful, His death 
was none the less so. Though He wag 
nailed to the cross, yet His was a kings 
death, though different from the death 
of most earthly kings—when a king 
dies now there is much sympathy ex- 
pressed for h'm; great interest is man- 
ifested. Every hour the news of his 
condition is flashed abroad. Every hon- 
or is shown him. But the death of Jesus 
was wonderful in its humility. He was 
on the cross between two thieves, was 
mocked by the howling mob about Him 
and when His body was taken down it 
was buried in a friends tomb. We can’t 
think of a more cruel, painful death of 
suffering. It wastorture untold. But 
it was sacrificed, that is it was in our 
place and for our sakes. Roseau—who 
was no friend of Jesus—said, Socrates 
receiving the cup of poison, blessed the 
weeping executioner who administered 
it; but Jesus in the midst of tortures 
prayed for His merciless tormentors.

The Adminlstra- 
tion {fs not asking for a short, brisk 
aaving campaten In thia or that com 
modity; It is asking for continued. riz. 
orous. and acrupulous conservation in 
everything. To comply may he some 
what difficu't at first. considering tha 
recent relaxation tn the rulings, but 
it Is merely another chance for the 
American people to show that they 
ein accomplish as much without re 
ftrictions as with there. They have 
complied aplenldly and enthuafastical 
ly with rulings and requests made bi 
Mfr. Hoover during the past year, and 
the results accompHshed have been 
remarkable.

Custom of Ringing Them Origi- 
nated in the Dim Past. 


Believed to Have Been First Used 

About 400 A. D.—Chimes Thought 
B. to Be Possessed of Supernat- 

i ural Power, 

LWAYS, everywhere 1n our land, 
we look to the ringing of hells 
to announce the death of the old 

year and the birth of the new. Not 
untll we actually hear the bells ringing 
from the church steeples, somehow, do 
we renlly turn to each other and ex: 
claim “Happy New Year!" ° 

All of which brings us to the ques 
tlon of why people ring bells. They 
scem to have figured in the life of 
man way, way back In the dim and 
distant years. And they have been 
used to convey messages of various 
sorts to those within sound cf their 
alarm. 

Among the ancient Greeks those 
who made the nightly rounds of the 
camps and garrisons used to ring a 
bell at each sentinel box to make sure 
that the soldier on duty within was 
awake, They also put bells upon the 
necks of criminals to warn all people 
to avoid them. The Romans used bells 
to announce the hour of the bath. 

It 1s belfeved that bells were first 
used tn churches about 400 years after 
the birth of Christ. And by the twelfth 
century they were tn common use in 
churches all over Europe. Most of 
these, however, were hand hells, made 
of thin plates of hammered iron, bent 
Into a four-sided ehape and fastened 
with rivets and bronzed. Then gradu- 
ally, as people began to hang the bells 
in steeples and helfries, they hecame 
larger. 

In 1784 a huge bell was cast tn Mos- 
cow, Russia. It Is over twenty-one feet 
In hetght nnd dinmeter and welghs 198 
tons. The largest bell in America {s In 
the Cathedral of Notre Dame, at Mon- 
treal, and welghs 29,400 pounds, 

In all ages and all countries, the 
material most used In the manufac- 
ture of hells has been o mixture of 
two parts of copper to one of tin, 
called bronze. At present about thir- 
teen parts of copper are used to four 
of tin. Bells have heen made of tron, 
steel, gold, silver, brass and even of 
ginss, though when maile of glass ther 
have heen found too fragile for prac- 
tical use. 

Back in the old days, the people he 
lieved that bells possessed supernnt- 
ural power; by ringing them at certain 
times, they belleved, storms, pestitence 
and famine could he averted,

Lut against thet 
background appvur thee forefathers of 
the empire of spirit who were cechii 
to give socizly a relisioua color und 
luyalty to righteousness. God spoke and 
they both heard and heeded. Tacir 
eyes were on the far hor’zon instead cf 
upon pers.nal prefcrerces and they 
lived for the future instead of for their 
present. What are some of their prin- 
ciples that may he applied to cur world? 
They had a profeand faith in the rule 
of God. They bcheyed Him to be pres 
entin His world. He gaveta personal, 
individual experience of His pregence. 
He demanded righteousness of life so 
that a cin against an individual became 
a ‘‘sin against God.’’ These ideas they 
built into their world and certainly they 
may be fitted into our own. ‘Or each 
lesson may be taken as illustrating some 
form of faith making the golden text 
the binding idea. Freshness may be in- 
jected by imagining these men return- 
ing to the life of today and trying to fit 
them into it from the characterlstics 
we have discoyered. Abraham would 
still be a pioneer, would he be an ex- 
plorer like Peary discovering the pols 
or like Livingston? Why do we so de- 
cide? Would Joseph like Wilson be at 
work for a League of Nations? Would 
Isaac be a pacifist? Would Jacob be a 
Charlie Schwab? To get the best result 
this plan wou!d have to be carefully an- 
nounced ard assiznments made to class 
members.
